PROGRESS  REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  SENATE

Dear  Senator  Powras :  The  Histories  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  indicate  that 
on  the  conclusion  of  business  yesterday,  Monday,  April  2(),  1953,  the  Legislature  had 
finally  disposed  of  208  Senate  measures  and  386  Assembly  measures,  a  total  of  594 
measures  disiiosed  of  to  date. 

Yesterday  was  the  t)9th  Calendar  Day,  leaving  us  37  days  in  which  to  legislate  if  we 
do  not  meet  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  Assuming  that  we  will  pass  the  same  number 
of  bills  this  session  that  we  did  last  session,  we  have  1,532  measures  remaining  to  be 
acted  upon.  Dividing  this  number  by  37  indicates  that  we  should  call  an  average  of 
42  rolls  per  day  upon  the  passage  of  Senate  and  Assembly  measures. 

Records  of  the  pa.st  five  regular  sessions  reveal  the  fact  that  of  the  Senate  bills 
which  pass  the  Senate  and  go  to  the  Assembly  15  percent  are  amended  in  that  body. 
Each  bill  so  amended  requires  another  roll  call  to  concur  in  the  amendments  or  iKjssibly 
two  roll  calls  if  the  amendments  are  not  concurred  in  and  the  second  roll  call  is  necessary 
to  accept  or  refuse  a  conference  committee  report ;  in  addition  to  which,  further  roll 
calls  are  necessary  in  the  matter  of  adopting  urgency  clauses  and  concurring  in  A.-^seni- 
bly  amendments  wherein  an  urgency  clause  has  been  added  by  amendment.  From  the 
above,  it  is  apparent  that  we  should  expect  to  experience  an  average  of  45  or  46  roll 
calls  per  day  for  the  next  37  days  to  complete  the  business  of  the  session.

Relative  to  the  creation  of  the  Senate  Interim  Committee  on 
California  Indian  Affairs 

Whereas,  The  case  of  Thompson  et  al.  v.  United  States  is  now  being  considered  by 
the  Indian  Claims  Commission,  and  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has 
affirmed  tlie  unanimous  decision  of  the  Court  of  Claims  that  the  Indians  of  California 
are  "an  identifiable  group  of  American  Indians"  and  as  such  are  authorized  by  the 
Indian  Claims  Commission  Act  to  maintain  said  action,  which  involves  many  millions 
of  dollars  for  the  benefit  of  the  Indians  of  California,  which  action  is  sponsored  by 
the  Indians  of  California  Inc. ;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  approximately  30,000  American  Indians  residing  within  the 
State  of  California  and  there  are  several  bills  pending  before  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  that  vitally  affect  in  many  particulars  their  welfare  and  also  the  welfare 
of  the  State  of  California  ;  now,  tlicrefore,  be  it 

Resolved  hy  the  iiennte  of  the  tftate  of  California,  As  follows: 

1.  The  Senate  Committee  on  California  Indian  Affairs  is  hereby  created  and 
authorized  and  directed  to  ascertain,  study  and  analyze  all  facts  relating  to  legislation 
now  pending  before  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  or  that  may  be  hereafter  intro- 
duced relating  to  the  welfare  of  the  Indians  of  California  and  to  the  interests  of  the 
State  of  California  therein  and  to  means  of  assisting  the  Indians  of  California  to 
secure  their  full  rights  and  the  l)eiiefits  that  they  may  be  entitled  to  including  but  not 
limited  to  the  operation,  effect,  administration,  enforcement  and  needed  revision  of  any 
and  nil  laws  in  any  way  bearing  upon  or  relating  to  the  subject  of  this  resolution,  and 
to  report  thereon  to  the  Senate,  including  in  the  reports  its  recommendations  for 
appropriate  legislation. 

2.  The  committee  shall  consist  of  Members  of  the  Senate  appointed  by 

the  Committee  on  Rules  thereof.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  filled  l)y  the  appointing  power. 

3.  The  committee  is  authorized  to  act  during  this  session  of  the  Legislature,  includ- 
ing any  recess,  and  after  final  adjournment  until  the  commencement  of  the  10.^.5  Regular 
Session,  with  authority  to  file  its  final  report  not  later  than  the  fifteenth  legislative  day 
of  that  session. 

4.  The  committee  and  its  members  shall  have  and  exercise  all  of  the  rights,  duties  and 
powers  conferred  ui)on  investigating  committees  and  their  members  by  the  provisions 
of  the  .Toint  Rules  of  the  Sen.ite  and  Assembly  and  of  the  Standing  Rules  of  the  Senate 
as  they  are  adopted  and  amended  from  time  to  time  at  this  session,  which  provisions 
are  incorporated  herein  and  made  applicable  to  this  committee  and  its  members. 

5.  The  committee  has  the  following  additional  powers  and  duties: 

(a)  To  select  a  chairman  and  a  vice  chairman  from  its  membersliip. 

(b)  To  contract  with  such  other  agencies,  i)ublic  or  private,  as  it  deems  necessary 
for  the  rendition  and  affording  of  such  services,  facilities,  studies  and  reports  to  the 
committee  as  will  best  assist  it  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  created. 

(c)  To  cooperate  with  and  secure  the  cooperation  of  county,  city,  city  and  county, 
and  other  local  law  enforcement  agencies  in  investigating  any  matter  within  the  scope 
of  this  resolution  and  to  direct  the  sheriff  of  any  county  to  serve  sul)penas,  orders  and 
other  process  issued  by  the  committee. 

(d)  To  report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  Uegi.^lature  and  to  the 
people  from  time  to  time  an<l  at  any  time,  not  later  than  herein  provided. 

(e)  To  do  any  and  all  other  things  necessary  or  convenient  to  enable  it  fully  and 
adequately  to  exercise  its  powers,  perform  its  duties,  and  accomplish  the  objects  and 
purposes  of  this  resolution. 

6.  The  sum  of  dollars  ($  )  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary 

is  hereby  made  available  from  the  Contingent  Fund  of  the  Senate  for  the  expenses 
of  the  committee  and  its  members  and  for  any  charges,  expenses  or  claims  it  may  incur 
under  this  resolution,  to  be  iiaid  from  the  said  contingent  fund  and  disburseil.  after 
certification  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  State 
Controller  upon  the  State  Treasurer.

1.  The  Senate  Interim  Committee  on  Oil  and  Gas  Develoi)ment  on  State  Lands  is 
hereby  created  and  authorized  and  directed  to  ascertain,  study  and  analyze  all  facts 
relating  to  the  development  of  oil  and  gas  on  and  from  lands  owned  by  this  State  and 
those  lands  in  which  the  mineral  interests  are  owned  by  this  State,  and  the  operation, 
effect,  administration,  enforcement  and  needed  revision  of  any  and  all  laws  in  any  way 
bearing  upon  or  relating  to  the  subject  of  this  resolution,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the 
Senate,  including  in  the  reports  its  recommendations  for  appropriate  legislation. 

2.  The  committee  shall  consist  of  five  Members  of  the  Senate  appointed  by  the 
Committee  on  Kules  thereof.

Amendment  No.  2 

On  page  1,  strike  out  lines  1  to  10,  inclusive,  and  insert 
"Sec  tiox  1.    Section  220  is  added  to  the  Civil  Code,  to  read  : 
220.    As  used  in  this  chapter  : 

(a)  "Independent  adoption"  means  that  procedure  whereby  a  child  is  placed  for 
adoption  through  the  independent  action  of  his  pareiil  or  parents  followed  by  the 
parents'  conditional  relinquishment  of  the  child  to  a  licensed  public  adoption  agency. 

(b)  "Agency  adoption"  means  that  procedure  whereby  a  licensed  adoption  agency 
places  a  child  for  adoption  and  joins  in  the  petition  for  adoption.  Adoption  through 
this  means  differs  from  an  independent  adoption  in  that  the  natural  parents  have 
relinquished  their  rights  to  the  child  to  the  agency  without  (lualification. 

(c)  "Reliqiiishment"  means  a  statement  in  writing  on  a  form  prescribed  by  the 
Dei)artraent  of  Social  Welfare,  signed  by  the  natural  parent  that  he  relinquishes  his 
rights  over  and  delegates  his  responsibilities  to  the  child  to  a  specified  licensed  adoption 
agency  for  placement  for  adoi>tion.  Such  fi>rm  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
superior  court  in  the  county  of  the  petitioner's  residence. 

(d)  "Conditional  relinquishment"  means  a  statement  in  writing,  signed  by  the 
natural  parent  after  a  child  has  been  placed  for  adoption  through  the  independent 
action  of  such  parent,  on  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Department  of  Social  Welfare,  that, 
in  the  e\ent  the  pl.icemeiit  so  made  is  found  unsuitable  by  the  court,  he  relinquishes 
the  child  to  a  specified  licensed  public  adoption  agency  for  placement  for  adoption,  and 
consents  to  the  future  adoption  of  the  child  by  persons  found  suitable  by  the  court. 
Such  form  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  of  the  county  of  the 
petitioner's  residence. 

Sec.  2.    Section  224n  is  added  to  said  code,  to  read  : 

224ii.  Within  ten  IKt)  days  after  a  child  has  been  placed  for  adoption  through 
the  independent  action  of  his  parent  or  iiarenls.  the  parent  or  parents  of  the  child  shall 
conditionally  relincpiish  their  rights  to  the  child  to  a  licensed  public  adoption  agency 
by  a  written  statement  signed  befori-  two  subscribing  witnesses  .and  acknowledged 
before  an  authorized  official  of  an  organization  licen.sed  by  the  State  Department  of 
Social  Welfare  to  find  homes  for  children  and  place  children  in  homes  for  adoption. 
This  conditional  relinquishment  shall  be  in  effect  on  the  date  it  is  signed  by  the  natural 
parent  or  parents. 

The  licensed  public  adoption  agency  shall  accept  the  conditional  relinquishment 
and,  in  the  event  that  such  placement  is  found  unsuitable  by  the  court,  shall  place 
such  child  for  adoption. 

Si:<'.  3.    Section  224  of  said  code  is  ameniled  to  read: 

224.  A  legitimate  child  cannot  be  adopted  without  the  [consent  of]  ej-ecufion  of 
a  reUiKiuiahmcnt  or  rondilioiKil  rrliiKiidnhwriit  hy  its  parents  if  living;  however,  after 
the  custody  of  any  child  has  by  any  judicial  di'cree,  been  given  to  the  mother,  and  the 
father  for  a  jieriod  of  one  year  shall  wilfully  fail  to  pay  for  the  care,  support  and 
education  of  such  child  when  able  to  do  so.  then  the  mother  alone  may  [con.sent  to 
such  adoption]  ejci-ute  such  leliiuiuislimciil  or  condilioiial  rcliiuiiiiiihiiient,  but  only 
after  the  father  has  been  personally  served  with  a  copy  of  a  citation  requiring  him 
to  ajtpear  at  the  lime  and  place  set  for  the  appearance  in  court  under  Section  227 
of  this  code;  if  the  father  cannot  be  located  for  personal  servi<'e.  the  same  may  be

Each  licensed  county  adoption  agency  shall  investigate  and  reiiort  on  inde- 
pendeut  adoptive  placements  in  its  own  county  and  such  other  counties  in  the  general 
area  of  the  licensed  agency  as  the  State  Social  Welfare  lioard  shall  deterniiue  txu 
conducive  to  effective  adoption  administration  and  the  State  shall  reimburse  the 
licensed  pulilic  adoption  agencies  for  uU  administrative  and  operating  costs  related 
thereto. 

fejEC.  5.    Section  220  of  said  code  is  amended  to  read  : 

220.  Any  person  desiring  to  adopt  a  child  may  for  that  ijurpose  petition  the  superior 
court  of  the  county  in  which  the  petitioner  resides  [and]  .  Any  itersun  desiring  io 
adopt  a  child  and  with  wlioin  a  child  has  been  pluad  jor  adoption  u  ithoiit  the  placement 
aaaistanve  of  a  licensed  adoption  agency  shall,  for  Ihat  purpose,  petition  tlie  superior 
court  of  the  county  in  which  the  petitioner  resides  within  thirty  days  after  the  child 
has  been  placed  in  the  home  of  the  petitioner.

to  accept  the  consent  of  the  natural  parents  to  the  adoption  of  the  child  by  the  peti- 
tioners and  to  ascertain  whether  the  child  is  a  proper  subject  for  adoption  and  whether 
the  proposed  home  is  suitable  for  the  child,  prior  to  filing  report  with  the  lourt.] 

In  all  cases  in  which  the  conditional  relinquishment  of  the  natural  parent  or  parents 
is  not  necessary  [and  an  agency  licensed  to  place  children  for  adojition  is  not  a  party  to 
the  petition,  the  State  Department  of  Social  Welfare  or]  the  licensed  county  adoption 
agency  shall,  prior  to  the  hearing  of  the  petition,  tile  its  consent  to  the  adoption  with 
the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  petition  is  filed.  Such  consent 
shall  not  be  given  by  the  [Ufpartment  of  Social  Welfare  or  tlu'l  licensed  county 
adoption  agency  unless  the  child's  welfare  will  be  promoted  by  the  adoption. 

In  independent  adoptions  [lO.xcept  in  the  case  of  the  a<loption  of  a  child  by  a  step- 
parent where  one  nattiral  or  adoptive  parent  retains  his  or  her  custody  and  control  of 
the  child,]  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  [Department  of  Social  Welfare  or  of  the]  licensed 
county  adoption  agency  to  invcstiflate  the  placement  made  thrniigh  the  independent 
action  of  the  parent  or  parents  to  ascertain  uhcther  the  child  is  a  proper  subject  for 
adoption  atid  whether  the  proposed  home  is  suitable  for  the  child  and  to  submit  to  the 
court  a  full  rejiort  of  the  facts  disclosed  by  its  inquiry  with  a  recommendation  regarding 
the  granting  of  the  petition  within  ISO  days  after  the  filln;;  of  the  i)etition  :  provided, 
however,  that  the  court  may  allow  such  additional  time  f.ir  the  filing  of  said  reiiort  as 
in  its  discretion  it  may  see  fit.  [The  report  reiiuired  of  the  Department  of  Social  Welfare 
or  of  the  licen.sed  county  a(loi)tion  agency  may  he  waived  by  the  department  in  all 
cases  in  which  an  agency,  licensed  by  tfie  Department  of  Social  Welfare  to  place 
children  in  homes  tor  adoption,  is  a  party  or  joins  in  the  petition  for  adoption.  Such 
waiver  may  be  issued  by  the  department  at  any  time,  either  before  or  after  the  filing 
of  the  petition  for  adoption.]

section.  «  copy  of  such  report  or  findiuKs,  whether  favoral)le  or  unfavorable,  shall  be 
(fiven  lo  the  attorney  for  the  petitioner  in  the  proceedings,  if  tlie  petitioner  has  an 
attorney  of  record  IsJ  ,  or  to  the  petitioner. 

If  the  findincs  of  the  [State  I>epartnient  of  Social  Welfare  or  the]  licensed  county 
adoption  agency  are  that  the  home  of  the  petitioners  is  not  suitable  for  the  child  anil  it 
recommends  that  the  petition  be  denied,  the  county  clerk  upon  receipt  of  the  report 
of  the  [State  Dejiartment  of  Social  Welfare  or  thej  county  adoption  agency  shall 
immediately  refer  it  to  the  superior  court  for  [review]  heariny. 

In  ca.se  of  an  adoption  of  a  child  by  a  stepparent  where  one  natural  or  adoptive 
parent  retains  his  or  her  custody  and  control  of  said  child,  the  consent  of  either  or 
both  parents  must  be  signed  in  the  presence  of  a  county  clerk  or  probation  officer  of 
any  county  in  this  State  on  a  form  prescribed  l>y  the  State  Department  of  Social 
Welfare  and  the  county  clerk  or  probation  officer  before  whom  sucli  consent  is  signed 
shall  immediately  file  said  consent  with  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  of  the  county 
where  the  petition  is  filed  and  said  clerk  shall  immediately  tile  a  certified  copy  of  sucli 
con.sent  to  adoption  with  the  State  Department  of  Social  Welfare.  A  o  conditioiiul 
relinquishment  is  uecesHary  tchere  the  adoption  is  bp  a  stepparent  and  one  nnturul 
parent  retains  custody  and  control  of  the  child. 

If  the  father  or  mother  of  a  chihl  to  be  adopted  is  outside  the  State  of  California  at 
the  time  of  signing  [consent,  his  or  her  consent]  a  conditional  relinQuishment,  such 
conditional  relinquishment  may  be  signed  before  a  notary  or  other  i)er.son  authorize<l 
to  perform  notarial  acts  [,  and  in  such  case  the  consent  of  the  Department  of  Social 
Welfare  or  of  a  licensed  county  adoption  agency  will  also  be  necessary,  but  such  consent 
shall  not  be  necessary  where  the  adoption  is  by  a  stepparent  and  one  natural  parent 
retains  custody  and  control  of  the  child]. 

A  parent  who  is  a  minor  shall  have  the  right  to  sign  a  [consent]  conditional  relin- 
quishment for  the  adoption  of  his  or  her  child  and  such  [consent]  conditional  relinquish- 
ment shall  not  be  subject  to  revocation  [upon  such  parent  reaching  his  or  her  majority] 
by  reason  of  such  minority.

its  findings  and  the  reasons  for  its  failure  or  refu.sal  [to  consent  to  the  adoption  or] 
to  accept  the  conditional  relinquishment  [consent  of  the  natural  parent].  After  the 
filing  of  said  findings,  the  court  may,  if  it  deems  that  the  welfare  of  the  child  will  be 
Iiromoted  by  said  adoption,  allow  the  signing  of  the  [consent]  conditional  relinquish- 
ment by  the  natural  parent  or  parents,  [in  open  court,]  or  [if  the  appeal  be  from  the 
rcfusal  of  said  department  or  agency  to  consent  thereto,]  grant  the  petition  without 
such  [consent]  conditional  relinquishment. 

Sec.  6.    Section  22Ga  of  said  code  is  amended  to  read  : 

226a.  Once  given,  [consent  of  the  natural  parents  to  the  adoption  of  the  child  by 
the  person  or  persons  to  whose  adoption  of  the  child  the  consent  was  given,]  the  con- 
ditional relinquishment  may  not  be  withdrawn  except  with  court  approval  and  the 
mutual  agreement  of  the  natural  parent  and  the  petitioner.  Request  for  such  approval 
may  be  made  by  motion,  or  a  natural  i)arent  seeking  to  withdraw  such  [consent]  con- 
ditional relinquishment  may  tile  with  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  where  the  petition 
is  pending,  a  petition  for  approval  of  withdrawal  thereof,  without  the  necessity  of 
payment  of  any  fee  for  the  filing  of  such  petition.  The  petition  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
sh.ill  set  forth  the  reasons  for  withdrawal  or  [consent]  the  conditional  relinquishment, 
but  otherwise  may  be  in  any  form. 

The  clerk  of  the  court  shall  set  the  matter  for  hearing,  and  shall  give  notice  thereof 
to  the  [State  Department  of  Social  Welfare,  to  the  persons  to  whose  adoption  of  the 
child  the  consent  was  given]  the  licensed  adoption  agency,  the  prospective  adoptive 
parents,  and  to  the  natural  parent  or  parents,  in  the  manner  provided  in  Section  1200 
of  the  Probate  Cmle. 

The  [State  Department  of  Social  Welfare  or  the]  licensed  county  adoption  agency 
shall,  prior  to  the  hearing  of  the  motion  or  petititon  for  withdrawal,  file  a  full  report 
with  the  court  and  shall  appear  at  the  hearing  to  represent  the  interests  of  the  child.

sent io  an  adojjtionj  conditional  relinqiiinlinient  may  he  apiiealed  from  in  the  same 
manner  as  an  order  of  the  juvenile  court  declaring  an.v  person  to  he  a  ward  of  the 
juvenile  court.

2261).  Whenever,  in  an.v  adoption  proceeding,  the  petitioners  desire  to  withdraw 
the  petition  for  the  adoption  or  to  dismiss  the  proceeding,  the  clerk  of  the  court  in 
which  the  proceeding  is  )iending  shall  immediatel.v  notif.v  the  [State  Department  of 
Social  Welfare]  piopcr  licensed  adoption  a(/enci/  of  such  action.  [The  Stale  Depart- 
ment of  Social  \>'elfare  or]  The  licensed  county  adoption  agency  shall  file  a  full  rejiort 
with  the  court  recommending  a  suital)le  plan  for  the  child  in  every  such  c:i.se  or  where 
the  [department  or]  county  agency  recommends  that  the  petition  for  adoption  he 
denied  and  shall  appear  hefore  the  court  for  the  purpose  of  representing  the  child.

(e)  Academic  Teacbinj;  ."flul  Administrative  Kmpliuee:  Academic  leaching  and  ail- 
ministrative  employee  means  an  employee  of  the  rank  of  professor  or  lower,  depart 
nient  heads  and  divi.-ion  heads  whosi-  jirincipal  <luty  is  teaching  at  the  state  college 
and  an  employee  whose  principal  duly  is  connected  with  the  administration  of  ilie 
teaching  jirogram  or  relate<l  service,  ami  includes,  hnf  is  not  limited  to  deans,  business 
managers,  admission  officer,  regisfr.-ir.  idacenient  officer  and  professional  librarians. 

(f )  Nonacademic  Employee  :  Xonacademic  employee,  means  all  employees  not  serv- 
ing in  State  Civil  Service  who  are  not  classed  as  academic  teaching  and  administrative 
employees,  including,  but  not  limited  to  maintenance  men,  craftsmen,  stenographic  and 
clerical  employee.s. 

(g)  Dismissal:    Dismissal  means  dismissal  for  cause. 

(h)  Layoff :  Layoff  means  separation  from  a  position  for  lack  of  funds  or  lack  of 
work. 

(i)  Probation  :  Probation  is  the  period  au  employee  must  serve  before  becoming 
entitled  to  permanent  employment. 

(j)  Permanent:  Permanent  me:ins  that  the  employee  has  a  right  to  continued 
employment  at  the  particular  college  unless  dismissed  or  laid  off. 

Ci)  This  aiticic  doe.s  not  apjily  to  employers  serving  in  state  civil  service. 

(3)  This  article  does  not  apply  to  state  college  presidents. 

(4)  This  article  does  not  apply  to  employees  of  the  California  State  Polytechnic 
College. 

20392.  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  every  employee  of  the  state  college  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  director,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
only  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  president  of  the  college. 

(a)  Every  academic  teaching  and  administrative  employee  so  appointed  shall  be 
appointed  for  an  academic  year.  Temporary  academic  employees  may  be  appointed  for  a 
shorter  period  but  all  such  temporary  apixiintments  shall  terminate  not  later  than  the 
close  of  the  academic  year  in  which  appointed.  If  an  academic  teaching  or  administra- 
tive employee  .serves  full  time  for  three  successive  academic  years  at  the  state  college 
and  is  reappointed  for  a  fourth  successive  academic  year,  the  said  employee  shall  there- 
upon become  a  permanent  academic  teaching  and  administrative  employee  at  the  same 
level  and  salary  step  or  higher. 

(b)  Every  nonacademic  employee  so  appointed  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year  which 
is  a  probationary  period.  On  reappointment  for  the  second  year,  the  .said  emi)loyee  shall 
be  permanent  at  the  same  level  and  salary  step  or  higher  salary  step  as  at  completion 
of  the  said  probationary  year. 

20393.  All  vacant  positions  at  each  state  college  shall,  as  far  as  practicable  and 
consistent  with  the  best  interest  of  the  college  be  filled  from  qualified  employees  serving 
in  lower  positions  in  the  same  or  related  series. 

20394.  (a)  An  academic  teaching  and  administrative  employee  shall  be  required 
to  serve  only  one  probationary  period  during  employment  at  the  college.  Promotions 
or  demotions  within  this  academic  group  at  the  college  shall  not  re(|uire  any  pi-oba- 
tionar.v  period.  When  an  academic  teacliin.g  or  administrative  em])loyee  who  has  com- 
pleted his  probationarv  jieriod  is  promoted,  be  shall  be  deemed  to  have  all  rights 
provided  by  this  article  in  the  higher  academic  rank.  In  the  event  an  academic 
employee  is  promoted  to  a  higher  academic  rank  during  his  probationary  period,  such 
promotion  shall  not  extend  Ithe  probationary  period.  The  emiiloyee  will  receive  his 
rights  under  this  article  upon  completion  of  three  continuous  years  of  service  as  an 
academic  employee. 

(b)  Any  nonacademic  employee  shall  he  required  to  serve  only  one  probationary 
period  to  gain  iiermanent  status  in  a  i>osition  or  in  .-i  substaniially  similar  position 
at  the  state  college  ;  however,  in  the  event  such  an  employee  is  promoted  to  a  position 
with  substantially  different  duties  or  to  a  position  that  re(|uircs  additional  duties  and 
abilities,  the  said  employee  shall  serve  a  iiroliation  iieriod  ;  provided  that,  if  the 
said  employee  does  not  become  permanent  in  the  new  position,  the  employee  shall 
have  the  right  to  return  to  any  class  at  the  college  in  wlii<li  the  employee  was 
permanent. 

20395.  The  Director  of  Education  shall  adopt  rules  prescribing  the  form,  time 
and  method  of  notice  of  separation  to  any  probationar.v  nonacademic  emi)loyee,  or 
notice  of  intention  not  to  recommend  reappointment  of  an  academic  teaching  and 
administrative  employee  for  the  sticceeding  year  to  aii.v  such  employee  not  having 
permanent  status. 

20390.  A  i)ermaiient  or  probationary  academic  teaching  and  administrative  eni 
ployee  may  be  dismissed  or  demoterl  and  nonacademic  emplo.vees  may  be  dismissed, 
demoted  or  suspended  for  the  following  causes  : 

(a)  Immoral  or  unprofessional  conduct. 

(b)  Dishonesty. 

(c)  Incompetency. 
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(d)  Physical  or  mental  unfitness  for  position  occupied. 

(e)  Failure  or  refusal  to  perform  the  normal  and  reasonable  duties  of  the  position. 

(f)  Conviction  of  a  felony  or  any  crime  involvini;;  moral  turpitude. 

20396.1.  Notice  of  dismissal,  demotion  or  suspension  for  cause  shall  lie  in  writing, 
signed  by  the  director  and  be  served  on  tlie  eini)loyee,  setting  forth  a  statement  of 
causes,  tlie  events  or  transactions  upon  which  tlie  causes  are  liased,  the  nature  of 
the  penalty  and  the  effective  date,  and  a  statement  of  the  employee's  right  to  answer 
within  80  days  and  request  a  hearing  before  tlie  State  I'ersonnol  Jioard. 

20396.2.  Any  employee  dismissed,  suspended,  or  demoted  for  cause  may  request  a 
hearing  by  the  State  I'ersonnel  Board  by  filing  such  a  request,  in  writing,  with  the 
Board  within  30  days  of  being  served  witii  the  notice.  The  request  may  be  ou  the 
grounds  that  the  re(|uired  procedure  was  not  followed;  that  there  is  no  grounds  for 
dismissal,  suspension,  or  demotion  ;  that  the  penalty  is  excessive,  unreasonable,  or 
discriminatory  ;  or  that  the  employee  did  not  do  the  acts  or  omissions  alleged  as  the 
events  or  transactions  upon  wliich  the  causes  are  based;  that  the  acts  or  omi.ssions 
alleged  as  the  events  or  transactions  upon  which  the  causes  are  based  were  justified. 
The  State  I'ersonnel  Board  sb.ill  hohl  a  hearing,  following  the  same  procedure  as  in 
state  civil  service  proceedings  and  shall  reuder  a  decision  affirming,  modifying  or 
revoking  the  action  talien.  In  a  hearing  the  burden  of  proof  shall  be  on  the  party  taking 
the  dismissal  action. 

20396.. 3.  In  the  event  the  dismissal,  suspension  or  demotion  is  revoked  or  modified 
by  the  State  Personnel  I'.oard,  the  employe  e  shall  be  restored  to  his  position  in  accord 
with  the  said  decision,  ;iiid  sball  be  p.iid  back  s.ilary  e(iual  to  that  which  the  employee 
would  have  earned  if  continuously  employed  in  accord  with  the  decision. 

20397.  The  director  shall  adopt  regulations  for  determination  of  the  order  in  which 
employees  sliall  be  laid  off  for  lack  of  funds  or  because  of  lack  of  work.  To  the  extent 
the  director  sball  deem  practical  such  regulations  shall  provide  for  I.'iyofl  in  the  in- 
verse onler  of  employnicMt. 

The  director  sball  adopt  rules  governing  the  re-enii)loyment  of  employees  laid  off, 
pursuant  to  this  section.  To  the  extent  the  <lirector  deems  practical,  such  regulations 
shall  include  provision  that  for  a  period  of  live  .\ cars  following  layoff,  an  employee  shall 
have  a  preferential  right  to  rc-cMqiloy meat  in  the  same  or  a  c<imi)arable  jiosition  at 
the  college,  in  the  e\ent  of  a  vacancy.

A  i)erin,-inenl  (>mi)loyee  m;iy,  with  his  consent  and  the  apiu'oval  of  the 
president  of  the  college  and  the  direclin-.  be  employed  at  less  than  full  time  and  retain 
permanent  status;  i)rovided  seniority  credit  and  any  other  credit  shall  be  gained  only 
in  the  proportion  the  actual  time  emiiloyed  is  to  full  time  employment  in  the  i)osition. 

20.399.  Those  emiiloyees  now  having  rights  to  automatic  reappointment  from  year 
to  year  shall,  <mi  the  effective  d.'ite  of  this  bill,  be  permanent  employees  in  .-ippropriate 
groups,  pursuant  to  this  article.

"PART  11.    STATK  BUILDING  CONSTRUCTIOX 
Chapter  1.  General 

15800.  This  part  is  known  and  may  be  cited  as  the  "State  Building  Construction  . 
Act." 

15801.  No  pulilic  building  shall  be  acquired  or  constructed  under  this  part,  unless 
iuithorized  by  a  separate  actor  appropriation  enacted  by  the  Legislature. 

15802.  The  following  terms  whenever  used  in  this  part  have  the  meanings  given  in 
this  section  except  where  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise  : 

(a)  "Board"  means  the  State  Building  Board. 

(b)  "Construction"  includes  the  extension,  enlargement,  repair,  renovation,  restora- 
tion and  improvement  of  any  public  building. 

(c)  "Public  building"  includes  any  structure,  building,  facility,  or  work  which  a 
state  agency  is  authorized  to  construct  and  automobile  parking  lots,  landscaping,  and 
other  facilities,  including  furnishings  and  equipment,  incidental  to  the  use  of  any 
building,  and  also  includes  the  site  thereof,  and  any  easements  or  rights  of  way  appurte- 
nant thereto  or  necessary  for  its  full  use. 

(d)  "Acquire"  includes  purchase,  condemnation,  lease,  and  gift. 
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(e)  "Cost  o£  a  public  building"  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  the  cost  of  all  real 
estate,  properties,  rights,  and  easements  acquired,  the  cost  of  construction  of  public 
buildings  and  the  furnishing  and  equipment  of  them,  all  financing  charges,  interest 
prior  to,  during  and  for  a  period  of  six  months  after  construction,  engineering,  archi- 
tects' and  legal  expenses,  including  the  cost  of  plans,  specifications,  and  surveys,  esti- 
mates of  cost  and  revenues,  administrative  expenses,  and  such  other  expenses  as  are 
necessary  or  incident  to  the  financing  of  public  buildings,  or  to  determine  the  feasibility 
or  practicability  of  any  public  buildings,  and  the  condemnation  of  property  necessary 
for  use  of,  or  in  connection  with,  any  public  building. 

15803.  This  part  provides  an  additional  and  alternative  method  for  doing  the  things 
authorized  herein  and  shall  be  regarded  as  supplemental  and  additional  to  powers  con- 
ferred by  other  laws  and  shall  not  be  regarded  as  in  derogation  of  any  powers  now 
existing. 

Chapter  2.    Admikistkation  and  General  1'owebs 
l.")80.").    There  is  hereby  created  a  State  Building  Board.  The  members  of  the  board 

are  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  Secretary  of  State  and  Superintendent  of  Banks. 
The  members  of  the  board  are  entitled  to  no  compensation  for  their  services  as 

members,  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  connection 

with  the  performance  of  their  duties  as  members. 

l.")8<)6.    Within  00  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this  part  the  board  shall  meet  and 

organize. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  board,  and  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  each  year  there- 
after, the  board  shall  elect  from  its  number  a  president  and  secretary. 
Two  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

The  board  shall  administer  the  provisions  of  this  part.  All  action  shall  be  taken  by 
a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board. 

15807.  The  acquisition  by  the  board  of  any  property  is  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Department  of  Finance.  The  board  shall  contract  with  the  Department  of  Finance 
for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  all  public  buildings  constructed,  acquired,  or 
operated  by  the  board,  when  the  Department  of  Finance  elects  to  furnish  maintenance 
and  repair,  such  maintenance  and  repair  to  include  the  items  of  maintenance  and 
repair  customarily  supplied  or  afforded  to  other  state  buildings  by  the  Department  of 
Finance. 

1.5808.  The  board  shall  fix  and  determine  the  number  of  officers,  agents  and  em- 
ployees of  the  board,  and  their  respective  compensation  and  duties. 

1.5809.  When  authorized  by  a  separate  act  or  appropriation  enacted  by  the  Legis- 
lature, the  board  mav  acquire  "and  construct  for  use  by  .state  agencies  public  buildings. 

1.5810.  The  board  may  : 

(a)  Ac<|uire  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  California,  and  use  any  property,  real. 
I)ersonal,  or  mixed,  tangible  or  intangible,  or  any  interest  therein  necessary  or  desir- 
able for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  part,  and  lease  as  lessors,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Department  of  Finance,  any  property  or  any  interest  therein  at  any  time 
acquired  by  it  to  state  agencies,  or  in  the  event  of  default  upon  any  certificates  to  other 
than  state  agencies. 

(b)  Construct  public  buildings. 

(c)  Contract  with  other  state  agencies  for  the  use  of  real  property  owned  by  the 
State,  upon  which  to  construct  a  public  building. 

(d)  Fix,  alter,  charge,  and  collect  rentals  and  other  charges  for  the  use  of  public 
buildings,  or  for  the  services  rendered  by,  the  board,  at  reasonable  rates  to  be  deter- 
mined bv  the  board  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of 
the  board,  not  provided  for  by  state  appropriations  or  otherwise,  operation  of  its 
public  buildings,  and  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  its  certificates. 

(e)  Make  contracts  of  every  kind  and  nature,  and  execute  all  instruments  necessary 
or  convenient  for  the  carrving  on  of  its  business. 

(f)  Obtain  insurance  against  loss  by  fire  or  other  hazards  on  public  buildings,  both 
during  and  after  construction,  for  the  protection  of  the  certificate  holders. 

(g)  Issue  certificates,  as  provided  in  this  part,  to  obtain  funds  to  pay  the  cost  of 
public  buildings,  secure  the  payment  of  certificates  and  interest  thereon  by  pledging 
all  or  part  of  its  revenues,  rentals,  and  receipts,  and  provide  for  the  security  of  the 
certificates  and  the  rights  of  the  holders  thereof. 

15811.  The  board  has  no  power  at  any  time  or  in  any  manner  to  pledge  the  credit 
or  taxing  power  of  the  State  or  any  of  its  local  agencies. 

Chapter  .3.    Construction  and  Leasing  of  Public  Buildings 

15815.  The  plans  and  specifications  of  any  public  building  constructed  pursuant 
to  this  part  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Division  of  Architecture  and  the  board  shall 
reimburse  the  division  for  the  costs  of  such  services  from  the  funds  available  for  the 
purpose.  Any  public  building  constructed  under  the  provisions  of  this  part  shall  be 
constructed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  State  Contract  Act. 

15816.  When  any  public  building  has  been  acquired  or  constructed  by  the  hoard, 
and  the  revenues,  rentals,  or  receipts  from  the  operation  of  such  public  building  are 
no  longer  required  or  pledged  for  the  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  any  of  the 
certificates  of  the  board  undertaken  under  this  part,  the  board  shall  forthwith  notify 
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the  Department  of  Finance  of  that  fact,  and  thereafter  such  public  building  shall  be 
under  the  jurisdiction  of,  and  operated  and  maintained  by,  the  Department  of  Finance. 

If  at  any  time  funds  are  availahlc  by  law  to  retire  any  certificates  issued  to 
defray  the  cost  of  any  public  liuibliiiK,  such  funds  shall  be  applied  to  the  redemption 
of  certificates  secured  by  the  rentals  and  revenues  from  said  public  building. 

15817.  Any  state  agency,  with  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Finance,  may 
lease,  as  lessee,  any  public  building  constructed  by  the  board  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
20  years  from  the  date  of  occupancy  at  such  rentals  as  are  determined  by  the  board. 

15818.  The  revenues,  rentals,  or  receipts  from  all  public  buildings  authorized  under 
this  part  at  any  one  session  of  the  Legislature,  after  deducting  the  cost  of  maintain- 
ing such  public  buildings,  are  herel)y  pledged  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  of, 
and  interest  on,  the  certificates  issued  to  finance  the  construction  of  all  such  public 
buildings.  The  certificates  issued  to  finance  the  public  buildings  authorized  at  one 
session  shall  be  equally  secured  l)y  a  lien  upon  the  revenues,  renfals,  or  receipts 
pledged  to  secure  them  without  priority  for  nunilier,  date  of  certificates,  of  sale,  of 
execution,  or  of  delivery  pursuant  to  this  part. 

Chapter  4.  Cektificatks 
15821.    Certificates  issued  pursuant  to  this  part  are  not  negotiable  instruments 
but  are  transferable  between  state  agencies  having  jurisdiction  over  special  or  trust 
fuiuls. 

1.W22.  The  certificates  shall  be  authorized  by  resolutions  of  the  board,  and  shall 
bear  such  dates,  mature  at  such  time  or  times  not  exceeding  2't  years  from  their  respec- 
tive dates,  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates  agreed  upon  between  the  board  and  the 
investing  agency  with  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Finance,  not  exceeding  6 
l)ercent  per  year,  payable  semiannually,  be  in  such  denominations  and  in  such  form, 
be  payable  in  such  medium  of  payment  and  at  such  place  or  places,  and  subject  to 
such  terms  of  redemption  at  such  prices  not  exceeding  105  percent  of  the  principal 
amount  as  the  resolutions  provide. 

The  certificates  shall  bear  the  signatures  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  board. 
Only  one  of  the  signatures  required  by  this  section  need  be  a  manual  signature  and 
all  other  signatures  may  be  either  originals  or  facsimiles  thereof. 

1.582.'5.  The  certificates  shall  be  sold  at  their  face  value  to  state  agencies  having 
jurisdiction  over  special  or  trust  funds,  without  advertisement  or  competitive  bidding. 
Such  certificates  are  a  legal  investment  for  any  state  special  or  trust  fund.  Payment 
of  the  purchase  price  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  mutual  agreement  between 
the  state  agency  and  the  board. 

15824.  Any  resolutions  authorizing  any  certificates  may  contain  provisions  which 
are  part  of  the  contract  with  the  state  agency  as  to: 

(a)  Pledging  all  or  any  of  the  revenues,  rentals,  or  receipts  of  the  authority  from 
specific  properties. 

(b)  The  construction  or  acquisition  of  any  public  building  and  the  duties  of  the 
board  with  reference  thereto. 

(c)  Tlie  terms  and  provisions  of  the  certificates. 

(d)  I^imitations  on  the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  of  the  certificates,  then  or 
thereafter  to  be  issued. 

(e)  The  rate  of  rentals  and  other  charges  for  use  of  the  public  buildings  of.  or  for 
the  services  rendered  by,  the  board,  including  limitations  upon  the  power  of  the  board 
to  modify  any  leases  or  other  agreements  pursuant  to  which  any  rentals  or  other 
charges  arc  payable. 

(f)  The  setting  aside  of  reserves  or  sinking  funds  and  the  regulation  and  disposition 
of  them. 

(g)  Limitations  on  the  issuance  of  additional  certificates. 

(h)  Any  other  agreements  with  the  certificate  holders. 

15825.  The  board  may  provide,  by  resolution,  for  the  issuance  of  refunding  certifi- 
cates for  the  purpose  of  refunding  any  certificates  of  the  board  issued  pursuant  to  this 
part  and  then  outstanding,  either  by  voluntary  exchange  with  the  holders  of  the 
outstanding  certificates,  or  to  provide  funds  to  redeem  and  retire  the  outstanding 
certificates,  with  accrued  interest  and  any  redemption  value  payable  on  any  call  date. 
The  issuance  of  the  refunding  certificates,  the  maturities  and  other  details  of  the 
certificates,  the  rights  of  the  certificate  holders,  and  the  duties  of  the  board  in  respect 
to  the  certificates,  are  governed  l)y  the  provisions  of  this  part  insofar  as  they  are 
applicable.  Refunding  certificates  may  be  issued  by  the  board  to  refund  certificates 
originally  issued  or  to  refund  certificates  of  the  board  previously  issued  for  refunding 
purposes. 

15826.  The  State  Treasurer  shall  act  as  trustee  for  the  board  and  the  holders  of 
the  certificates  issued  under  this  jiart.  and  the  board  may  authorize  the  trustee  to  act 
on  behalf  of  the  holders  of  the  certificates,  or  any  stated  percentage  thereof,  and  to 
exerci.se  and  prosecute  on  behalf  of  the  holders  of  the  certificates  such  rights  and 
remedies  as  may  be  available  to  the  holders. 

The  board  shall,  by  resolution,  prescribe  the  duties  and  powers  of  such  trustee  with 
resi)ecl  to  the  issuance,  authentication,  sale,  and  delivery  of  the  certificates,  and  the 
payment  of  principal  and  interest  thereof,  the  redemption  of  the  certificates,  and  the 
management,  exclusive  of  the  investment  or  reinvestment  thereof,  of  any  sinking  fund 
or  other  funds  provided  as  security  for  the  certificates. 
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15827.  The  rights  and  remedies  conferred  hy  this  part  u\mn  or  granted  to  certifi- 
cate holders  are  in  addition  to  and  not  in  limitation  of  any  rights  and  remedies  law- 
fully granted  to  such  certificate  holders  hy  the  resolutions  providing  for  the  issuance 
of  certificates. 

If  the  hoard  defaults  in  the  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  any  of  the  certifi- 
cates after  such  principal  or  interest  becomes  due,  whether  at  maturity  or  upon  call 
for  redemption,  and  if  such  default  continues  for  a  period  of  90  days,  or  if  the  hoard 
fails  or  refuses  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  part  or  defaults  in  any  agree- 
ment made  with  the  certificate  holders,  the  holder  of  any  certificate  may  : 

(a)  By  proper  proceedings  and  actions  enforce  all  rights  of  the  certificate  holders, 
including  the  right  to  require  the  hoard  to  collect  rates,  rentals  and  other  charges 
adequate  to  carry  out  any  agreement  as  to  the  revenues,  to  lease  puhlic  buildings  to 
state  agencies  or  otherwise,  or  the  pledge  of  the  revenues  or  receipts  of  the  board, 
and  require  the  board  to  c;irry  out  any  other  agreements  with  or  for  the  benefit  of 
the  certificate  holders,  and  to  perform  its  duties  under  this  part. 

(h)  Bring  suit  upon  the  certificates. 

(c)  By  an  action  require  the  board  to  account  as  if  it  were  the  trustee  of  an  ex- 
press trust  for  the  certificate  holders. 

(d)  By  an  action  enjoin  any  acts  or  things  which  may  be  unlawful  or  in  violation 
of  the  certificate  holders'  rights. 

Chapter  5.  Fisc.\jl  Provisions 
15830.  All  money  received  by  the  board  from  whatever  source  derived,  shall  be 
transmitted  by  the  board  at  least  once  in  every  calendar  month  to  the  State  Treasurer, 
and  shall  be  deposited  in  the  State  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  Public  Buildings 
Construction  Fund,  which  fund  is  hereby  created  and  is  appropriated  for  the  purpo.se 
hereinafter  provided.  There  .shall  be  maintained  within  the  fund  three  separate  accounts 
for  each  series  of  certificates  covering  all  the  public  buildings  authorized,  under  this 
part,  at  any  one  session  of  the  Legislature  : 

(a)  A  construction  account 

(b)  A  revenue  account 

(c)  A  sinking  fund  account. 

There  shall  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  respective  series  in  the  construction 
account  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  each  series  of  certificates  authorized  under  the 
provisions  of  this  part.  The  money  in  each  such  account  shall  be  expended,  for  the  pur- 
poses authorized  by  this  part,  or  as  provided  in  the  resolution,  for  the  acquisition  and 
con.struction  of  the  public  buildings,  and  in  addition,  for  the  payment  of  all  costs  and 
expenses  of.  and  incident  to,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  certificates,  and  the  payment 
of  interest  due  or  to  become  due  on  the  certificates  during  the  period  of  actual  con- 
struction, and  for  such  further  period  as  may  be  specified  in  the  resolution  for  the 
issuance  of  the  certificates,  not  exceeding  six  months  after  the  period  of  construction. 

There  shall  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  respective  series  in  the  revenue  account 
all  revenues,  rentals,  or  receipts  received  from  the  operation  of  each  series  of  public 
buildings  acquired,  constructed,  or  operated  by  the  board  under  the  provisions  of  this 
part,  and  all  other  money  received  by  the  board  from  whatever  source  derived,  the 
disposition  of  which  is  not  otherwise  provided  by  this  part. 

The  money  in  each  revenue  account  shall  be  expended  for  the  payment  of  the  costs 
of  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  public  buildings  authorized  by  this  part,  including 
administrative  expenses  of  the  board,  and  for  such  other  purposes  as  may  he  provided  in 
the  resolution,  and  such  other  restrictions  provided  by  law,  or  the  resolution,  for  such 
purposes  as  may  be  authorized  by  said  resolution. 

All  money  in  each  revenue  account,  excej)t  that  part  required  to  pay  the  costs  of 
operating  the  board,  as  provided  for  in  the  resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  of  the 
certificates,  shall  be  set  aside  at  regular  intervals  as  provided  in  the  resolution  in 
separate  sinking  fund  accounts  for  each  series  of  certificates,  which  are  pledge<l  to  and 
charged  with  the  payment  of : 

(a)  The  interest  upon  such  certificates  as  the  interest  falls  due 

(b)  The  principal  of  the  certificates  as  it  falls  due. 

(c)  Any  redenii)tion  value  upon  certificates  retired  by  call. 

The  use  and  disiiosition  of  the  sinking  fund  account  is  subject  to  the  regulations 
rovided  in  the  resolution.  Kach  separate  sinking  fund  account  is  an  account  for  the 
fnefit  of  each  of  the  respective  series  of  the  certificates  issued,  without  distinction 
/r  priority  of  one  over  another.  excei)t  as  to  .series.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
resolution,  any  money  in  the  sinking  fund  account  of  each  series  in  excess  of  the 
amotint  equal  to  one  year's  interest  on  all  certificates  of  that  series  then  i>utstanding 
may  be  applied  to  the  purchase  or  redemption  of  certificates  of  such  series.  All  cer- 
tificates purchased  or  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  and  shall  not  be  issued  again. 

l.^RSl.  The  board  may  provide  in  the  resolution  for  the  allocation  of  financial  and 
adminisi r.ilive  costs  of  the  board  during  the  period  of  actual  construction,  and  for 
such  further  period  as  may  l)e  specified  in  the  resolution  for  the  issuance  of  the  certifi- 
cates, not  exceeding  two  years,  between  the  money  in  each  construction  account  and 
thi'  money  in  each  reveniie  account.

It  is  directed  against  practices  permitted  by  and  to  some  extent  at 
least  in  vogue  \inder  the  Federal  Kmployers'  Liability  Act.  Venue  as  established  by 
federal  law  in  cases  involving  injury  to  interstate  railway  employees  incurred  in  the 
course  of  their  employment  is  determined  as  follows: 

"Under  this  chaiiter  an  action  may  he  brought  in  a  district  court  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  district  of  the  residence  of  tlie  defendant,  or  in  which  the  cause  of  action 
arose,  or  in  which  the  defendant  shall  be  doing  business  at  the  time  of  commencing  such 
action.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States  under  this  chapter  shall  be 
concurrent  with  that  of  the  courts  of  the  several  states,  and  no  case  arising  under  this 
chapter  and  brought  in  any  state  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  shall  be  removed  to 
any  court  of  the  United  States." 

Under  this  rule,  cases  have  been  filed  in  our  state  courts  where  neither  the  residence 
of  the  plaintiff,  his  employment  nor  the  cause  of  action  are  in  this  State.  The  purpose 
of  this  bill  is  to  give  our  state  courts  the  power  to  dismiss  actions  under  the  Kederal 
lOmployers'  Liability  Act  when  it  is  shown  that  the  cause  of  action  did  not  arise  within 
this  State  and  that  a  court  of  this  State  is  not  a  convenient  forum  for  the  parties  and 
witnesses  and  that  the  dismissal  of  the  action  will  serve  the  interests  of  justice.  The 
serious  (luestion  nlmut  Ibis  bill  is  that  it  goes  beyond  the  necessities  of  preventing  what 
is  claimed  to  be  at  times  an  imposition  on  our  courts  by  requiring  them  to  taUe  juris- 
diction (if  lawsuits  wherein  neither  the  plaintiff  nor  his  place  of  emidoyment  nor  his 
cause  of  action  are  in  the  State  of  California.  It  goes  to  the  extent  of  depriving  the 
railway  workers  of  the  absolute  right  which  they  now  have  to  invoke  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  courts  of  this  State  when  their  residence  is  in  California  and  their  employment 
occurs  in  this  State. 

To  the  e.Ntent  that  the  hill  would  accomplish  this  purpose,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  is 
both  unwise  and  contrary  to  the  well-established  policy  of  the  State.  Railroad  workers 
do  not  conic  within  the  jurisdiction  of  our  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  which  gives 
every  cniiiloyee  included  thereunder  the  right  to  compensation  through  the  Industrial 
Accidi'nl  ( 'mnmission  of  California  regardless  of  where  the  injury  occurs  and  regardless 
of  whi'tliei-  the  employer  is  guilty  of  negligence.  Section  ."),S0.")  of  the  Labor  Code  provides  : 

"The  Coniinission  has  jurisdiction  over  all  controversies  arising  out  of  injuries  suf- 
fered wi(b(Uit  the  territorial  limits  of  this  State  in  those  cases  wliere  the  injured  em- 
l)Ioyee  is  a  resident  of  this  state  at  the  time  of  the  injtiry  and  the  contract  of  hire  was 
made  in  this  state  *  *  *." 

Be<au.'<e  of  the  interstate  character  of  the  railroad  industry  and  its  importance  to 
the  life  of  the  country.  Congress  enacted  the  Federal  Kmployers"  Liability  Act  in  lOOS 
to  pro\  ide  a  uniform  relat iousbi])  between  the  railroads  aiul  tln  ir  enii>loyees  through- 
out the  country  and  to  guarantee  certain  rights  of  action  to  the  employees.  These 
employees  do  not  have  a  commission  before  whom  they  can  a.ssert  tlieir  rights  when 
injured  ;  they  are  relegateil  to  lawsuits  in  either  the  feder.-il  or  the  state  courts  and 
must  prove  negligon<e.  This  litigation  is  always  expensive  and  the  farther  away  from 
home  it  is  conducted,  the  more  expensive  and  burden.some  it  becomes.  Therefore  if  a 
railroad  worker  may  be  recpiired  to  bring  his  lawsuit  in  a  place  other  than  the  state 
of  his  residence  and  slate  of  his  employment,  it  could  be  an  excessive  burden  upon 
him.  I'.ut  to  my  mind  the  most  serious  injury  that  he  \jould  suffer  is  that  he  would  be 
deprived  of  his  absolute  right  to  legal  redress  in  the  courts  of  his  own  state  where 
under  o\ir  laws  other  workmen  in  the  state  are  accorded  that  right. 

I  do  not  infer  that  our  courts  would  be  unjust  in  determining  whether  a  California' 
employo(-  must  file  his  lawsuit  in  another  state,  but  there  is  a  difference  between  hav- 
ing a  right  depending  entirely  on  the  discretion  of  any  tribunal  from  that  of  every 
other  workman  having  an  absolute  right  to  redress  at  home.  If  we  are  to  whittle  away 
in  this  manner  at  benefits  conferred  by  Federal  Employers'  Liability  Act.  it  would 
soon  lose  its  national  uniformity  and  could  at  least  substantially  weaken  the  purposes 
for  which  the  Act  was  originally  designed.  I  am  not  advised  that  other  states  have 
enacted  siich  legislation.  The  fact  that  this  act  has  been  in  effect  since  1908  without 
similar  legislation  being  enacted  in  other  states  would  indicate  a  nationwide  apprecia- 
tion of  the  desirability  for  this  uniformity.  At  all  events  if  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
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act  result  in  a  denial  of  justice  to  either  plaintiffs  or  defendants,  the  situation  could 
be  remedied  nationwide  by  a  simple  act  of  Congress.

Dear  Senator  Abshire  : 

Question 

You  have  asked  if  enactment  of  S.B.  1653,  as  amended  in  Senate  April 
1,  1953,  will  permit  the  deprivation  of  counties  of  origin  of  water  needed 
for  their  development. 

Opinion 

We  do  not  believe  that  enactment  of  the  bill  would  have  that  effect. 

Analysis 

S.B.  1653,  as  amended  in  Senate  April  1,  1953,  would  amend  Part  2 
of  Division  6  of  the  "Water  Code  by  amending  Section  10.500  and  repeal- 
ing Sections  10501,  ]0o02.  and  10503  relating  to  the  establishment  of 
priorities  for  appropriations  of  water,  applications  for  which  were  filed 
by  the  Department  of  Finance,  "which  in  its  judgment,  is  or  may  be 
required  in  the  development  and  completion  of  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  a  general  or  coordinated  plan  looking  toward  the  development,  utiliza- 
tion, or  conservation  of  the  water  resources  of  the  State." 

Part  2  of  Division  6  of  the  Water  Code  now  provides  for  the  establish- 
ment of  priorities  through  publication  of  an  intent  to  file  applications 
(Sec.  10502,  Wat.  C).  Priorities  are  maintained  until  October  1,  1955 
(Sees.  10501  and  10503,  Wat.  C.)  and  provision  is  also  made  for  the 
release  from  priority  or  the  assignment  of  the  appropriations  (Sec. 
10504,  Wat.  C.I.  However,  Section  10505  precludes  the  release  or  assign- 
ment of  anv  appropriation  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Department  of 
Finance,  will  deprive  the  count.v  in  which  the  appropriate  water  origi- 
nates, of  any  water  necessary  for  the  development  of  the  county. 

Generally  speaking,  S.  B.  1653  would  amend  Part  2  of  Division  6  to 
require  that  applications  filed  thereunder  be  filed  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  AVater  Code  governing  the  appropriation  of  water  (Part  2 
of  Division  2)  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  Engineer.  The 
requirements  of  diligence  would  not  apply  to  such  applications  until 
assigned.  The  provisions  for  the  establi.shment  of  priorities  by  publica- 
tion of  declaration  of  notice  of  intent  would  be  deleted. 

The  proposed  amendment  would  not  amend  the  provisions  providing 
for  the  release  or  assignment  of  the  applications  by  the  Department  of 
Finance,  nor  the  prohibition  again.st  releasing  or  assigning  appropria- 
tions for  water  necessary  for  the  development  of  the  county  of  origin. 
Consequently,  those  provisions  would  be  applicable  to  the  applications  of 
the  Department  of  Finance  under  Part  2  of  Division  6,  whether  or  not 
it  is  amended  through  the  enactment  of  S.  B.  1653. 
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It  follows  that  enactment  of  S.  B.  1653  would  not  permit  the  depriva- 
tion of  counties  of  origin  of  the  water  needed  for  their  development.

Accident  Commission  has  jurisdiclitm  over  any  controversy  arising 
out  of  the  furnishing  of  medical  care  to  injured  employees  '  *  *  * 
unless  an  ex]iress  agreement  fixing  the  amounts  to  be  paid  for 
medical,  surgical  or  hospital  treatm-Mit  as  such  treatment  is  de- 
scribed in  those  sections  has  been  made  between  the  persons  or 
institutions  rendering  such  treatment  and  the  employer  or  insurer.' 

"It  is  our  opinion  that  the  addition  of  Section  5307.1  to  the 
Labor  Code  containing  the  language  hereinabove  quoted  will  not  in 
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any  way  affect,  modify  or  repeal  the  provisions  of  Section  5304  of 
the  Labor  Code,  inasmncii  as  tiie  new  Section  5307.1  merely  adds 
a  permissive  power  to  tlie  Industrial  Accident  Commission  to  adopt 
a  minimum  fee  scliedule  tlmt  will  result  in  medical  fees  ciiarfred  in 
accordance  with  the  schedule  bein^^  (trima  facie  reasonable,  so  that 
there  Avill  be  no  inconsistenc\'  or  conflict  between  5304  and  5307.1. 
If  we  are  correct  in  this  view,  then  tiiere  is  no  basis  on  which  to 
consider  that  5307.1  will  repeal  or  modify  5304. "  ■ 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  forefroing  would  re-present  a  correct  inter- 
pretation of  the  situation  should  S.B.  1066,  as  amended  on  April  22, 
1953,  be  enacted.

Gentlemen : 

Assembly  Bill  No.  2283:  "An  act  authorizinK  tho  acqui.fition  by  the  Depart- 
niont  of  Piil)lic  Works  of  the  ferry  system  across  ('arquiiiez  Straits  between  Benicia 
and  Martinez,  defining  the  powers  and  ilutics  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
in  relation  thereto,  providinf;  for  the  extension  of  State  Hishway  Route  7.5  from 
Martinez  to  I?enicia  iii)on  tlie  acquisition  of  .said  ferry  system,  amending  Sections 
Z74  and  .'?'.'>  of  th(>  Streets  iind  Ilidhways  Code  in  connection  therewith,  and  declar- 
ing the  urgency  thereof,  to  liiUe  effect  immediately," 
in  my  opinion  constitutes  an  emergiMxy  l)ill  within  the  meaning  of  that  term  as  used 
in  Section  ;{4  of  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California,  the  con- 
sideration of  which  sliould  not  await  the  final  enactment  of  the  Budget  Bill. 

It  has  been  represented  to  nie  by  the  legislators  from  Contra  Costa  and  Solano 
Counties  that  the  ferry  system  Ix'fcween  B<-nicia  and  Martinez,  which  is  now  operated 
by  the  City  of  Martinez,  may  be  abandoned  at  n  very  early  date.  If  this  is  done  there 
will  be  no  traffic  connection  between  those  portions  of  the  state  highway  terminating 
at  Martinez  and  Benicia.  respectively.  It  was  also  stated  that  this  would  result  not 
only  in  great  inconvenience  to  local  residents  but  to  many  others  who  use  the  ferr.v 
connection  in  their  travel  between  different  parts  of  the  State.  In  order  that  the  Legis- 
lature may  give  its  attention  to  this  matter  before  the  ferry  might  be  closed  early 
consideration  of  this  measure  is  desirable. 

I  therefore  recommend  consideration  of  Assembly  Bill  22.^?  as  an  emergency 
measure.

Reclamation  Power  Controls — .Vo.  6427 
Dear  Senator  Hatfield  : 

Question 

You  have  asked  our  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  a  contract  executed 
by  the  Secretarj-  of  the  Interior  to  deliver  power  from  a  reclamation 
project  at  a  price  wiiich  would  not  be  suflficient  to  return  interest  of  three 
percent  or  more  per  annum  of  "the  appropriate  share  of  the  cou.struction 
investment,"  would  be  valid. 

Opinion 

We  do  not  believe  that  the  contract  would  be  valid. 

Analysis 

It  is  well  established  the  powers  of  a  public  official  cannot  be  extended 
beyond  the  terms  and  necessary  implications  of  the  grant.  If  broader 
])owers  are  desirable  they  must  be  conferred  by  Congress.  (Federal 
Trade  Commi.ssion  v.  Hala'dam  Co.  ( 1931 )  283  1'.  S.  642,  75  L.  Ed.  1324). 

It  is  equally  Avell  established  that  individuals  as  well  as  courts  must 
take  notice  of  the  extent  of  the  authority  conferred  by  law  upon  a  person 
acting  in  an  official  capacity — ignorance  of  law  furnishes  no  excuse  for 
anv  mistake  or  wrongful  act.  {Hawkins  v.  United  States  (1877)  96  U.  S. 
689,  24  L.  Ed.  607). 

Considering  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to 
contract  for  tiie  sale  of  power  from  a  reclamation  project.  Section  9  (c) 
of  the  Reclamation  Project  Act  of  1939  provides,  in  part : 

"Any  sale  of  electric  power  or  lease  of  power  privileges,  made  by 
the  Secretary  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  any  [reclamation] 
project,  shall  be  for  such  periods  .  .  .  and  at  such  rates  as  in  his 
judgment  will  produce  power  revenues  at  lea.st  sufficient  to  cover 
.  .  .  interest  on  an  appropriate  share  of  the  construction  investment 
at  not  less  than  3  percentum  per  annum  ..."  (Emphasis  added) 

Section  9  (c)  requires  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  exercise  his 
judgment  in  the  determination  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  rate  in  the  sale 
of  power.  It  must  be  assumed,  therefore,  in  the  course  of  his  investiga- 
tions to  secure  information  on  which  to  base  his  judgment,  he  would 
ascertain  whether  or  not  the  rate  was  sufficient  under  the  law. 

If  the  Secretary  found,  as  a.ssumed  by  the  (juestion.  that  a  rate  was 
insufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Reclamation  Laws  and  never- 
theless executed  a  contract  to  sell  power  at  that  rate,  we  do  not  believe 
the  contract  would  be  valid.  We  do  not  believe  that  the  law  would 
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authorize  the  Secretary,  in  exercisin<^  his  jiulprmeiit,  to  make  an  arbitrary 
or  capricious  determination  contrary  to  his  findinprs. 

On  tlie  other  hand,  if  there  was  any  reasonable  basis  on  which  the  Sec- 
retary could  base  a  determination  tluit  a  rate  was  sufticient,  his  authority 
to  contract  at  that  rate  would  undoubtedly  be  sustained. 

Likewise,  it  shoidd  be  noted  that  the  interest  would  be  on  an  "appro- 
priate share"  of  the  construction  investment.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  would  also  make  that  determination,  subject,  of  course,  to  certain 
limitations.  While  the  question  here  considered  assumes  a  rate  insufficient 
to  return  three  percent  interest  on  siicli  "appropriate  share,"  in  applying 
the  legal  principles  discussed  in  tliis  opinion  to  any  specific  contract,  the 
element  of  discretioii  in  determininj^  "appropriate  share"  should  be 
considered.

DIVISION  9.    SOIL  CONSERVATION 
Chapter  1.    General  Provisions 
Article  1.    Policy  of  State 

9000.  The  Legislature  hereby  declares  that  the  conservation  of  the  soil  is  of  funda- 
mental importance  to  the  prosperity  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  this  State.  Severe 
pressure  has  been  placed  upon  the  State's  soil  resources  in  order  to  supply  the  basic 
food  requirements  of  a  greatly  expanded  population,  and  the  productivity  of  agricul- 
tural, range  and  forest  lands  must  be  preserved  and  increased  if  the  present  standard 
of  living  is  to  be  maintained  under  continuing  population  increases.  Special  effort  must 
be  made  to  speed  up  the  present  program  of  soil  conservation  in  order  to  provide  for 
permanent  productive  use  of  all  remaining  resources.  To  promote  such  effort,  the  Legis- 
lature believes  that  the  State  must  assume  leadership  in  formulating  and  putting  into 
effect  a  state-wide  program  of  soil  conservation  and  hereby  declares  that  the  provisions 
of  this  division  of  this  code  are  enacted  to  accomplish  the  following  purposes: 

(a)  To  provide  a  means  by  which  the  State  may  cooperate  with  the  United  States 
and  with  soil  conservation  districts  organized  pursuant  to  this  division  in  securing 
the  adoption  in  this  State  of  farm,  range,  and  woodland  practices  best  adapted  to  save 
the  soil  resources  of  the  State  from  unreasonable  and  economically  preventable  waste. 

(b)  To  provide  for  the  organization  and  operation  of  soil  conservation  districts  for 
the  purposes  of  soil  conservation,  the  control  of  runoff  and  the  prevention  and  control  of 
soil  erosion,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  land  drainage  and  land  clearing.  Such 
districts,  in  addition  to  their  other  powers,  shall  have  legal  authority  : 

(1)  To  cooperate  with  the  United  States,  this  State,  counties,  public  districts,  other 
soil  conservation  districts,  persons,  associations,  and  corporations  in  matters  relating 
to  the  control  of  runoff  and  to  soil  conservation  through  the  prevention  and  control  of 
soil  erosion. 
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(2)  With  the  consent  of  the  owner,  to  construct  on  privately  or  publicly  owned 
lands  necessary  works  for  the  control  of  runoff  and  the  prevention  and  control  of  soil 
erosion. 

9001.    It  is  hereby  declared  as  a  matter  of  legislative  determination  : 

(a)  That  the  construction  and  maintenance  on  privately  or  publicly  owned  land 
of  works  for  the  control  of  runoff  and  the  prevention  and  control  of  .soil  erosion  caused 
by  the  action  of  water  or  wind  or  otherwise  is  in  the  general  public  interest  and  for 
the  general  public  benefit. 

(b)  That  the  expenditure  of  state,  county,  district  or  other  public  funds  for  the 
construction  or  maintenance  of  such  control  or  preventive  works  on  privately  or 
publicly  owned  land  constitutes  expenditure  for  the  general  public  benefit. 

Article  2.  Definitions 

9010.  As  used  in  this  division  the  following  terms  have  the  meanings  attributed 
to  them  in  this  article,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires. 

9011.  "Commission"  means  the  State  Soil  Conservation  Commission. 

9012.  "District"  means  a  soil  conservation  district. 

9013.  "Public  district"  means  a  district  established  under  the  law  of  this  State, 
other  than  a  soil  conservation  district. 

!)014.  "Directors"  means  the  board  of  directors  of  a  district,  and  when  powers 
are  conferred  or  duties  are  imposed  ujion  directors  in  this  division  the  powers  shall 
be  exercised  and  the  duties  performed  by  the  directors  acting  as  a  body  and  not  as 
individuals.

9016.  "Principal  county"  means  the  county  in  which  all  or  the  greatest  portion 
of  the  land  of  a  district  is  situated.  The  principal  county  remains  the  same  regardless 
of  any  change  in  boundaries.  The  jiriucipal  county  of  a  consolidated  district  is  that 
county  in  which  all  or  the  greatest  portion  of  the  area  in  the  consolidated  district  is 
located. 

9017.  "LandowTier"  or  "owner  of  land"  means  the  per.son  having  legal  title  to 
the  land  in  (juestion.  'J'he  person  to  whom  the  land  is  assessed  for  county  taxes  is 
presiimed  to  be  the  owner  of  the  land,  in  the  absence  of  a  showing  to  the  contrary. 
The  owner  of  an  undivided  interest  in  land  is  a  landowner  as  to  such  proportion  of 
the  parcel  as  his  interest  bears  to  the  whole. 

OOlS.  "Ijand  occupant"  or  "occup.mt  of  land"  means  a  person  in  possession  of 
land  within  a  district  whether  as  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  or  otherwise.  A  person  legally 
entitled  to  possession  of  land  is  a  land  occupant  as  to  that  land  whether  in  actual 
possession  or  not.  A  person  in  actual  possession  of  land  is  a  land  occui)ant  regardless 
of  his  right  of  possession. 

0019.  "Elector"  means  a  registered  and  qualified  elector  of  the  county  who  resides 
in  the  district. 

9020.  "Voter"  means  n  person  entitled  to  vote  at  an  election  held  pursuant  to 
this  division. 

9021.  "Proxy"  means  a  written  nnthorization  to  vote  or  sign  a  petition.  Land- 
owners only  may  vote  or  sign  petitions  under  this  division  by  proxy.  The  proxy  of  an 
individual  landowner  shall  be  acknowledged  by  him.  The  proxy  of  a  corporation  shall 
contain  a  statement  by  the  secretary  or  manager  of  the  corporation  that  the  proxy 
was  authorized  by  the  corporation.  A  corporation  owning  land  may  vote  or  sign  a 
petition  only  by  i)roxy. 

902.'?.    "Person"  includes  person,  association,  or  corporation. 

9024.  "Assessment  roll"  means  the  entire  assessment  roll  upon  the  basis  of  which 
real  property  is  taxed  for  county  puri>oses. 

902.">.  "Assessment  records"  includes  the  assessment  roll  and  all  maps  and  other 
records  relating  to  the  assessment,  levy,  and  collection  of  taxes,  whether  in  the 
custody  of  the  asses.sor  or  not. 

902(i.  "As.sessor"  means  the  assessing  officer  of  a  county,  by  whatever  title  he 
may  be  known. 

Chapter  2.    The  State  Soil  Conservation  Commlssion 
Article  1.  Organization 

9030.  There  is  in  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  the  State  Soil  Conservation 
Commission.  It  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  the  Director  of  the  Agricultural 
Extension  Service  of  the  University  of  California,  who  shall  be  an  ex  officio  member, 
the  officer  in  charge  of  the  state  agency  responsible  for  administering  Parts  2.  3,  and  4 
of  Division  2  of  the  Water  Code,  and  five  members  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term 
of  four  years.  The  commission  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Director  of  Natural  Resources 
for  the  proper  carrying  out  of  its  functions  under  this  division. 

9031.  The  members  to  be  appointed  shall  be  directors  and  in  making  such  appoint- 
ments, the  Governor  shall  provide  for  representation  from  the  northern,  central  and 
southern  portions  of  the  State  by  appointing  one  from  each  of  these  areas  and  two 
from  the  State  at  large. 

9032.  Within  30  days  after  his  appointment  the  appointed  member  shall  take  and 
file  his  oath  of  office  as  member  of  the  commission. 
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9033.  The  members  of  the  commission  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their 
services  as  such  members  but  each  shall  be  allowed  reasonable  and  necessary  expenses 
incurred  in  attendance  at  nieetinj;  of  the  commiKsion  or  when  otherwise  engaged  in 
the  work  of  the  commission  at  its  direction. 

9034.  Four  members  of  the  commission  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  any  purpose, 
including  organization. 

9035.  The  commission  shall  elect  a  chairman  from  their  number  who  shall  serve 
as  chairman  for  one  year  and  until  his  successor  is  elected. 

9036.  The  commission  shall  appoint  a  secretary.  The  secretary  shall  be  a  paid 
employee  of  the  commission.  The  secretary  shall  be  allowed  his  reasonable  and  neces- 
sary e.xpenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his  ofiicial  duties  as  such  secretary. 

9037.  The  official  headquarters  of  the  commission  shall  be  at  Sacramento, 
California. 

Article  2.    Powers  and  Duties 

9040.  The  State  Soil  Conservation  Commission  is  the  state  agency  charged  with 
carrying  out  the  purposes  and  policy  of  this  division. 

9()41.  The  commission  may  promote  and  shall  assist  in  the  formation,  organiza- 
tion and  oi)eration  of  -soil  conservation  districts. 

!l041i.  It  may  investigate  any  i)roposed  new  soil  conservation  district  or  addition  of 
land  to  a  district  and  report  its  findings  and  conclusions  to  the  requesting  authority 
and  the  proponents  of  such  district,  or  addition. 

iK)4H.  It  may  advi.se  with  organized  soil  conservation  districts  as  to  plans  and  pro- 
posals relating  to  soil  conservation  activities,  and,  when  such  plans  or  proposals  are 
presented  to  it,  appi-ove,  disapprove,  or  suggest  modifications  of  such  plans  or  proposals. 

9044.  It  may  cooperate  with  the  I'nited  States,  any  soil  conservation  district, 
county,  public  district,  or  person  in  the  furtherance  of  the  purposes  of  this  division, 
anil  to  that  end  may  receive  and  use  contributions  of  funds  or  services  or  both  for  the 
inv<'stigating  of,  or  planning  works  for,  the  control  of  runoff  or  the  control  or  preven- 
tion of  soil  erosion. 

9()4.'>.  Insofar  as  consistent  with  the  duties,  obligations  and  responsibilities  of  other 
public  agencies,  the  coninii.s.sion  may  promote  coordination  of  the  activities  of  such 
agencies  in  furtherance  of  the  control  of  runoff  and  the  prevention  and  control  of  soil 
erosion. 

9046.  The  commission  may  employ  such  clerical,  technical,  or  other  assistants  as 
it  deems  necessary. 

Article  3.    Funds  and  Expenditures 

9048.  The  commission  may  receive  contributions  from  the  United  States,  public 
district.s',  soil  conservation  districts,  counties,  public  agencies,  or  persons  and  may  use 
such  contributions  for  the  purposes  of  the  district. 

9(»4it.  The  commission  is  authorized  on  behalf  of  the  State  to  accept  grants  from 
the  I'nited  States  for  the  control  of  runoff  and  the  prevention  or  control  of  soil  erosion 
and  to  administer  such  grants  pursuant  to  the  terms  thereof. 

'.H)'ii).    Any  county  may  contribute  money  of  the  county  to  the  commission. 

!M).")1.  All' money  "contributed  to  the  commission  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury 
to  the  credit  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Commission  Fund,  which  fund  is  hereby  created. 
Such  money  shall  be  paid  out  upon  the  order  of  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the 
commission. 

Article  4.    The  Soil  Conservation  Equipment  Revolving  Fund 
'M'iS.    The  Soil  Conservation  Equipment  Revolving  Fund  in  the  State  Treasury 
is  hereby  continued  in  existence.  The  fund  consists  of  all  money  appropriated  thereto 
an<l  all  money  received  by  the  commission  pursuant  to  this  article.  All  money  in  the 
fund  is  appropriated  to  the  commission  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

9().">4.  The  commission  may  purchase  with  money  from  the  Soil  Conservation 
Equipment  Revolving  Fund  and  rent  to  a  soil  conservation  district  or  sell,  on  a  rental- 
purchase  agreement  or  otherwise,  to  a  soil  conservation  district  equipment  and  ma- 
chinery suitable  for  work  relating  to  .soil  conservation,  including  ditching  machinery, 
grading  machinery,  soil  moving  machinery,  tractors,  and  other  machinery  and  eciuip- 
ment  useful  for  the  actual  operations  of  soil  conservation  projects  and  equipment, 
machinery,  and  buil<lings  suitable  for  servicing,  repairing,  maint.iining,  transporting, 
and  housing  of  lliat  eipiipment.  Of  the  money  made  available  to  the  commission  under 
this  article  not  more  tlian  2.">  percent  shall  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  equipment, 
machinery  and  buildings  suitable  for  servicing,  repairing,  maintaining,  transiM)rting. 
or  housing  equipment.  Nothing  in  this  article  prohibits  the  purchasing  of  cijuipment 
of  any  kind  from  a  district.  Of  the  money  available  to  the  commission  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  the  commission  shall  limit  the  equipment  which  may  b«^ 
I)nrchased  under  this  section  hy  any  one  district  to  approximately  fifty  thousand 
dollars  (if.W.OOO),  but  in  no  case  .shall  the  amount  exceed  sixty  thousand  dollars 
(.$((0,000)  for  any  one  district.  In  the  event  any  district  already  po.s.ses.-ies  more  equip- 
ment than  the  limits  herein  provided,  the  commission  shall  reduce  the  equipment  pur- 
chased by  the  district  to  conform  to  the  limits  herein  provided,  by  January  1,  19r>(>. 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  prohibit  the  commission  from  purchasing  or  holding 
equipment  in  its  possession  which  it  deems  vital  to  the  needs  of  the  soil  conservation 
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districts  and  renting  such  equipment  at  rental  rates  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Finance  to  any  soil  conservation  district. 

Any  equiiiment  not  purchased  or  held  by  the  commission  shall  be  sold  prior  lo 
January  1,  11)50,  l)y  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  best  i)rice  obtainable  in 
cooperation  with  the  Soil  Conservation  Commission.  Funds  received  from  the  sale  of 
such  pro|)erty  and  eciuipnient  shall  be  used  first  to  pay  any  amounts  due  the  Soil  Con- 
servation Commission  on  account  of  that  property  and  eiiuiiunent  by  reason  of  either 
a  cash  loan  or  rental  aureement,  second  to  pay  any  amounts  due  to  the  State  for  loans 
made  available  by  the  Department  of  Finance,  and  any  balance  shall  be  available  for 
e.xpeiuliture  for  district  purposes. 

OoSij.  All  equipment  and  machinery  made  available  to  any  soil  conservation  district 
pursuant  to  this  division  is  subject  to  call  for  emerfjency  use  in  fire,  storm,  flood  or 
disaster  by  a  federal  or  state  Jigency,  a  county,  city,  m-  district  of  this  State. 

90r)().  The  charge  made  to  districts  by  the  commission  for  repayment  of  each  unit 
of  equipment  and  the  charges  for  services  rendered  to  lu-  by  the  districts  in  transporting, 
servicing,  repairing,  maintaining  and  housing  equipment  sh.'ill  be  sulficient  to  return 
to  the  commission  suflicii'Ut  revenue  to  ))ro\  i(le  for  the  replacement  of  all  equipment  as 
such  replacement  liecomes  necessary.  There  sli;ill  be  an  equipment  supervisor  responsil)le 
lo  the  (dmniissi<ui  iti  charge  of  all  e(|ui|itnent  purchased  l>y  the  commission  and  sold 
to  the  districts  for  the  i)urpose  of  supervising  the  maintenance  and  use  of  such  equip- 
ment as  long  as  the  comniissi(Ui  hnld.s  any  e(|uity  in  the  ecpiiimienf.  The  eiiuijjment 
supervisor  shall  further  be  charged  with  cheeking  and  repf)rting  upon,  at  least  once 
each  six  months,  all  eipiipnient  which  it  finds  to  be  improperly  ojierated,  cared  for  or 
used  or  which  is  in  default  of  i)ayment.  If  such  use  or  def.uilt  cannot  be  satisfactorily 
corrected  after  due  notification  to  the  district  by  the  commission,  the  latter  may  take 
possession  of  the  ('(luipnient  in  th<'  name  of  the  State.

Article  1.    I>ands  Included 

000)  0.  A  soil  con.servation  district  may  be  formed  pursuant  to  this  division  for  the 
control  of  runoff,  the  prevention  or  control  of  soil  erosion,  and  the  improvement  of 
land  capabilities. 

!M)()1.  The  lands  included  in  a  district  shall  be  those  generally  of  value  for  agri- 
cultural iiurposes,  including  farm  and  range  land  useful  for  the  production  of  agricul- 
tural cro|)s  or  for  tlie  i>.isturiiig  of  livestocU.  but  dilu'r  lands  may  be  included  in  a 
district  if  necessary  for  the  control  of  runoff,  the  jirevention  or  control  of  soil  erosion, 
or  lan<l  improvement,  and  for  fully  accomplishing  the  purposes  for  which  the  district 
is  formed. 

!M)(;2.  The  lands  included  in  any  one  district  need  not  be  contiguous  but  they  shall 
be  susceiitible  of  the  same  general  plan  or  system  for  the  control  of  rvinoff,  the  pre- 
vention or  control  of  .soil  erosion,  or  land  improvement.  Xo  lands  may  be  included  in 
more  than  one  district. 

iUKi.'!.  The  l.iiids  included  in  any  one  district  may  be  situated  in  one  or  more 
counties. 

1)  004.    The  lands  included  in  a  district  may  be  publicly  owned  or  privately  owned. 

Article  Investigation  of  Proposals 

9070.  Any  proposal  for  the  formation  of  a  new  district  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
bo.-ird  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  all  or  the  greatest  portion  of  the  land  of 
the  proposeil  district  is  situated. 

0071.  The  board  of  supervisors  first  shall  request  the  commission  to  investigate 
the  propos.'il  for  .1  new  district,  particularly  with  reference  to  the  location  of  boundaries 
.■in<l  the  practicability  and  feasibility  for  effecting  a  .soil  conservation  program  within 
the  provisions  of  this  division. 

0072.  The  ciunmission  shall  mal;e  the  requested  investigation  and  report  thereon 
as  soon  as  pr.'icticable. 

007.'!.  Upon  receipt  of  the  report  of  the  state  soil  conservation  commission  the 
boiird  of  suporvis(Us  shall  submit  the  proposal  for  the  new  district  to  the  county 
boundary  ccininiission  of  each  county  in  which  any  part  of  the  district  is  to  be  located. 

0074.  The  county  boundary  commission  shall  consider  the  j)roposal  and  shall  holil 
a  public  hearing  with  resi)ect  thereto  if  one  is  recpiested  and  if,  in  the  di.scretiou  of  the 
cliairni.ui  or  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  county  boundary  commission,  a  hearing 
would  be  in  the  public  interest. 

007").  In  considering  such  a  proposal,  the  county  boundary  commission  shall  com- 
Piire  the  proposed  boundaries  of  the  district  with  those  of  soli  conservation  and  other 
districts  within  the  county  and  shall  ascertain  the  extent  to  which  overlapping  or  con- 
flicting boundaries  may  result  from  the  proposal,  and  may  consider  any  factors  that  it 
may  regard  inimical  to  the  public  interest. 

9070.  Within  30  days  after  the  submission  of  such  proposal,  the  county  boundary 
commission  shall  make  its  report  and  recommendation  with  respect  thereto.  This  report 
shall  be  filed  with  the  board  of  supervisors  to  which  the  proposal  was  .submitted  and  a 
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copy  furnished  to  the  proponents  of  the  proposed  district  and  to  the  State  Soil  Con- 
servation Commission. 

1)077.  Within  30  days  after  receiving  the  reiKirt  of  the  county  boundary  commis- 
sion on  such  proposal,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  consider  the  matter  and  advise  the 
proponents  in  writing  of  any  changes  in  the  proposed  boundaries  believed  to  be  in 
the  public  interest.  The  recommendations  of  the  board  of  supervisors  or  its  finding 
that  the  propo.sed  boundaries  are  satisfactory  shall  be  accompanied  by  copies  of  the 
report  from  the  county  boundary  commission  and  the  State  Soil  Conservation  Com- 
mission. A  copy  of  the  board's  determination  shall  be  sent  to  the  county  boundary 
commission  and  the  State  Soil  Conservation  Commission. 

9078.  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  report,  the  proponents  shall  consider  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  county  boundary  commission  and  the  board  of  supervisors  and  may  make 
any  modifications  recommended. 

9079.  If  the  proponents  decline  to  accept  any  recommendations  for  modification 
specified  by  the  county  boundary  commission  and  the  board  of  supervisors  and  file  a 
statement  of  reasons  therefor,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall,  within  10  days^  recon- 
sider the  boundaries  proposed  by  the  proponents  and  notify  the  proponents  as  to 
whether  the  boundaries  are  or  are  not  acceptable  to  the  board  of  supervisors.  A  copy 
of  the  statement  of  reasons  shall  also  be  sent  to  the  county  boundary  commission  and 
the  State  Soil  Conservation  Commission  by  the  proponents.

Article  2.  Petition 

9083.  A  petition  for  the  organization  of  a  district  shall  be  presented  to  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  the  <'ouiity  in  which  is  situated  all  or  the  greatest  portion  of  the  land 
in  the  proposed  district. 

9084.  The  petition  shall  describe  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  district  and  shall 
propose  a  name  for  the  district.  The  number  of  directors  to  be  elected  or  appointed 
to  govern  the  district  shall  be  five  (.">). 

tM)8.">.    The  petition  shall  be  signed  and  valid  by  either  of  the  following; 

(a)  Not  less  than  100  landowners  or  51  percent  if  there  are  less  than  200  land- 
owners in  the  proposed  area ; 

(b)  If  51  percent  of  the  total  landowners  owning  51  percent  of  the  private  lands 
within  the  proposed  district  sign  the  petition,  and  if  at  the  hearing  as  provided  in 
Article  3  of  this  chapter  the  board  of  supervisors  finds  it  is  in  the  public  interest  and 
welfare  to  form  such  a  district,  it  may,  by  an  order  entered  on  its  minutes,  declare 
that  to  be  its  finding,  and  may  further  declare  and  order  that  the  territory  within 
the  boundaries  fixed  by  the  board  shall  be  organized  as  a  district  and  declare<l  duly 
formed  without  election.  The  order  shall  name  the  district  and  appoint  the  first  board 
of  directors;  -said  board  of  directors  shall  then  proceed  to  organize  and  shall  he  gov- 
erned by  .-ill  the  rest  of  the  provisions  of  this  division. 

9086.  The  petition  shall  state  the  approximate  number  of  acres  calculated  to  be  in 
the  proposed  district  and  the  approximate  number  of  acres  for  which  each  signer  signs 
as  owner. 

9087.  The  petition  may  be  comprised  of  sections  which  shall  be  identical  except  as 
to  signatures  and  acreages!  Each  paper  in  the  petition  which  bears  signatures  shall  have 
attached  thereto  an  affidavit  of  a  qualified  elector  that  he  saw  written  the  signatures 
thereon  and  each  was  written  by  the  person  whose  signature  it  purports  to  be. 

9088.  The  proxies  shall  accompany  the  petition  or  appropriate  section  thereof. 

9089.  If  a  signer  is  other  than  the  person  to  whom  the  land  for  which  he  purports 
to  sign  is  assessed  according  to  the  assessment  records  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  is 
situated,  the  petition  or  appropriate  section  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the 
signer  as  to  the  source  of  his  title. 

9090.  The  petition  shall  be  presented  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
principal  county. 

9091.  The  clerk  shall  submit  the  petition  and  any  accompanying  papers  to  the 
assessor  for  examination.  If  the  proposed  district  lies  in  more  than  one  county  the  clerk 
shall  submit  appropri.Tte  sections  to  the  assessors  of  the  several  counties,  or  submit  the 
entire  petition  to  the  several  assessors  successively. 

9092.  Upon  receipt  of  the  petition  and  any  accompanying  papers  each  assessor 
shall  compare  the  names  signed  thereto  with  the  names  of  landowners  in  the  district 
according  to  the  assessment  records  and  evidence  of  title  available  to  him. 

9093.  The  assessor  shall  certify  to  the  clerk  of  the  principal  county  all  of  the 
following  : 

(a)  The  total  acreage  of  the  proposed  district  situated  in  his  county. 

(b)  The  total  number  of  persons  who  are  owners  of  land  and  acreage  owned  in  the 
proposed  district  and  in  his  county  according  to  the  assessment  records  and  to  evidence 
of  title  available  to  him. 
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(c)  Tlic  tolnl  iiiinil)cr  of  acres  in  the  projjosed  district  in  his  county  owned  by  the 
United  States,  this  State,  any  public  district,  or  any  city  or  county. 

{(])  The  nnmlier  of  jiersons  flie  names  of  whom  are  signed  to  the  petition  who  are 
owners  of  land  in  the  <listrict  and  in  his  county,  and,  if  necessary,  the  total  number  of 
acres  of  land  owned  liv  the  persons  who  have  so  signed  the  petition.

!)103.  The  notice  of  the  hearing  shall  be  published  nt  least  once  a  week  for  two 
successive  weeks  in  ii  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  |)rincip.'il  county  and 
also  in  some  newspai)er  of  general  circulation  in  each  county  in  which  a  part  of 
the  iirojxiscd  district  lies. 

!)104.  Following  this  hearing  the  board  will  make  such  final  adjustments  between 
district  boundaries  and  changes  in  district  names  as  are  considered  to  be  in  the  public's 
interest.  As  to  those  distrii'ts  which  include  areas  in  ail.)oining  counties,  the  final 
determination  of  boundaries  shall  be  made  by  the  board  of  the  principal  county  upon 
agreement  will)  the  board  of  any  such  other  county. 

OlOr).  At  the  hearing  the  board  shall  hear  and  consider  all  relevant  testimony  and 
evideiK'C  in  support  of  i>r  in  opjjosilion  to  the  petition.  The  hearing  may  be  adjourned 
from  time  to  lime  and  from  jdace  to  place. 

010S,  If,  after  lieaiing.  the  board  finds  from  all  the  evidence  that  the  formation 
of  the  (list rict  would  not  be  in  the  luddic  interest  it  shall  den.v  the  petition. 

!)10!1.  If.  .'ifter  hearing,  the  board  tinils  that  the  formation  of  the  (lislrict  would  be 
in  furtherance  of  soil  conservation  and  in  the  public  interest  the  board  .shall  determine 
the  boundaries  of  the  district  and  grant  the  petition. 

nilf).  In  fixing  the  boundaries  the  board  may  include  all  lands  not  within  the 
boundaries  set  forth  in  the  petition  the  inclusion  of  which  has  been  requested  by  the 
owner. 

9111.  The  board  sliall  exclude  from  the  boundaries  of  the  district  or  from  within 
the  district  such  lands  ,is  the  owner  thereof  has  re<]uested  to  be  excluded. 

911'J.  In  its  final  determination  of  the  boundaries  the  board  shall  not  include 
within  the  district  any  land  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  will  not  be  benefited 
by  such  inchision. 

911.'!.    The  determination  of  the  boundaries  of  a  district  by  the  board  shall  be  final. 

9114.  After  the  boundaries  are  established  and  the  petition  granted,  the  board 
shall  make  and  enter  an  order  to  that  effect,  which  shall  describe  the  boundaries, 
designate  a  name  for  the  district. 

Article  4.    Election  on  Formation  and  of  First  Directors 

9120.  Upon  the  making  of  an  order  granting  a  pctitiiui  for  formation  and  estab- 
lishing the  boundaries  of  a  district  the  board  shall  forthwith  call  an  election  in  the 
district  upon  the  qnestiou  of  formation  of  the  district  and  for  the  election  of  the 
first  board  of  directors  of  the  district,  excepting  those  districts  formed  under  Section 
908.^,  subsection  (b).  of  this  code.  However,  if  a  general  election  is  to  be  held  within 
60  days,  the  election  shall  be  held  at  the  time  of  the  general  election. 

9121.  Directors  shall  be  elected  at  large  and  each  shall  be  an  owner  of  land  in 
the  district. 

9122.  Candidates  for  oflice  of  director  shall  be  nominated  at  least  10  days  prior 
to  the  date  of  election. 
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9123.  Xomination  of  candidates  shall  he  in  writing  and  signed  by  at  least  five 
qualified  electors  residing  within  the  district.  Nominations  shall  be  filed  with  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  principal  county. 

9124.  Notice  of  election  shall  be  given  at  least  1.")  days  prior  to  the  election. 
912.1.    The  notice  shall  describe  the  boundaries  of  the  district  as  established  by 

the  board;  designate  the  name  of  the  proposed  district;  and  specify  the  number  of 
directors. 

9]2().  Notice  of  election  shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
I)ul)lished  in  the  principal  county  and,  if  a  portion  of  the  district  lies  in  any  other 
county,  also  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  published  in  such  other  county. 
The  cost  of  publication  of  the  notice  in  the  principal  county  shall  be  paid  by  the  prin- 
cipal county  and  shall  be  a  county  charge.  The  cost  of  publication  of  notice  in  any 
other  <ounty  shall  be  paid  by  such  other  county  and  shall  be  a  county  charge. 

9127.  If  the  notice  is  published  in  a  weekly  newspaper  it  shall  appear  on  at  least 
three  different  days  prior  to  the  day  of  election,  and  the  first  publication  shall  be 
at  least  1.1  days  prior  to  the  election. 

9128.  If  the  notice  is  published  in  a  newspaper  published  more  often  than  once 
a  week  it  shall  appear  on  three  different  days  prior  to  the  election,  the  first  publication 
shall  be  at  least  1.1  days  prior  to  the  election,  and  there  shall  be  at  least  five  days  between 
the  days  of  publication.  In  computing  the  five-day  period  both  the  first  and  last  days 
shall  be  included. 

9129.  The  board  shall  establish  a  convenient  number  of  precincts,  define  their 
boundaries,  and  designate  a  polling  place  in  each. 

9130.  The  county  clerk  of  any  county  in  which  an  election  under  this  division  is 
to  be  lield.  may  provide  separate  ballots  for  .such  election.  The  separate  ballots  shall 
be  sufficient  if  they  conform  to  the  rc<iuirements  of  this  division  and  they  need  not 
conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  Klections  Code  relating  to  the  form  of  ballots. 

Election  officers  shall  be  appointed,  ballots  and  supplies  provided,  and  the  election 
conducted  as  prescril)ed  by  the  provisions  of  this  division  relating  to  general  soil 
conservation  district  elections,  except  that  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  act  in  place 
of  the  directors  and  the  derk  of  the  board  in  place  of  the  secretary  of  the  directors. 

9131.  E.\cept  as  otherwise  provided,  the  general  election  laws  shall  apply  to 
elections  under  this  article. 

91.32.  No  irregularity  or  informality  shall  invalidate  any  election  under  this  article 
or  the  result  thereof  if  notice  has  been  given  substantially  as  provided  in  this  article 
and  the  election  is  fairly  conducted. 

91.33.  On  the  ballots  at  such  election  shall  be  printed  a  proposition  substantially 

as  follows:  "Shall  the  proposed  soil  conservation  district  be  organized?" 

followed  by  the  words  ".vcs"  and  "no,"  with  voting  space  thereafter,  together  with  the 
names  of  the  candidates  for  directors. 

91.34.  The  names  of  candidates  for  director  shall  be  arranged  alphabetically  with 
a  voting  square  after  each.  Above  the  names  of  the  candidates  shall  appear  the  words 

"Vote  for   (inserting  the  proper  number)."  Blank  spaces  shall  be  provided 

below  the  printed  names  of  candidates  wherein  electors  may  write  in  names  of  persons 
whose  names  are  not  printed  on  the  ballot  and  vote  for  them  for  directors. 

913.1.  Any  qualified  elector  residing  in  the  district  may  vote  at  an  election  under 
this  article. 

9130.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county  in  which  a  part  of  the  district  is 
situated  shall  meet  on  the  second  Monday  following  the  election  and  canvass  the  votes. 
The  results  of  the  canvass  of  the  votes  of  each  county  shall  be  certifie<l  to  the  board 
of  the  i)rincipal  county. 

9137.  If  upon  the  canvass  it  appears  that  a  majority  of  all  of  the  votes  cast  are 
in  favor  of  the  formation  of  the  district,  the  board  shall,  by  an  order  entered  in  its 
minutes,  declare  tlie  territory  duly  organized  as  a  soil  con.servation  district  under 
the  name  designated.  The  organization  of  the  district  is  complete  when  the  order  is 
entered  on  the  minutes  of  the  board. 

91.3.S.  If  it  appears  that  the  majority  of  all  of  the  votes  cast  are  against  the 
formation  of  tlie  district  the  l)oard  .shall  declare  the  election  lost. 

913!l.  If  the  majority  is  in  favor  of  the  formation  of  the  district  the  board  shall 
canvass  the  returns  of  the  election  for  directors.  The  board  shall  determine  the  persons 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  to  the  nundier  required  to  fill  the  offices.  A  tie 
vote  upon  which  election  depends  shall  be  decided  by  lot.  I'pon  the  ascertainment  of 
the  persons  elected  the  board  shall,  by  an  order  entered  in  its  minutes,  declare  them 
didv  elected.  Certificates  of  election  shall  be  issued  to  the  elected  directors  by  the 
clerk  of  the  board. 

9140.  An  election  under  this  article  may  be  contested  by  any  landowner  in  the 

proposed  district. 

9141.  Such  contest  shall  be  brought  within  20  days  after  the  canvass  of  the  vote 
and  declaration  of  the  result  l>y  the  board  of  supervisors. 

9142.  The  directors  elected  at  the  election  shall  be  the  parties  defendant  in  the 
contest. 

9143.  The  contest  shall  be  brought  in  the  superior  court  in  the  principal  county 
and  if  more  than  one  contest  as  to  the  same  election  is  pending  they  shall  be  consolidated 
and  tried  together. 
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9144.  The  court  shall  speedily  try  the  rontcst  and  determine  whether  the  election 
was  fairly  conducted  and  in  substantial  compliance  with  the  re(iuirenients  of  this 
division  and  shall  enter  judgment  accordingly. 

9145.  lOither  jiarty  may  appeal  from  such'  judgment  and  such  appeal  shall  he  given 
the  same  [ireference  as  other  contested  election  cases  in  the  Supreme  Court  and  in 
the  district  court  of  appeal  when  transferred  thereto. 

Article  5.    Proceedings  Supplemental  to  Organization 

9150.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  principal  county  shall,  within  10  <lays  after 
the  entry  of  an  order  declaring  a  district  organized,  cause  a  certified  copy  of  the  order 
to  be  filed  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  county  recorder  of  each  county  in  which  any 
portion  of  the  district  is  situated. 

9151.  The  hoard  shall  also  forward  certified  copies  of  said  order  to  the  State  Soil 
Conservation  Commission,  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  clerk  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  each  county,  other  than  the  principal  county,  in  which  any  portion  of 
the  district  is  situated. 

9152.  No  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  in  which  any  part  of  the  lands 
embraced  within  a  district  is  situated  shall  allow  another  soil  conservation  district 
to  be  formed  which  includes  any  portion  of  the  lands  within  an  existing  district. 

Article  0.    District  Directors 

9160.  1'he  directors  first  elected  shall  take  office  immediately  upon  qualifying. 

9161.  Each  director  shall  take  the  oath  of  office. 

9162.  The  directors  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services  as  such,  but 
each  shall  be  allowed  reasonable  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  attendance  at 
meetings  of  the  directors  or  when  otherwise  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  district 
at  the  direction  of  the  board  of  directors.  The  directors  shall  fix  the  amount  allowed 
for  such  necessary  expenses,  but  no  director  shall  be  appointed  to  any  position  for 
which  he  would  receive  compensation  as  a  salaried  officer  or  employee  of  the  district. 

916.3.  No  director  or  other  officer  of  the  district  shall  be  interested  directly  or 
indirectly  in  the  sale  of  equipment,  materials,  or  services  to  the  district. 

9164.  After  all  have  (jualificd  the  directors  first  elected  shall  meet  and  classify 
themselves  by  lot  into  two  classes  as  nearly  equal  in  number  as  possilde.  The  term 
of  office  of  those  in  the  class  having  the  least  nund)er  shall  expire  at  noon  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  March  of  the  next  odd-numbered  year  after  the  year  in  which  the 
meeting  is  held.  The  term  of  office  of  those  in  the  other  class  shall  expire  at  noon  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  March  of  the  second  odd-numbered  year  after  the  year  in  which 
the  meeting  is  held. 

9165.  After  such  classification  the  directors  shall  organize  and  elect  a  president 
from  their  number  who  shall  serve  as  such  at  the  pleasure  of  the  directors. 

9166.  The  directors  shall  appoint  a  secretary  who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of, 
and  whose  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  the  directors. 

9167.  The  president  and  secretary  shall  each  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  dollars  (.$2,(M)())  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  <luties. 

9167.5.  The  bonds  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  county  recorder  of  the 
principal  county  and  filed  with  the  ouinty  clerk  of  that  county. 

9167.6.  Tiie  bonds  shall  be  in  the  form  pre.scribed  for  bonds  of  county  officers 
and  the  premiums  on  the  bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  district. 

9168.  The  directors  shall  select  a  date,  time,  and  place  at  which  regular  nionthlv 
meetings  of  the  directors  shall  be  held. 

9169.  The  directors  may.  by  resolution,  change  the  time  or  place  of  regular  meet- 
ing but  no  such  change  shall  be  effective  until  .'ifter  the  publication  of  a  notice  of  the 
change  in  a  newspaper  of  general  cin-ulation  p\d)lis|ied  in  the  principal  county  and 
also  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  published  in  each  other  county  in  which 
any  portion  of  the  district  lies. 

9170.  Special  meetings  of  the  directors  may  be  held  as  required  when  ordered  by 
a  ma.)ority  of  the  directors.  The  order  shall  be  entered  in  the  records  of  the  district  and 
five  days  notice  of  the  meeting  shall  be  given  by  mail  by  the  .secretary  to  each  director 
not  joining  in  the  order. 

9171.  The  order  for  a  special  meeting  shall  specify  the  business  to  he  transacted.  ' 
No  other  business  shall  be  transacted  at  a  special  meeting  unless  all  of  the  directors 
are  present,  in  which  case  matters  not  specified  may  be  considered  by  unanimous  con- 
sent and  acted  upon. 

9172.  A  majority  of  the  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  but  on  all  questions  re- 
quiring a  vote  there  shall  be  a  concurrence  of  at  least  the  number  constituting  a 
quorum,  except  that  a  number  less  than  a  quorum  may  adjourn  or  adjourn  to  a  stated 
time. 

917.1.  All  meetings  of  the  directors  shall  be  open  to  the  public.  All  records  of  the 
district  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  during  business  hours. 

9174.  The  term  of  office  of  directors,  except  those  first  elected  shall  be  four  years. 
The  expiration  of  the  term  of  any  director  shall  not  constitute  a  vacancy  and  he  shall 
hold  office  until  his  successor  has  qualified. 

9175.  Resignations  of  directors  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  the  principal  county. 
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0170.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  director  it  Khali  be  filled  by  appointment 
for  the  unexpired  term  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  principal  county. 

Article  7.    General  District  Elections 

0200.  An  election  to  be  known  as  the  general  soil  conservation  district  election 
shall  be  held  in  each  district  on  the  second  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  P'ebruary 
in  each  odd-numbered  year,  at  which  a  successor  shall  be  chosen  for  each  director 
whose  term  of  office  e.\pires  in  March  thereafter. 

9201.  Not  less  than  30  days  prior  to  the  election,  any  five  or  more  electors  in  the 
district  may  file  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  is  situated  all 
or  the  greatest  portion  of  the  Ian<l  in  the  district  a  petition  requesting  that  the  names 
of  certain  i)ersons  specified  in  the  petition  be  placed  upon  the  ballot  as  candidates  for 
the  office  of  director.  Kach  person  nominated  shall  be  an  owner  of  land  within  the 
district. 

0202.  Any  candidate  nominated  for  director  may  withdraw  his  name  within  five 
days  after  nominations  officially  clo.se.  When  a  can<lidate  withdraws  his  name  within 
the  time  si)ecified  above,  his  name  .shall  not  be  printed  on  the  ballot. 

020o.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  by  the  board  of  supervisors  and  county  clerk 
of  the  count.v  in  which  is  situated  all  or  the  greatest  portion  of  the  land  in  the  district, 
the  votes  cast,  and  returns  made  to  such  board  as  nearly  as  practicable  in  conformity 
with  the  general  election  laws  of  this  State,  including  but  not  limited  to  those  relating 
to  local  elections,  except  that  the  register  used  may  be  that  prepared  for  any  other 
election,  and  except  as  otherwise  provided. 

0204.  If  on  the  twentieth  day  prior  to  the  day  fixed  for  the  general  soil  conservation 
district  election  it  appears  that  one  person  but  not  more  than  one,  has  been  nominated 
for  each  of  the  positions  of  director,  which  are  to  be  filled  at  that  election  and  a 
petition,  signed  by  5  percent  of  the  qualified  electors  in  the  district  requesting  that 
the  general  soil  conservation  district  election  in  the  district  be  held,  has  not  been  pre- 
sented to  the  board  of  directors  of  the  district,  an  election  shall  not  be  held,  but  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  the  count.v  in  which  the  district  is  situated,  or  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  principal  county  at  a  regular,  adjourned,  or  special  meeting  held 
prior  to  the  day  fixed  for  said  election  shall  appoint  to  the  said  position  those  persons 
who  have  been  nominated  for  such  positions.  The  said  persons  shall  qualify  and  take 
office  and  serve  exactl.v  as  if  elected  at  a  general  soil  conservation  district  election. 

In  such  instances  a  notice  that  no  election  is  to  be  held  but  that  the  board  of  super- 
vi.sors  will  appoint  those  nominated  for  the  said  positions  of  director,  shall  be  published 
at  least  10  days  prior  to  the  date  upon  which  said  election  would  have  been  held. 

0205.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  is  situated  all  or  the 
greatest  portion  of  the  land  in  the  district  shall  canvass  the  returns  of  the  election. 

0200.  Such  hoard  of  supervisors  shall  provide  for  the  appointment  of  precinct 
boards  and  the  formation  of  precincts  for  such  elections,  and  shall  pay  the  expenses 
of  the  election.  Such  county  clerk  shall  furnish  each  precinct  board  with  a  map  showing 
the  boundaries  of  the  district. 

02f»7.  Any  qualified  elector  residing  in  the  district  may  vote  at  an  election  under 
this  article. 

020S.  The  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  is  situated  all  or  the  greatest  portion 
of  the  land  in  the  district  as  soon  as  the  result  is  declare<l  shall  certify  to  the  district 
for  its  records  a  statement  of  the  result  which  shall  show  (a)  the  whole  number  of 
votes  cast  in  the  district,  (b)  the  names  of  the  candidates  voted  for,  (c)  the  number 
of  votes  given  in  each  precinct  for  each  candidate. 

0200.  Such  county  clerk  shall  immediately  make  out,  sign,  and  deliver  to  each 
jierson  elected  a  certificate  of  election. 

i>210.  The  election  of  any  director  may  be  contested  on  the  grounds  and  in  the 
manner  provided  by  the  Elections  Code  for  contests  at  general  elections. 

0211.  The  directors  elected  shall  qualify  within  20  days  after  receiving  their 
certificates  of  election  by  taking  the  oath.  The  i>resident  and  the  .secretary  of  the  board 
shall  file  an  official  bond  in  the  sum  of  two  thou.sand  dollars  ($2,000)  approved  by  a 
judge  of  the  superior  court  of  the  principal  county.  The  premiums  on  such  bonds  .shall 
be  paid  by  the  district. 

9212.  The  directors  so  elected  and  qualified  shall  take  office  at  noon  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  March  next  following  their  election. 

Article  8.    General  Powers  of  District 

9250.  The  board  of  directors  of  a  district  shall  manage  and  conduct  the  business 
affairs  of  the  district. 

9252.  The  directors  may  execute  all  necessary  contracts.  They  may  employ  such 
agents,  officers,  and  employees  as  may  be  necessary,  prescribe  their  duties,  and  fix  their 
compensation. 

025.3.  The  directors  may  acquire  by  purchase,  lease,  contract,  or  gift  all  lands  and 
property  necessary  to  carry  out  the  plans  and  works  of  the  district. 

02.54.  The  directors  may  fake  conveyances,  leases,  contracts,  or  other  assurances 
for  all  property  acquired  by  the  district,  in  the  name,  and  for  the  uses  and  purposes, 
of  the  district. 

9255.  The  directors  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  the  name  of  the  district  and  may  appear 
in  person  or  by  counsel. 
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9256.  The  directors  may  cooperate  and  enter  into  contracts  or  agreements  with  the 
State,  the  United  States,  any  county,  any  otlier  soil  conservation  or  other  public 
district  in  this  State,  any  person,  or  the  commission,  in  furtherance  of  the  jirovisions  of 
this  division,  and  to  that  end  may  accept  and  use  contributions  of  labor,  money,  supplies, 
materials,  or  equipment  useful  for  accomplishing  the  purposes  of  the  district. 

1)257.  The  directors  may  malu'  improvcnu  iits  or  conduct  operations  on  public  lands, 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  agency  adniinisteriuK  and  havinj;  jurisdiction  thereof,  and 
on  private  lands,  with  the  consent  of  the  owners  thereof,  in  furtherance  of  the  preven- 
tion or  control  of  soil  erosion,  including  but  not  limited  to  terraces,  ditches,  levees, 
and  dams  or  other  structures,  and  the  planting  of  trees,  shrubs,  grasses,  or  other 
vegetation. 

9258.  The  directors  may  operate  and  maintain,  independently  or  in  cooperation  with 
the  United  States  or  this  State  or  any  state  agency  or  political  subdivision  or  any  per- 
son, any  and  all  works  constructed  by  the  district. 

0259.  The  directors  may  disseminate  information  relating  to  soil  conservation,  and 
may  conduct  demonstrational  projects  within  the  district  on  public  land,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  agency  administering  or  li.'iving  juri.s<licti(in  thereof,  or  on  private  lands,  with 
the  consent  of  the  owners  thereof,  independently  or  in  cooperation  with  the  t'nited 
States,  this  State  or  any  i)olitical  subdivision  or  i>ublic  district  thereof,  or  any  person. 

9200.  When  in  the  judgment  of  the  directors  it  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  district  so 
to  do,  they  may  give  assistance  to  private  landowners  or  land  occupants  within  the 
district  in  seeds,  plants,  materials  and  l;ibor,  and  may  loan  or  rent  to  any  such  private 
landowner  or  land  occupant  agricultural  m.iehinery  or  other  eriuipnient.  Xo  such 
assistance  shall  be  given  or  any  such  loans  made  unless  the  landowner  or  land  occupant 
receiving  such  aid  or  Jissistance  agrees  to  devote  and  use  same  on  his  lands  within  the 
district  in  furtherance  of  objectives  r)f  the  district  jind  in  jiccordance  with  district  plans 
or  regidations.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  tli.it  he  is  also  a  director  any  landowner  is 
qualified  to  and  may  receive  assistance  or  loans  under  this  section. 

9201.  The  directors  shall  develop  district-wide  comiirehensive  plans  for  soil  con- 
servation, including  the  improvement  of  land  drainage  within  the  district. 

!)202.  The  directors  may  take  over,  by  luircbase,  lease,  or  gift,  ami  ailniinister  any 
soil-conservation,  erosion-control,  or  erosion-prevention  project  located  within  the  dis- 
trict undertiiUen  by  the  I'nited  St.ales  or  any  of  its  agencies,  or  by  this  State  or  any 
of  its  iigeiicies. 

92("i.'i.  The  directors  may  manage,  as  agent  of  the  T'nited  States  or  any  of  its 
agencies,  or  of  this  Stale  or  any  of  its  agencies,  any  soil-con.servation.  erosion-control, 
or  erosion-prevention  jiroject  within  the  district  ;  and  may  act  as  agent  for  the  United 
States,  or  any  of  its  agencies,  or  for  this  State  or  any  of  its  agencies,  in  connection 
with  the  acquisition,  construction,  operation,  or  administration  of  any  soil-conserva- 
tion, erosion-control,  or  erosion-prevention  iirojcrt  within  the  <listrict. 

9204.  The  directors  may  establish  standards  of  cropping  and  tillage  operations  and 
range  practices  on  private  land  as  a  condition  to  expenditure  by  the  district  of  dis- 
trict or  other  funds,  or  to  the  doing  by  the  district  of  any  work  of  any  nature,  on 
private  lands. 

9204.5.  The  directors  of  any  district  may  cooperate  with  the  directors  of  any  other 
district  in  respect  to  matters  of  common  interest  or  benefit  to  the  districts,  .\n  associa- 
tion of  soil  conservation  districts  may  be  organized  to  facilitate  such  cooperation,  to 
provide  for  the  loan  of  equipment  and  tools  by  one  district  to  another,  and  for  the 
making  of  investigations  .iiid  studies  and  the  carrying  out  of  projects  of  joint  interest 
to  the  districts  imrticipal ing  therein. 

9205.  The  directors  of  any  district  may  call  upon  the  district  attorney  of  the  princi- 
pal comity  for  legal  advice  and  as>;istance  in  all  matters  concerning  the  district, 
excejit  that  if  the  princiiml  county  has  a  county  counsel,  then  the  directors  shall  call 
upon  liim  for  sucli  legal  advice  and  assistance.  The  district  attorney  or  county  counsel, 
as  may  be  ajipropriate,  shall,  upon  the  request  being  made,  give  such  advice  and 
a.ssistance. 

Article  9.    Property  of  District 

9270.  The  legal  title  to  all  i>roperty  acquired  by  a  district  under  the  provisions  of 
this  <li\  isioii  shall  immediately  and  by  operation  of  law  vest  in  such  district,  and  shall 
be  held  by  such  district  for  its  uses  and  purposes  under  this  division. 

9271.  The  directors  arc  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  hold,  use,  acquire, 
manage,  occupy  and  possess  property  of  any  kind,  and  may  lease  or  sell  it  as  provided 
in  this  article. 

9272.  The  directors  may  determine  by  resolution  entered  upon  their  minutes  that 
any  property,  real  or  jierstmal.  held  by  such  district  is  no  longer  necessary  to  be  re- 
tained for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  district,  and  may  thereafter  sell  or  lease  such 
property. 

927.S.  A  sale  or  conveyance  of  any  property  held  by  a  soil  conservation  district, 
executed  by  the  president  and  secretary  thereof,  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the 
directors  of  the  district,  when  the  property  is  sold  for  a  valuable  consideration,  shall 
convey  good  title  to  the  iiroperty  so  conveyed. 

9274.  The  proceeds  of  any  such  sale  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  of  the 
principal  county  for  the  use  of  the  district. 
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Article  10.    luclusion  of  Lands 

9280.  Prior  to  the  iuclu^iuu  uf  additional  lands  in  a  district,  the  board  of  directors 
shall  submit  a  recommendation  and  map  to  the  county  boundary  commission  of  each 
county  in  which  any  portion  of  Lhe  recommended  area  lies  and  to  the  State  Soil  Con- 
servation Commission  showing  the  ultimate  boundaries  to  which  the  original  district 
should  logically  expand. 

9280.1.  The  county  boundary  commission  shall  consider  the  recommended  area  of 
expansion  and  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  with  respect  thereto  if  one  is  requested  and 
if,  in  the  discretion  of  the  chairman  or  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  county 
boundary  commission,  a  hearing  would  be  in  the  public  interest. 

9280.2.  In  considering  the  recommended  area  of  expansion  the  county  boundary 
commission  shall  compare  the  boundaries  of  the  area  proposed  to  be  included  with 
those  of  other  soil  conservation  districts  within  the  county,  and  shall  ascertain  the 
extent  to  which  overlapping  or  conflicting  boundaries  may  result,  and  may  consider  any 
factors  that  it  may  regard  inimical  to  public  interest. 

9280.3.  The  county  boundary  commission  shall  tile  its  report  and  recommendations 
on  the  area  of  expansion  with  the  l)oard  of  directors  of  the  district  and  a  copy  furnished 
to  the  State  Soil  Con.servation  Commission. 

9280.4.  The  State  Soil  Conservation  Commission  shall,  concurrently  with  the  con 
sideration  by  the  county  boundary  commission,  make  an  investigation  of  the  recom- 
mended area  of  expansion,  particularly  with  reference  to  the  location  of  boundaries 
and  the  practicability  and  feasibility  of  effecting  the  soil  conservation  program  of 
the  district  in  the  area  of  expansion.  The  commission  shall  report  thereon  to  the  board 
of  directors  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  shall  furnish  a  copy  to  the  county  boundary 
commission  of  each  county  in  which  any  portion  of  the  recommended  area  lies. 

9281.  I'pon  approval  of  the  recommended  ultimate  boundaries  to  which  the  district 
should  logically  expand,  or  concurrence  on  the  ultimate  district  boundaries,  by  the 
county  boundary  commission  and  the  Slate  Soil  Conservation  Commission,  proposals 
for  the  inclusion  of  additional  lands,  within  the  ultimate  boundaries,  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  board  of  directors  of  the  district. 

9282.  fpon  receipt  of  a  proposal  for  the  inclusion  of  additional  lands  the  board  of 
directors  shall  investigate  the  proposal,  particularly  with  reference  to  the  location  of 
boundaries  and  the  practicability  and  feasibility  of  effecting  the  soil  and  water  conser- 
vation programs  of  the  district  in  the  i)roposed  addition. 

9283.  Upon  approval  of  the  proposed  addition  by  the  board  of  directors,  the  board 
shall  submit  the  proposal  to  the  county  boundary  commission  of  each  county  in  which 
any  part  of  the  proposed  addition  is  located  and  shall  advise  the  State  Soil  Conserva- 
tion Commission  of  each  action. 

9284.  The  county  boundary  commission  shall  consider  the  proposal  and  shall  hold 
a  public  hearing  with  respect  thereto  if  one  is  requested  and  if,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
chairman  or  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  county  boundary  commission,  a  hear- 
ing would  be  in  the  jiublic  interest. 

9285.  In  considering  the  proposal  the  county  boundary  commission  shall  compare 
the  boundaries  of  the  area  propose<l  to  be  included  with  those  of  other  soil  conservation 
districts  within  the  county,  and  shall  ascertain  the  extent  to  which  overlapi)ing  or  con- 
flicting boundaries  may  result  from  the  proposal  and  may  consider  any  factors  that  it 
may  regard  inimical  to  public  interest. 

92S6.  Within  30  days  after  the  submission  of  such  a  proposal,  the  county  boundary 
commission  shall  make  its  report  and  recommendations  with  respect  thereto.  This 
report  shall  be  filed  with  the  board  of  directors  of  the  district  and  a  copy  furnished  to 
the  proponents  of  the  proposed  inclusion  and  to  the  State  Soil  Conservation  Com- 
mission. 

9287.  Within  30  days  after  receiving  the  report  of  the  county  boundary  commis- 
sion, the  board  of  directors  shall  consider  the  matter  and  advise  the  proponents  in 
writing  of  any  changes  of  the  proposed  boundaries  believed  to  be  in  the  public  interest. 
The  recommendations  of  the  board  of  directors  or  its  finding  that  the  proposed  bound- 
aries are  satisfactory  shall  be  accompanied  by  copies  of  the  report  from  the  county 
boundary  commission.  A  copy  of  the  board  of  directors'  determination  shall  be  i;ent 
to  the  county  boundary  commission  and  the  State  Soil  Conservation  Commission. 

9288.  I'pon  the  receipt  of  the  report,  the  proponents  shall  consider  the  recommen- 
dations of  I  lie  county  Ixnindary  commission  and  the  board  of  directors  and  may  make 
any  modifications  recommended. 

9280.  If  the  proponents  decline  to  accept  any  recommendations  for  modification 
specified  by  the  county  boundary  commission  and  the  board  of  directors  and  file  a  state- 
ment of  reasons  therefor,  the  board  of  directors  shall,  within  10  days,  reconsider  the 
boundaries  proposed  by  the  i>roponents  as  to  whether  or  not  the  boundaries  are  or 
are  not  acceptable  to  the  board  of  directors.  A  copy  of  the  statement  of  rea.sons  shall 
al.so  be  sent  to  the  county  boundary  commission  and  to  the  State  Soil  Conservation 
Commission  by  the  proponents. 

9290.  If  the  county  boun<lary  commission  and  the  board  of  directors  in  their  re- 
ports find  the  projio.sed  boundaries  are  satisfactory,  or  if  the  board  of  directors  upon 
reconsideration  finds  the  boundaries  acceptable,  the  proponents  of  the  proposal  may 
circulate  and  file  with  the  directors  a  petition  requesting  the  directors  to  include  the 
additional  land. 
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9291.  The  petition  slinll  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  laii<h)wncrs  of  the  addi- 
tional land  who  own  more  than  one-half  of  the  total  acreajje  thereof. 

9292.  In  compntin);  the  i)ereentaf!e  of  acreage,  land  of  the  I'nited  States,  this  State, 
any  public  district,  or  any  city  or  county  .shall  be  excluded. 

929.'{.  Any  state  or  federal  officer,  agency,  or  other  in.-itrumentality  in  charge  of 
any  public  land,  if  authorized  to  do  so,  may  request  the  directors  to  include  such  htnd 
within  the  district. 

9294.    The  petition  shall  describe  the  boundaries  of  the  tract  proposed  to  be  included. 

929").  The  board  of  directors  shall  consider  and  pass  uiion  the  sulliciency  of  the 
petition.  In  considering  the  sufficiency  of  the  petition  the  board  shall  di'termine 
whether  or  not  the  petition  is  signed  by  the  required  number  of  landowners  owning 
the  recjuired  acreage,  and  whethci-  or  not  the  proposed  Ixinndaries  as  described  in  the 
petition  are  acci'i)tabl('  to  it.  If  the  directors  find  that  the  petition  is  sufficient,  they 
shall  apiirove  the  iietition  an<l  make  an  order  to  that  effect. 

9296.  If  the  petition  is  found  to  be  insufficient,  the  board  of  directors  shall  defer 
action  on  the  ])etition  and  re(|uest  that  the  proponents  correct  the  insufficiencies. 

0297.  If  the  iiroi)onenls  cannot  correct  the  insufficiencies  of  the  petition  within 
00  days  the  board  of  directors  sliall  deny  the  i)etition. 

!>29S.  llpon  the  inalung  of  an  order  approving  the  petition,  the  directors  shall  fix 
a  time  and  place  of  lie.iring  on  the  i)etilion,  and  shall  cause  notice  of  the  hearing  to 
be  jnililislied  in  the  manner  and  for  the  time  i)rovided  for  publication  of  notice  of  hear- 
ing on  formation  of  the  district. 

9299.  The  notice  shall  state  the  pnrpo.se  of  the  petition,  the  time  and  place  of 
hearing,  and  describe  the  boundaries  of  the  tract  or  tracts  proposed  to  be  included  in 
the  district.  The  notice  shall  state  that  the  report  of  the  county  boundary  commission  is 
favorable  and  shall  notify  all  interested  per.sons  to  appear  at  the  hearing  and  state 
their  objections. 

9.300.  The  time  of  hearing  shall  be  the  time  of  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
directors  following  the  expiration  of  (he  time  required  for  publication  of  the  notice.  The 
place  of  hearing  .shall  be  the  place  of  regular  meeting  of  the  directors. 

9301.  The  directors  shall  hear  the  petition  and  objections  thereto  at  the  time  and 
place  specified  or  at  such  other  time  or  place  to  which  the  directors  may  adjourn  the 
hearing. 

9302.  Any  person  may  request  in  writing  or  appear  and  ask  that  his  lands  be 
excluded  from  the  proposed  ad(lition  to  the  district.  Any  person  may  request  in  writing 
or  appear  and  ask  that  his  lan<ls  be  included  if  those  lands  be  outside  of  but  within  the 
general  area  of  the  proposed  addition  to  the  district. 

9303.  The  directors  shall  grant  such  exclusions  and  may  grant  such  additions  to  the 
proposed  addition  to  the  district  as  are  requested,  and  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board, 
will  be  of  general  benefit. 

9304.  If  the  petition  is  granted  the  directors  shall  make  and  enter  in  their  minutes 
an  order  changing  the  boundaries  of  the  district.  A  copy  of  the  order  shall  be  filed  with 
the  county  recorder  of  each  county  in  which  any  portion  of  the  district  is  situated  and 
certified  copies  of  the  order  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  commission  and  to  the  Secretary 
of  State. 

9305.  From  and  after  the  entry  of  the  order  in  the  minutes  of  the  directors  the 
district  with  its  new  boundaries  constitutes  the  district  for  all  purposes. 

9300.  In  addition  to  the  atithority  granted  in  Section  9290  to  request  the  inclusion 
of  a  tract  in  the  district  not  less  than  25  landowners,  or  .51  percent  it  there  are  less 
than  .50  landowners  in  the  proposed  area,  may  petition  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
principal  county  requesting  the  inclusion  of  the  tract  in  the  district.  The  petition  shall 
describe  the  boundaries  of  the  tract  proposed  to  be  included. 

9.307.  The  provisions  of  Sections  92S1  to  9.303,  inclusive,  shall  apply  whenever  a 
proposal  and  petition  is  presented  pursuant  to  Section  9306,  except  that  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  act  in  the  place  of  the  directors. 

930S.  If  the  board  of  supervisors  determines  that  the  inclusion  of  the  lands  sought 
to  he  included  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  district  and  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  lands 
included,  the  board  shall  approve  the  petition  and  transmit  it  and  a  copy  of  the  resolu- 
tion of  approval  to  the  directors. 

9309.  ITpon  receipt  of  the  approved  petition  from  the  board  of  supervisors,  the  board 
of  directors  shall  call  a  special  election  or  include  their  proposal  in  a  general  election  it 
such  general  election  is  to  be  held  within  00  days  in  the  area  proposed  to  be  included  on 
the  question  of  inclusion. 

9310.  At  the  special  election,  the  proposition  voted  upon  shall  be  "For  inclusion  of 
lands"  and  "Against  inclusion  of  lands"  or  words  equivalent  thereto.  The  election  shall 
otherwise  be  noticed  and  held  to  conform  to  the  provisions  relating  to  the  elections  on 
formation. 

9311.  The  notice  of  the  election  shall  describe  the  lands  sought  to  be  included. 
9,312.    Any  elector  residing  in  the  area  proposed  to  be  included  may  vote  at  an 

election  on  the  inclusion  thereof.  If  a  majority  of  votes  cast  are  against  inclusion,  the 
bo.-ird  of  directors  shall  deny  the  petition.

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9313.  If  the  petition  is  granted  the  board  of  directors  shall  make  and  enter  on  their 
minutes  an  order  changing  the  boundaries  of  the  district.  A  copy  of  the  order  shall  be 
filed  with  the  county  recorder  of  each  county  in  which  any  portion  of  the  district  is 
situated  and  certified  copies  of  the  order  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  commission  and  to 
the  Secretary  of  State. 

9314.  From  and  after  the  entry  of  the  order  in  the  minutes  of  the  board  of  directors 
the  district  with  its  new  boundaries  constitutes  the  district  for  all  i)urposes. 

9315.  In  addition  to  the  authority  granted  in  Sections  9291  to  9314,  inclusive, 
if  all  land  sought  to  be  included  within  the  district  by  an  owner  of  record  is  owned  by 
one  person,  one  corporation,  or  any  other  single  legal  entity,  or  if  not  owned  by  a  single 
person  or  legal  entity,  if  title  to  such  land  is  held  jointly,  within  30  days  after  receiving 
the  county  boundary  commission's  rei)ort,  the  board  may,  at  a  hearing,  timely  notice 
of  which  has  been  .sent  by  registered  mail  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land  as  shown 
in  the  records  of  the  recorder  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  is  situated,  and  if  none 
of  the  landowners  protest,  either  in  person  or  in  writing,  by  resolution,  include  the  land 
within  the  district.  If  such  land  is  within  the  general  work  area  of  the  district  it  need 
not  be  contiguous  to  the  district. 

931.5.1.  If  the  inclusion  is  granted  the  board  of  directors  shall  make  and  enter  on 
their  minutes  an  order  changing  the  boundaries  of  the  district.  A  copy  of  the  order  shall 
lie  filed  with  the  county  recorder  of  each  county  in  which  any  portion  of  the  district  is 
situated  and  certified  copies  of  the  order  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  commission  and 
to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

9310.  From  and  after  the  entry  of  the  order  in  the  minutes  of  the  board  of  directors 
the  district  with  its  new  boundaries  con.stitutes  the  district  for  all  purposes. 

9317.  In  addition  to  the  authority  granted  in  Sections  9291  to  931(i.  inclusive, 
if  one  or  more  landowners  request  the  inclusion  of  land  owned  by  them,  which  land  is 
contiguous  to  the  district,  the  board  of  directors  shall  determine  if  the  inclusion  of  such 
land  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  district,  and  if  .so  include  the  land. 

9.317.1.  If  the  inclusion  is  granted  the  board  of  directors  shall  make  and  enter  on 
their  minutes  an  order  changing  the  boundaries  of  the  district.  A  copy  of  the  order 
shall  be  filed  with  the  county  recorder  of  each  county  in  which  any  portion  of  the  district 
is  situated  and  certified  copies  of  the  order  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  commission  and 
to  the  Secretary  of  State.

Article  10.5.  Exclusion  of  Land 
9317.  Territory  which  becomes  subdivided,  which  territory  is  a  part  of  a  district, 
may,  when  a  final  niaj)  or  record  of  survey  map  thereof  has  lieen  recorded  or  filed  in  full 
compliance  with  the  Subdivision  Map  Act  with  the  county  in  which  such  territory  is 
located,  be  excluded  from  the  district  by  joint  action  of  the  district  board  and  of  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  the  principal  county  of  the  district. 

Article  11.  Dissolution 

9.320.  A  district  may  be  dissolved  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  i>rincipal  county 
as  provided  in  this  article. 

9.321.  A  petition  requesting  dissolution  of  a  district  and  signed  by  not  less  than  100 
landowners  of  the  district,  or  51  percent  if  there  are  less  than  200  landowners  in  the 
district,  may  be  presented  to  the  board. 

9322.  The  board  shall  determine  the  sufficiency  of  the  petition  and  may  refer  it  for 
certification  to  the  assessor  or  assessors,  who  shall  certify  it  in  the  manner  provided  for 
in  proceedings  on  organization. 

9323.  If  the  lioard  determines  that  the  petition  is  insufficient  it  shall  deny  it.  Other- 
wi.se  it  shall  fix  a  time  and  place  for  hearing  on  the  petition. 

9324.  If  the  jietilion  is  found  sufficient,  the  board  shall  cause  to  be  published  a  notice 
of  the  time  and  i)lace  of  hearing  on  the  petition.  The  time  of  bearing  shall  be  the  time  of 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  board  after  the  completion  of  |>ublication  of  the  notice 
and  the  d.-ife  sh;ill  lie  sjiecified  in  the  notice. 

9.325.  The  notice  shall  be  published  ;it  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in 
a  newsjiaper  of  general  circulation  published  in  the  principal  county  and  also  in  some 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  published  in  each  other  county  in  which  any  part  of  the 
district  lies. 

9320.  The  board  shall  transmit  to  the  commission  a  notice  of  the  receipt  of  the 
petition  and  a  copy  of  the  notice  of  hearing  on  the  petition.  The  commission  shall  advise 
the  board  as  to  the  judgment  of  the  commission  regarding  the  proposed  dissolution. 

9327.  At  the  hearing  the  board  shall  hear  and  consider  all  evidence  and  testimony  in 
favor  of  or  in  opposition  to  dissolution,  and  shall  consider  the  advice  of  the  commission. 

9328.  If  the  board  denies  the  jietition  its  action  is  final. 

9.329.  If  the  lioard  does  not  deny  the  petition  it  shall  cause  an  election  to  be  held  in 
the  district  on  the  (|U"'stion  of  dissolution.  The  election  shall  be  noticed,  conducted,  and 
the  results  determined  in  the  manner  provided  for  elections  on  formation  of  districts, 
except  that  the  ballot  shall  contain  the  propositions  "For  dissolution  of  district"  nnd 
"Against  dissolution  of  district"  or  words  equivalent  thereto. 

9330.  Any  qualified  elector  residing  in  the  district  may  vote  at  an  election  under  this 
article. 
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!)831.  If  iit  the  election  less  than  51  percent  of  the  votes  cast  are  in  favor  of  dissolu- 
tion the  board  shall  declare  the  election  lost  and  enter  an  order  to  that  effect  and  denying 
the  petition. 

9332.  If  at  the  elettion  51  percent  or  more  of  the  votes  cast  are  in  favor  of  dissolu- 
tion the  hoard  shall  make  and  enter  an  order  declarinj;  the  district  dissolved  and  there- 
upon the  district  is  dissolved. 

!);'.33.  The  hoard  of  supervisors  of  the  principal  county  shall  wind  up  the  affairs  of  a 
dissolved  disli  ict  and  may  do  anythinf;  necessary  to  accomplish  that  imrposo. 

0334.  If,  ui)on  di.s.solution,  there  are  any  outstandinj;  ohiii^ations  of  the  district 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  principal  county  shall  determine  the  amount  of  the 
assessments  recjuired  to  be  levied  to  pay  such  outstanding  obligations.  The  board  of 
supervisors  of  each  county  in  which  any  part  of  the  district  lies  shall  levy  assessments 
suihcient  lo  pay  the  outstanding  obligations. 

0335.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  winding  up  of  the  affairs  of  a  district  the  real 
property  of  a  district  shall  become  the  property  of  the  county  in  which  it  is  situated. 
The  i)ersonal  property  belonging  to  the  district  sluill  be  .sold  by  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  iirincipal  county  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  and  any  other  money  of  the 
district  remaiiiiug  after  the  payment  of  all  of  the  obligations  of  the  district  shall  be 
pai(l  to  the  general  funds  of  each  of  the  counties  in  which  any  part  of  the  district  lies 
in  the  proportion  which  the  assessed  value  of  the  land  in  the  county  bears  to  the  total 
a.ssessed  value  of  all  of  the  land  within  the  district  as  determined  by  the  assessment 
rolls.

0352.  The  total  amount  of  the  estimate  shall  be  sufficient  to  raise  the  amount  of 
money  necessary  during  the  ensuing  year  to  i)ay  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  district, 
the  costs  of  the  work  wiiich  the  direttors  may  deem  advisable  lo  be  done  during  the 
ensuing  year,  the  estimated  costs  of  repairs  lo  and  maintenance  of  the  property  and 
works  of  the  district,  and  the  estimated  e.\pen.ses  of  any  action  or  proceeding  to  which 
the  district  is  or  may  be  a  party,  including  the  cost  of  employing  engineers  and  attor- 
neys. 

9353.  Assessments  levied  pursuant  to  this  article  shall  be  known  as  regular  assess- 
ments. 

0354.  The  regular  assessment  in  any  one  year  shall  not  exceed  two  cents  |.?0.02l 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars  (.flOO)  of  assessed  valuation  of  the  land,  exclusive  of 
improvements  .■ind  mineral  rights,  within  the  district.  The  valuation  shall  be  delermineil 
according  to  the  last  assessment  roll,  reduced  proportituiately  when  mineral  rights  are 
involved. 

03,55.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county  in  which  there  lies  any  portion  of 
the  district  sh.ill.  annii.'illy,  at  the  time  of  levying  county  taxes,  levy  an  assessment 
on  the  laud  exclusive  of  improvements,  standing  timber,  both  mature  and  immature, 
and  mineral  rights,  within  the  county  .'ind  within  the  district  to  be  known  as  the 

"  (name  of  district)  soil  conservation  district  assessment,"  sufficient  to  raise 

the  amount  repented  to  them  in  the  estimate  of  the  directors;  provided,  however,  that 
no  single  assessment  levied  hereunder  against  any  single  municipal  or  public  utility 
landowner  shall  be  in  excess  of  ten  dollars  (.filO)  in  any  year. 

0.3.5().  The  board  shall  determine  the  rate  of  assessment  by  deducting  15  percent  for 
anticipated  dolineiuoncies  from  the  total  assessed  value  of  the  land  in  the  district  and  in 
the  county  and  then  dividing  the  sum  required  lo  be  raised  by  the  rem.-iinder  of  the  t<ital 
assessed  value.

for  the  purposes  of  the  district  for  the  current  year,  appropraite  money  from  the

Article  2.    District  Fiscal  Procedure 

iMOO.  The  treasury  of  the  principal  county  is  the  depositorv  of  all  of  the  funds  of 
the  ilistrict. 

!»4<t].  The  treasurer  of  the  principal  county  shall  receive  and  receipt  for  all  money 
of  the  district  and  place  the  same  to  the  credit  of  the  district.  He  is  responsible  on 
his  otficial  liond  fur  the  wifekeeping  and  disbursement,  in  the  manner  provided  in 
this  at  tide,  of  the  money  of  the  district  held  by  him. 

!t4<)2.  The  treasurer  shall  pay  out  money  of  the  district  only  upon  warrants  of 
the  county  auditor,  drawn  upon  order  of  the  Ijoard  of  directors  signed  by  the  president 
ami  atlesied  by  the  secretary. 

!)4(t.'5.  The  treasurer  shall  report  in  writing  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  directors 
and  as  often  at  other  times  as  the  directors  may  request  the  amount  of  money  on  band, 
and  the  receipts  and  disbursemeuts  since  his  last  report.  The  report  shall  be  verified 
and  filed  with  the  secretary. 

9-104.  The  directors  or  other  ollicers  or  employees  of  a  district  shall  have  no  power 
to  incur  any  indebtedness  or  liability  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  money  available 
under  the  provisions  of  this  division.

If  the  action  of  the  board  of  supervisors  on  this  request  is  negative,  they  shall 
forward  a  cojjy  of  the  re.solution  to  the  hoard  of  directors  initiating  the  request. 

9005.  If  the  action  of  the  board  of  supervisors  on  this  request  is  favorable,  they 
shall  cause  certified  copies  of  the  re.solution  to  be  forwarded  to  the  board  of  directors 
initiating  the  request,  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  all  the  other  counties  in  which  an.v 
portion  of  the  district  lies,  the  Stale  Soil  Conservation  Commission,  and  the  Secretary 
of  State.

0801.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  ))urposes  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  ' 
Allotment  Act  enacted  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  the  State  Soil  Conserva- 
tion Commission  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  •'commission")  is  hereby  designated  as 
the  agency  of  the  State  of  California  to  administer  any  state  plan  authorized  by  this 
chapter  which  shall  be  apju-oved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the  United  States 
(hereinafter  rererre<l  to  as  the  "Secretary  of  Agriculture")  for  the  State  of  California 
pursu.-int  to  the  provisions  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act. 

0S02.  The  commission  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  formulate 
and  submit  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  or  the 
Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act.  a  state  plan  for  each  calendar  year 
beginning  with  the  year  1040.  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  each  such  plan  to  promote 
such  utilitzatiou  of  land  and  such  farming  practices  as  the  commission  finds  will 
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tend,  in  conjunction  with  tlic  oi)eiation  of  such  other  plans  as  may  be  approved 
for  other  states  by  the  Secretary  of  Asriculture,  to  preserve  and  improve  soil  fertility, 
promote  tlie  economic  use  of  laud,  diminish  the  exploitation  and  wasteful  and 
unscientific  use  of  natural  soil  resources,  and  re-establish  and  maintain  the  ratio 
between  the  purchasing  power  of  the  net  income  per  person  on  farms  and  that 
of  the  income  per  peison  not  on  farms  as  defined  in  subsection  (a|  of  Section  7  of 
the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act.  Kach  such  plan  shall  provide 
for  adjustments  in  the  utilization  of  land  and  in  farming  practices,  through  agree- 
ments with  producers  or  through  other  voluntary  nietho<ls,  and  for  benefit  payments 
in  connection  therewitli,  and  also  for  sucli  methods  of  administration  not  in  conflict 
with  any  law  of  this  State  and  such  reports  as  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  finds 
necessary  for  the  effective  administration  of  the  plan  and  for  ascertaining  whether 
the  plan  is  being  carried  out  according  to  its  terms. 

980.3.  Upon  the  acceptance  of  each  such  plan  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the 
commission  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  accept  and  receive  all  grants  of  money 
made  pursuant  to  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act  for  the  purpose 
of  enabling  the  State  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  such  plan,  and  all  such  funds, 
together  with  any  moneys  which  may  be  ajipropriated  by  the  State  for  such  purpose, 
shall  be  available  to  the  commission  for  expenditures  necessary  in  carrying  out  the 
plan,  including  administrative  expenses,  expenditures  in  connection  with  educational 
programs  in  aid  of  the  plan,  and  benefit  payments. 

9804.  In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  each  such  plan,  the  commission  shall  have 
power  :  to  employ  such  agents  or  agencies,  and  to  establish  such  agencies,  as  it  may 
find  to  be  necessary  ;  to  cooperate  with  local  and  state  agencies  and  with  agencies  of 
other  states  and  of  the  Fe<leral  Government  ;  to  conduct  research  and  educational 
activities  in  connection  with  the  formulation  and  operation  of  such  plan;  to  enter 
into  agreements  with  producers,  and  to  provide  by  other  voluntary  methods,  for 
adjustments  in  the  utilization  of  land  and  in  farming  practices,  and  for  payments 
in  connection  therewith  in  amounts  which  the  commission  determines  to  be  fair 
and  reasonable. 

OSO.^i.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  each  such  plan  according  to  its  terms,  the 
commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  delegate  any  of  the  powers  herein  conferred  to  such 
agents  or  agencies  as  may  be  designated  by  the  commission  and  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

9806.  The  commission  shall  render  for  each  year  an  annual  report  to  the  Governor, 
who  shall  transmit  a  copy  thereof  to  each  house  of  the  Legislature,  covering  its  adminis- 
tration of  such  plan  and  all  operations  thereunder,  including  also  the  expenditure  of 
funds,  and  each  such  report  shall  be  printed  as  a  public  document  promptly  upon  its 
transmittal  to  the  Governor.

Senate  Bill  No.  1653— No.  9300 

Dear  Senator  Regan  :  You  have  asked  if  the  enactment  of  Senate  Bill 
No.  1653,  as  amended  in  tlie  Senate  April  1,  1933,  would  permit  the  De- 
partment of  Piuaiiec  to  file  ai)pli('ati()ns  to  appropriate  all  of  the  unappro- 
priated water  in  the  State  and  thereby  preclude  indefinitely  the  appro- 
priation of  water  by  any  otiier  entity. 

Under  the  present  law,  the  Department  of  Finance  is  required  to  file 
an  application  to  approjn-iate  water  "  wliicli  in  its  judgment  is  or  may  be 
required  in  tlie  develojiinent  and  comi)leti()n  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
a  general  or  coordinated  plan  looking  toward  the  development,  utilization, 
or  conservation  of  the  water  resources  of  the  State"  (Sec.  lO.'jOO.  Wat.  C). 

The  law  now  provides  that  any  application  filed  by  the  Department  of 
Finance  within  90  days  after  July  29,  1927,  luis  jiriority  as  to  that  date 
and  such  priority  sliall  be  retained  over  any  otiier  application,  regardless 
of  any  requirements  or  provisions  relating  to  diligence  in  the  completion 
of  applications  for  water  or  the  u.se  thereof,  until  October  1,  1955  (Sec. 
10501  Wat.  C). 

Further,  the  present  law  specifically  provides  for  the  publishing  of 
notice  by  the  Department  of  Finance  of  the  intent  to  file  on  an  amount  of 
water  necessary  "to  the  development  of  any  part  or  unit  of  a  general  or 
coordinated  plan"  and  that  in  the  event  of  publication  the  notice  shall 
preserve,  as  of  the  date  of  publication,  the  priority  of  any  application 
made  and  filed  subse(iuently  by  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  benefit 
of  such  part  or  unit  prior  to  October  1.  19.j5  (Sec.  10503  Wat.  C). 

Section  10502  of  the  Water  Code  provides  that  any  such  priority  may 
be  maintained  and  extended  by  further  legislative  enactment. 

Generally  speaking.  Senate  Bill  No.  1653  would  ratify  all  actions  and 
proceedings  taken  in  connection  with  applications  heretofore  filed  and 
provide  for  future  establishment  of  priorities  by  means  of  filing  applica- 
tions (as  distinguished  from  publication  of  notice  of  intent),  which  appli- 
cations would  have  priority  as  of  date  of  filing  over  any  other  applications 
made  and  filed  subsequent  thereto.  Statutory  requirements  in  Part  2  of 
Division  2  of  the  Water  Code  (relating  to  the  appropriation  of  water) 
as  to  diligence  would  not  apply  to  such  applications  until  they  were 
assigned. 
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It  is  true  that  if  Senate  Bill  No.  1653  was  enacted,  tlie  Department  of 
Finance  mifrlit  eoneeivably  file  on  all  of  the  unappropriated  water  of  the 
State,  if  it  determined  the  water  to  be  required  in  the  development  and 
completion  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  a  jreneral  or  coordinated  plan 
lookinjr  toward  the  development,  \itilization,  or  conservation  of  water 
resources  of  tlie  State.  However,  this  would  be  equally  true  under  the 
present  law. 

Tile  principal  change  that  would  be  effected  b\'  the  enactment  of 
Senate  Bill  No.  1653,  as  applied  to  your  question,  relates  to  the  question 
of  dilifrence. 

Tender  the  present  law,  the  priorities  and  exemption  from  requirements 
of  diliprence  is  effective  only  until  October  1,  1955.  Thus,  if  this  time  is  not 
furtlier  extended,  those  priorities  and  exemptions  would  expire  after 
October  1,  1955.  On  tlie  other  hand,  if  Senate  Bill  Xo.  1653  is  enacted, 
the  re(|uirements  a.s  to  dilifrence  would  be  eliminated  indefinitely  with 
respect  to  all  such  applications  and.  assuminfr  tliat  the  Department  of 
Finance  liad  properly  filed  on  all  of  the  unappropriated  water  of  the 
State,  any  other  appropriations  of  water  would  be  subject  to  those  appli- 
cations indefinitely,  until  such  time  as  the  Legislature  might  restore  the 
rc(|uircinciits  as  to  diligence.

2.  The  committee  shall  consider  but  is  not  limited  to  the  operation,  effect,  adminis- 
tration, enforcement  and  needed  revision  of  any  and  all  laws  in  any  way  bearing  upon 
or  related  to  the  subject  of  this  resolution  and  shall  report  thereon  to  the  Senate, 
including  in  the  reports  its  recommendations  for  appropriate  legislation. 

3.  The  committee  shall  consist  of  five  Members  of  the  Senate,  appointed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  thereof.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  committee  shall 
be  filled  by  the  appointing  power. 

4.  The  committee  is  authorized  to  act  during  this  session  of  the  Legislature,  including 
any  recess,  and  after  final  adjournment  until  the  commencement  of  the  1955  Regular 
Session,  with  authority  to  fde  its  final  report  not  later  than  the  fifteenth  day  after  the 
end  of  the  constitutional  recess.  The  time  for  filing  the  final  report  shall  not  be  extended. 

5.  The  committee  and  its  members  shall  have  and  exercise  all  of  the  rights,  duties 
and  powers  conferred  upon  investigating  committees  and  their  members  by  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Joint  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  and  of  the  Standing  Rules  of  the 
Senate  as  they  are  adopted  and  amended  from  time  to  time  at  this  session,  which  pro- 
visions are  incorporated  herein  and  made  applicable  to  this  committee  and  its  members. 

6.  The  committee  has  the  following  additional  powers  and  duties : 

(a)  To  select  a  chairman  and  a  vice  chairman  from  its  membership. 

(b)  To  contract  with  such  other  agencies,  public  or  private,  as  it  deems  necessary 
for  the  rendition  and  affording  of  such  services,  facilities,  studies  and  reports  to  the 
committee  as  will  best  assist  it  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  created.

Wheri:as,  It  is  neoes.sary  to  the  safety  and  well-being  of  the  citizens  of  this  State 
that  the  existing  laws  relating  to  alcoholic  beverages,  and  the  enforcement  and  adminis- 
tration thereof  by  all  branches  of  the  state  and  local  governments  be  studied  in  order 
to  determine  whether  further  legislation  is  needed  to  ensure  the  proper  control  of 
alcoholic  beverages  and  the  proper  and  efficient  enforcement  of  the  laws  relating  thereto  ; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

KcHolved  hy  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Cnlifornia,  As  follows: 

1.  The  Senate  Interim  Committee  on  the  Enforcement  of  Liquor  Laws  is  hereby 
created  and  authorized  and  directed  to  ascertain,  study  and  analyze  all  facts  relating 
to  alcoholic  beverages,  the  regulation  thereof  and  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating 
thereto,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  operation,  effect,  admini.stration,  enforcement 
and  needed  revision  of  any  and  all  laws  in  any  way  bearing  upon  or  relating  to  the 
subject  of  this  resolution,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  Senate,  including  in  the  reports 
its  recommendations  for  appropriate  legislation. 

2.  The  committee  sliall  consist  of  five  Members  of  the  Senate  appointed  by  Committee 
on  Rules  thereof.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  committee  shall  be 
filled  by  the  appointing  power. 

.3.  The  committee  is  authorized  to  act  during  this  session  of  the  Legislature,  including 
any  recess,  and  after  final  adjournment  until  the  commencement  of  the  liJ.'tii  Regular 
Session,  with  authority  to  file  its  final  report  not  later  than  the  last  legislative  day  of 
that  session. 

4.  The  committee  and  its  members  .shall  have  and  exercise  all  of  the  rights,  duties 
and  |)Owers  conferred  upon  investigating  committees  and  their  members  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  .Joint  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  and  of  the  Standing  Rules  of 
the  Senate  as  they  are  adopted  and  amended  from  time  to  time  at  this  session,  which 
provisions  are  incorporated  herein  and  made  applicable  to  this  committee  and  its 
members. 

T>.  The  committee  has  the  following  additional  powers  and  duties: 

(a)  To  select  a  ch:iirman  and  a  vice-chairman  from  its  membership. 

(b)  To  contract  with  such  other  agencies,  public  or  private,  as  it  deems  necessary 
for  the  rendition  and  affording  of  such  services,  facilities,  studies  and  reports  to  the 
committee  as  will  best  assist  it  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  created. 

(c)  To  cooperate  with  and  secure  the  cooperation  of  county,  city,  city  and  county, 
and  other  local  law  enforcement  agencies  in  investigating  any  matter  within  the  scope 
of  this  resolution  and  to  direct  the  sheriff  of  any  county  to  serve  subpenas,  orders  and 
other  process  issued  by  the  committee. 
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(d)  To  report  its  findings  and  rt'coninioiid.itions  to  tlic  Lcfcislnturo  nnd  to  the  people 
from  time  to  time  and  at  any  time,  not  later  than  herein  provided. 

(e)  To  travel,  or  to  appoint  a  subeommittee  or  such  employees  as  the  committee 
deems  necessary  to  travel,  within  or  outside  this  State  and  tlie  United  States  iu  pursuing 
the  investigation  committed  to  it. 

(f)  To  do  any  and  all  other  thinffs  necessary  or  convenient  to  enable  it  fully  and 
adequately  to  exercise  its  powers,  perform  its  duties,  and  acconi|)lish  the  objects  and 
purposes  of  this  resolution. 

C.  The  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  (.$20,000)  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary  is  hereby  made  available  from  the  ( 'out  infjcnt  Fund  of  Ihe  Senate  ffir  the 
expenses  of  the  committee  and  its  members  and  for  any  charges,  cxpi'uses  or  claims 
it  may  incur  under  this  resolution,  to  be  p.aid  from  (lie  said  contiuKent  fund  and  dis- 
bursed, after  certification  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  U|ion  warrants  drawn  by 
the  Stale  Controller  upon  the  State  Treasurer.

Senate  Bill  No.  1662,  entitled:  "An  act  to  amend  Sections  58853,  58854, 
588.W,  .''),SS57  ;ni(l  r,HS','.}  of,  iiiui  to  add  Sections  588.-(().l,  58855.1  and  58855.2  to, 
the  (iovcinmoiil  Code,  rclatiiif;  to  chanRp  of  district  hotindaries." 

My  olijcct ions  to  this  l)ill  are  as  follows  : 

This  hill  amends  various  sections  of  the  Government  Code  relating  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  county  houndary  commission  in  the  chanRing  of  district  houndaries.  At  pres- 
ent the  .jurisdiction  of  this  commission  to  report  on  the  desirability  of  the  formation  or 
change  of  houndaries  of  districts  within  a  county  is  limited  to  those  districts  a  change 
in  boundary  of  which  n'(|uircs  the  approval  of  the  Hoard  of  Supervisors,  exclusive  of 
school  districts.  This  bill  deletes  the  requirement  that  the  i)roposals  to  be  reported 
upon  by  the  boundary  commission  are  limited  to  those  re()uiring  approval  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors. 

It  would  maUe  the  jurisdiction  of  the  county  boundary  commission  extend  to  the 
formation  of  or  the  change  of  boundaries  in  any  district  other  than  those  expressly  ex- 
cluded that  are  or  may  be  supported  by  taxes  or  special  assessments.  Kxpressly  ex- 
cepted from  the  operation  of  the  bill  would  be  school  districts,  irrigation  districts, 
metropolitan  water  districts,  municipal  water  districts,  California  water  districts, 
reclamation  districts,  water  conservation  districts,  and  county  water  authorities.  As 
the  bill  originally  ])assc(l  the  Senate  there  was  also  excluded  from  its  effect  municipal 
utility  districts,  public  utility  districts,  and  county  water  districts. 

On'  the  floor  of  the  Assembly  this  bill  was  amended  to  bring  these  three  districts 
within  its  scope.  Because  of  this  fact  objection  to  this  bill  is  made  by  the  East  Bay 
Municipal  lUility  District,  the  Sacramento  Municipal  lUilify  District,  the  Shasta 
Dam  Area  Public  Utility  District,  Enteriirise  Public  Utility  District,  Summit  City 
Public  Utility  District,  Buckeye  County  Water  District,  the  Irrigation  Districts 
Association  of  California,  and  the  California  Municipal  Utilities  Association.  It  is 
pointed  out  that  there  is  no  reasonable  distinction  between  municipal  utility  districts, 
public  utility  districts,  and  county  water  districts  which  are  made  subject  to  the  act, 
and  the  other  districts  which  are  exempted  in  the  act,  and  that  it  is  discriminatory 
so  far  as  these  districts  are  concerned,  as  well  as  burdensome  as  a  matter  of  pro- 
cedure. 

The  League  of  California  Cities  also  objects  on  these  grounds  and  on  the  further 
ground  that  it  sidiordinates  municipal  annexations  under  certain  circumstances  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  county  boundary  commission. 

All  of  the  protestants  state  that  they  are  taken  by  surprise  because  of  the  manner 
of  amending  the  bill  on  the  floor  of  the  Assembly  after  it  had  passed  the  Senate  and 
the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Assembly.  They  also  state  that  if  the  issue  had  been 
raised  in  committee  they  would  have  oppo.sed  the  amendment  and  would  have  been 
able  to  show  good  cause  for  its  defeat.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  full  consideration  was 
not  given  to  that  phase  of  the  legislation  because  the  bill  passed  unanimously  in  both 
houses  and  the  .Vssendily  amendments  were  unanimously  concurred  in,  in  the  Senate. 

I  am  told  that  there  are  two  other  hills  pending,  one  by  the  same  author,  that  can 
be  used  to  accomplish  the  purpo,se  of  this  bill  without  the  discrimination  complained  of. 

I  believe  it  should  also  be  pointed  out  that  there  is  a  serious  question  of  constitution- 
ality arising  out  of  the  fact  that  this  bill  is  made  applicable  to  every  county  of  the  State 
except  the  County  of  Los  Angeles.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  general  principle  which 
precludes  the  classification  of  counties  in  the  absence  of  some  valid  basis  for  distinction 
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would  not  prevent  the  classification  here  attempted.  Likewise,  it  is  difficult  to  under- 
stand why  such  distinction  should  he  made.  If  the  county  boundary  commis.sion  should 
hnve  jurisdiction  in  the  other  counties  of  the  State,  it  would  seem  reasonable  that  it 
should  have  the  same  jurisdiction  in  Los  Angeles  County  as  well.

Whereas,  The  Council  of  California  Indians,  Incorporated,  is  an  association  formed 
by  the  Indians  of  California,  for  the  preservation  of  their  rights  and  now  includes  in 
its  membership  nearly  one  half  of  the  30.000  Indians  residing  within  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia ;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  several  bills  pending  before  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
that  vitally  affect  in  many  particulars  their  welfare  and  also  the  welfare  of  the  State 
of  California  ;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved  hy  the  ffenate  of  the  State  of  California,  As  follows: 

1.  The  Senate  Committee  on  California  Indian  Affairs  is  hereby  created  and  author- 
ized and  directed  to  ascertain,  study  and  analyze  all  facts  relatine  to  legislation  now 
pendinK  before  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  or  that  may  be  hereafter  introduced 
relating  to  the  welfare  of  the  Indians  of  California  and  to  the  interests  of  the  State 
of  C^alifornia  therein  and  to  means  of  assisting  the  Indians  of  California  to  secure  their 
full  rights  and  the  benefits  that  they  may  be  entitled  to  including  but  not  limite<l  to 
the  operation,  effect,  administration,  enforcement  and  needed  revision  of  any  and  all 
laws  in  any  way  bearing  upon  or  relating  to  the  subject  of  this  resolution,  and  to  report 
thereon  to  the  Senate,  including  in  the  reports  its  recommendations  for  appropriate 
legislation. 

2.  The  committee  shall  consist  of  Members  of  the  Senate  appointed  by 

the  Committee  on  I{ules  thereof.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  filled  by  the  appointing  power.

report  thereon  to  the  Senate,  including  in  the  reports  its  recommendations  for  appro- 
priate legislation. 

2.  The  committee  shall  consist  of  five  Members  of  the  Senate  appointed  by  the 
Committee  on  Rules  thereof.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  filled  by  the  appointing  power. 
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3.  The  committee  i^i  authorized  to  act  after  final  adjournment  of  this  session  of 
the  Legislature  until  the  commencement  of  the  1!)55  Regular  Session,  with  authority 
to  file  its  final  report  nut  later  than  the  fifteenth  day  after  the  end  of  the  constitutional 
recess.  The  time  for  filing  the  final  report  shall  not  be  extended. 

4.  The  committee  and  its  members  shall  have  and  exercise  all  of  the  rights,  duties 
and  powers  conferred  upon  investigating  committees  and  their  members  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Joint  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  and  of  the  Standing  Rules  of 
the  Senate  as  they  are  adopted  and  amended  from  time  to  time  at  this  session,  which 
provisions  are  incorporated  herein  and  made  applicable  to  this  committee  and  its 
members. 

5.  The  committee  has  the  following  additional  iwwers  and  duties: 

(a)  To  select  a  chairman  and  a  vice  chairman  from  its  membership. 

(b)  To  contract  with  such  other  agencies,  public  or  private,  as  it  deems  necessary 
for  the  rendition  and  affording  of  such  services,  facilities,  studies  and  reports  to  the 
committee  as  will  best  assist  it  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  created. 

(c)  To  cooperate  with  and  secure  the  cooperation  of  county,  city,  city  and  county, 
and  other  local  law  enforcement  agencies  in  investigating  any  matter  within  the  scope 
of  this  re.solution  and  to  direct  the  sheriff  of  any  county  to  serve  subpenas,  orders  and 
other  process  issued  by  the  committee. 

(d)  To  report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  Legislature  and  to  the  people 
from  time  to  time  and  at  any  time,  not  later  than  herein  provided. 

(e)  To  do  any  and  all  other  things  necessary  or  convenient  to  enable  it  fully  and 
adequately  to  exercise  its  powers,  perform  its  duties,  and  accomplish  the  objects 
and  purposes  of  this  resolution. 

6.  The  sum  of  dollars  ($  )  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary is  hereby  made  available  from  the  Contingent  Fund  of  the  Senate  for  the  expen.ses 
of  the  committee  and  its  members  and  for  any  charges,  expenses  or  claims  it  may  incur 
under  this  resolution,  to  be  paid  from  the  said  contingent  fund  and  disbursed,  after 
certification  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  State 
Controller  upon  the  State  Treasurer.

Sec.  20.5.  Any  water  conservation  district  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  cooperate  and  contract  with  the  United  States  either 
under  the  Federal  Iteclamation  Act  of  June  17,  1902,  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereof 
or  supplementary  thereto,  or  under  any  other  act  of  Congress  heretofore  or  hereafter 
enacted  authorizing  or  permitting  such  cooperation  or  contract,  for  purposes  of  acquisi- 
tion and/or  construction  of  works  authorized  by  this  act  to  be  acquired  or  constructed, 
or  for  a  water  supply,  or  for  the  acquisition  and/or  disposal  of  water  and/or  water 
rights  and/or  water  storage  or  conservation  facilities  and  rights,  and  any  interest  in 
such  water,  water  rights,  or  water  storage  or  conservation  facilities,  or  the  acquisition 
or  construction  of  works  for  any  useful  purpose,  or  for  any  or  all  thereof,  or  for  the 
investigation,  study,  or  preparation  of  proposals  or  plans  for  any  or  all  thereof,  or  to 
obligate  the  district  to  repay  to  the  United  States  advances  of  funds  made  hy  the  United 
States  to  the  district  for  any  or  all  thereof,  or  for  the  assumption  as  principal  or 
guarantor  of  indebtedness  to  the  United  States,  and  to  carry  out  and  perform  the  terms 
of  any  contract  so  made. 

The  term  "United  States"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  include  besides  the  United  States, 
any  board,  bureau,  agency,  office  or  officers,  department  or  corporation  of  the  United 
States. 

The  board  of  directors  shall  generally  perform  all  such  acts  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
exercise  the  authority  conferred  by  this  section,  except  that  if  the  issuance  of  bonds 
of  the  district  is  necessary  for  such  purpo.ses,  the  said  bonds  shall  be  voted  upon  and 
issued  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  act  for  the  incurring  of  bonded  indebtedness  of 
the  district. 

In  case  any  contract  is  made  with  the  United  States,  bonds  of  the  district  which 
have  been  authorized,  or  which  may  be  authorized,  in  furtherance  of  said  contract,  may 
be  transferred  to  or  deposited  with  the  United  States,  at  not  less  than  their  par  value, 
to  tbe  amount  or  any  part  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  <listrict  to  the  I'nited  States,  and 
interest  or  principal,  or  both,  of  said  bonds  may  be  legally  paid  to  the  I'nited  States 
and  applied  as  provided  in  the  contract.  The  board  of  directors  may  accept  on  behalf 
of  the  district  appointment  of  the  district  as  fiscal  agent  of  tbe  I'nited  States,  or 
authorization  of  the  district  by  the  United  States  to  make  collection  of  money  for,  and 
on  behalf  of,  the  United  States,  and  to  assume  the  duties  and  liabilities  incidental 
thereto,  and  the  said  board  .shall  have  full  power  to  do  any  and  all  things  required  by 
the  federal  statutes  now  or  hereafter  enacted  in  connection  therewith,  and  all  tilings 
required  by  any  rules  or  regulations  now  or  hereafter  established  under  any  .said 
federal  statutes. 

Where  a  contract  shall  have  been  entered  into  between  the  district  and  the  United 
States,  the  contract  may  provide  that  the  district  shall  not  be  dissolved  nor  shall  the 
boundaries  be  changed  except  upon  tbe  written  consent  of  an  official  of  tbe  United  States 
filed  with  the  official  records  of  the  district.  If  such  consent  he  given  and  tbe  lands 
excluded  the  area  excluded  shall  be  free  from  all  liens  and  charges  for  payments  to 
become  due  to  the  United  States  under  any  such  contract. 

As  whole  or  partial  consideration  for  any  privileges  obtained  by  the  district  under 
any  contract  with  the  United  States,  any  rights  of  way  or  rights  to  water  or  to  the 
property  owned  or  acquired  by  the  district  may  be  conveyed  by  the  board  of  directors 
to  the  United  States  insofar  as  the  same  may  be  needed  for  the  construction,  operation 
and  maintenance  of  works  by  the  United  J?tates  for  tbe  benefit  of  the  district,  pur- 
suant to  such  contract. 

Skc.  .3.    Section  28  of  the  Water  Conservation  Act  of  1931  is  amended  to  read  : 

Sec.  28.  The  board  of  directors  must,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  Augu.st  of 
each  year,  furnish  the  board  of  supervisors  and  tbe  auditor  of  the  county  wherein  the 
district  is  situated,  or  if  such  district  is  not  entirely  within  one  county,  then,  as  herein- 
after provided,  to  the  supervisors  and  auditors  of  each  county  in  which  any  portion  of 
the  district  is  situated,  an  estimate  in  writing  of  the  amount  of  money  needed  for  the 
purposes  of  the  district  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.  This  amount  must  be  sufficient  to 
raise  a  sum  of  money  which  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  incidental  expenses  of  the 
district,  and  the  costs  of  the  work  of  spreading  and  sinking  waters  which  the  board  of 
directors  may  deem  advisable  to  be  done  during  the  ensuing  year;  the  estimated  costs  of 
repairs  to  and  maintenance  of  any  property  or  works  of  the  district,  the  amount  of  any 
indebtedness  of  the  district  currently  due  or  to  become  due  in  the  next  fiscal  year,  the 
estimated  amount  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the  costs  of  any  action  or  proceeding 
which  may  be  taken  by  the  district,  including  the  cost  of  employment  of  attorneys  and 
engineers ;  and  if  bonds  have  been  voted  by  the  district  the  board  of  directors  shall 
include  in  said  estimate  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  due  or  that  will  become 
due  on  all  outstanding  bonds  of  the  district  on  the  first  day  of  the  next  ensuing  January.

assessment  h'vied  during  any  year  for  the  raising  of  said  funds  shall  not  exceed  [li]

in  this  act  set  forth,  iiicliiilitiy  any  uorku,  propiriy  or  riyhiit,  contract  or  othrrxciKe, 
iiciiidrcd  under  or  pinxiKint  lo  the  prorisions  of  Sections  ,!(),  ^(I.'i,  ^O.G,  and  20.7  of 
titia  act,  or  the  rcfundint/  of  any  ohliyations  incurred  pursuant  to  said  sections  of  thit 
act. 

The  board  of  directors,  whenever  the  interest  of  the  district  shall  require,  may 
cause  a  report  to  be  made  to  the  effect  that  the  accpiisition  of  certain  property  or 
works  or  the  construction  of  such  works  is  convenient  or  necessary  to  serve  or  fulfill 
the  purix)se  for  which  the  district  exists  an<l  that  the  cost  of  such  property  or  works 
cannot  be  p.iid  for  out  of  the  annual  revenue  of  the  district.  Sucli  report  shall  be 
in  such  detail  and  be  accompanied  by  such  exhibits  as  will  disclose  the  purpose  .sought 
to  be  accom))lislied  and  the  nie;ins  (o  be  employed  therefor.  Such  re|K)rt  shall  be  printed 
in  convenient  form  for  distriluilion  to  the  electors  of  the  district. 

After  the  printing  of  said  report  llie  board  of  directors  by  resolution  adopted  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  may  c:ill  an  election  to  be  held  in  the  district  for 
the  purpose  of  authorizing  the  incurring  of  a  bonded  indebtedness  by  the  district.  Such 
resolution  shall  specify  the  purpose  for  which  the  indebtednes.s  is  "to  be  incurred,  the 
amount  of  bonds  which  it  is  proposed  shall  be  issue<l.  the  maximum  rate  of  interest 
such  bonds  shall  bear,  and  the  number  of  years,  not  exceeding  40,  the  whole  or  any 
p;irt  of  said  lionds  are  to  run  until  ni.aturily.  II  shall  further  provide  for  submitting 
the  (pie.stion  of  the  incurring  of  such  indebtedness  to  the  (pialified  electors  of  the 
district  at  an  election  called  for  that  luirpose.  and  the  words  to  appear  upon  the  ballot 
shall  be  "Bonds-Yes,"  ;uid  "Itouds-Xo,"  or  words  of  similar  iiuiM>rt.  together  with 
a  general  statement  of  the  amount  and  i)urpose  of  the  bonds  to  be  issued.  Several 
propositions  may  be  submitted  at  the  same  election.  None  but  qualified  electors  of 
the  district  shall  be  jiermitted  to  vote  at  such  election. 

A  notice  shall  be  given  of  such  election  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  pid)lished  in  the  district  once  a  week  for  at  least  three  weeks  if  published 
in  a  weekly  or  semiweekly  newspai>er  or  for  at  least  10  days  if  published  in  a  daily 
uewsjiaper  and  the  first  publication  shall  be  at  least  .30  days  prior  to  the  date  fixed 
for  the  election. 

Such  notice  shall  state  the  time  and  place  for  holding  the  election,  the  names  or 
numl)ers  of  election  precincts,  which  may  be  the  general  election  precincts  est;iblished 
by  the  boards  of  supervisors  for  general  state  or  county  elections,  or  a  consolidation  of 
such  i)recincts.  or  such  other  special  jueciucts  for  the  purpose  of  such  bond  election 
as  the  board  of  directors  oF  such  water  conservation  district  may  designate  and  estab- 
lish, the  location  of  the  jioUing  places  and  the  names  of  the  election  officers  appointed 
to  conduct  such  election.  Such  Tiotice  shall  also  state  the  amount  of  the  debt  that  it 
is  proposed  to  incur,  a  brief  statement  of  the  purpose  thereof  and  refer  to  the  report 
hereinbefore  provided  to  be  made  for  further  particulars,  the  number  of  years  the 
bonds  or  any  part  thereof  are  to  rtin  before  the  maturity  thereof  and  the  maximum 
rate  of  interest  such  bonds  shall  bear. 

The  manner  of  holding  and  conducting  such  election,  the  selection  of  officers  to  con- 
duct the  same,  the  designation  of  precincts  and  polling  places,  the  preparation  of  bal- 
lots and  the  receipt,  counting  and  return  of  the  same,  and  the  canvassing  and  deter- 
mining the  results  thereof  shall  be  as  provided  for  the  election  of  directors  as  provided 
in  this  act  as  nearly  as  practicable,  and  in  particulars  not  so  provided  shall  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  general  laws  of  the  State  relative  to  elections  whereat  propositions 
are  submitted  and  voted  upon.  In  the  event  that  such  election  has  been  fairly  held  and 
conducted,  no  informality  nor  omission  to  perform  a  prescribed  duty  shall  be  held  to 
invalidate  or  affect  the  legality  of  any  bonded  debt  authorized  to  be  incurred. 
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If  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  proposition  shall  have  been  marked  and 
counted  "Bonds— Yes"  or  appear  to  favor  the  proposition  submitted,  then  such  propo- 
sition shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  accepted  by  the  voters  and  to  authorize  the  incur- 
ring of  a  bonded  debt  and  the  issuance  of  bonds  therefor  to  the  amount  of  and  for 
the  purpose  stated  in  the  projjosition. 

Thereafter  the  hoard  of  directors  of  the  district  may  issue  the  bonds  of  the  district 
for  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  amount  of  the  indebtedness  so  authorized,  and  may, 
from  time  to  time,  provide  for  the  issuance  of  such  amounts  as  the  necessity  therefor 
shall  appear,  until  the  full  amount  of  such  l>onds  authorized  shall  have  been  issued. 
Each  separate  issue  shall  be  Kiven  a  serial  number  or  letter. 

The  board  of  directors  shall,  by  a  resolution  adopted  by  a  majority  of  its  membpr>;. 
prescribe  the  form  of  the  bonds  and  the  form  of  the  coupons  attac  hed  thereto  and  fix 
the  time  when  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  shall  become  due  and  payable. 
The  payment  of  the  first  installment  may  be  deferred  for  a  period  not  longer  than 
five  years  from  the  date  of  the  l)ond.  The  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  ex- 
eeedinj!  6  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semiannually.  The  hoard  of  directors  may 
also  provide  for  redemption  of  bonds  before  maturity  at  prices  determined  hy  it.  A 
bond  shall  not  be  subject  to  call  or  redemption  prior  to  maturity  unless  it  contains  a 
recital  to  that  effect. 

The  denomination  of  the  bonds  shall  be  stated  in  the  resolution  providing  for  their 
issuance,  but  shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one 

thousand  dollars  (,$1,(K)0).  The  principal  and  interest  shall  be  payable  in  Rold  coin 
of  the  I'nited  States  at  the  oHice  of  the  treasurer  of  the  county  or  such  other  place 
as  may  be  designated  or  at  either  place  at  the  option  of  the  holder  of  the  bond. 

The  bonds  shall  be  dated,  numbered  consecutively,  an<l  be  signed  by  the  president 
of  the  district  and  attested  by  the  secretary  with  the  official  seal  of  the  district.  The 
interest  coupons  shall  bear  the  actual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the  president  of  the 
district. 

The  bonds  as  the  same  shall  be  issued  may  be  sold  at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts 
as  the  board  of  directors  shall  deem  expedient,  after  a  notice  inviting  bids  therefor 
shall  have  been  given  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general  <irculation  published 
in  the  district  for  a  period  of  at  least  10  days  prior  to  such  sale.  A  certified  check 
jjayahle  to  the  district  for  at  least  .5  percent  of  the  amount  of  the  bonds  offered  shall 
accompany  each  bid  conditioned  that  the  bidder  will  accept  and  pay  for  the  bonds 
bid  for  if  awarded  to  him,  otherwise  such  check  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  district  and 
the  amount  thereof  paid  into  the  treasury.  In  case  no  bids  are  received  the  bonds 
offered  may  be  sold  at  private  sale. 

The  i)roceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  bonds  .shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
district  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  a  special  fund  and  expended  only  for  the  purpose 
for  which  the  indebtedness  was  created. 

It  shall  l)e  the  duty  of  the  board  of  su|)ervisors  of  the  count.v  or  counties  within 
which  the  district  is  situated  to  provide  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  an  assessment 
tax  upon  the  lands  within  the  district  as  in  this  act  provided  sufficient  and  in  season 
to  pay  any  installment  of  jirincipal  and  all  interest  on  the  bonds  that  may  become 
due  during  the  year  following  the  levy  of  such  assessment  tax. 

At  any  time  the  board  of  directors  ma.v  appl.v  to  the  commission  authorized  b.v  law 
to  approve  bonds  of  irrigation  and  other  districts  for  certification  as  legal  investments 
for  savings  banks  or  for  other  purposes  specified  in  the  act  creating  such  commission 
and  when  such  c<'rtification  shall  have  been  given,  the  bonds  of  the  district  shall  bf 
acceptable  for  investment  and  surety  purpo.ses  to  the  same  extent  as  are  county  or 
municipal  bonds."

(e)  "State  of  California"  shall  include  the  State  of  California  and  all  bureaus,  cfmi- 
rai.ssions,  divisions,  departments,  boards,  agencies  and  officers  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia. 

(f)  "Work  or  works"  shall  include  the  dams  and  danisites,  reservoirs  and  reservoir 
sites,  conduits  and  other  facilities  useful  in  the  control,  conservation,  diversion  and 
transmission  of  waters  and  all  land,  property,  franchises,  easements,  rights  of  way 
and  privileges  necessary  or  useful  to  operate  or  maintain  any  i>f  the  foregoing. 

(g)  "Elector"  shall  mean  any  real  property  owner  as  shown  by  the  last  equalized 
assessment  roll  of  the  county,  who  is  also  a  registered  voter  in  the  district  or  proposed 
district  or  in  a  zone  or  proposed  zone  affected  or  to  be  affected  by  any  election  held  under 
this  act. 

(h)  "Flood  and  storm  waters"  shall  mean  waters  in  excess  of  the  sea.sonal  normal 
flow  of  the  streams  in  which  they  occur  that  are  not  usable  beneficially  as  part  of  the 
ordinary  flow  of  such  streams  and  which,  if  not  intercepted,  would  escape  from  the 
County  of  San  Benito.

(b)  If  the  director  is  not  satisfied  with  the  return  or  returns  made  by  any  employing 
unit  of  the  amount  of  emplover  or  wage-earner  contributions,  he  may  compute  the 
amount  required  to  be  paid  upon  the  basis  of  facts  contained  in  the  return  or  returns 
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or  upon  the  basis  of  any  information  in  his  possession  or  that  may  come  into  his 
possession  and  mal<o  an  assessment  of  the  amount  of  the  deficiency.  If  any  part  of  the 
deficiency  is  due  to  negligence  or  intentional  disregard  of  this  act  or  the  authorized  rules 
and  regulations,  a  penalty  of  10  percent  of  the  amount  of  the  deficiency  shall  be  added 
thereto. 

(c)  If  the  failure  of  the  employing  unit  to  file  a  return  within  the  time  required  by 
this  act  and  authorized  regulations  or  if  any  part  of  the  deficiency  for  which  an  assess- 
ment is  made  is  due  to  fraud  or  an  intent  to  evade  this  act  or  the  authorized  rules  and 
regulations,  a  penalty  of  25  percent  of  the  amount  of  contributions  assessed  shall  be 
added  thereto. 

(d)  The  amount  of  each  assessment  exclusive  of  penalty  shall  bear  interest  at  the 
rate  of  one-half  percent  per  month  or  fraction  thereof  from  and  after  the  last 
day  of  the  month  following  the  close  of  the  calendar  quarter  for  which  the  contribu- 
tions should  have  been  returned  until  the  date  of  payment. 

(e)  One  or  more  assessments  may  be  made  for  the  amount  due  for  one  or  for  more 
than  one  period  and  overpayments  may  lie  offset  against  underpayments.  The  director 
shall  give  to  the  employing  unit  against  whom  an  assessment  is  made  a  written  notice 
of  the  assessment.

(f)  Except  in  the  case  of  [failure  without  good  cause  to  file  a  return,]  fraud  or 
intent  to  evade  this  act  or  the  authorized  rules  and  regulations,  every  notice  of  assess- 
ment sliall  be  made  within  three  years  after  the  last  day  of  the  month  following  the 
close  of  the  calendar  quarter  during  which  the  contribution  lialiility  included  in 
the  assessment  accrued  or  within  three  years  after  the  deficient  return  is  filed,  which- 
ever period  expires  the  later.  An  employing  unit,  however,  may  waive  the  limitation 
period  herein  prescribed  or  may  consent  to  its  extension. 

(g)  Any  employing  unit  against  whom  an  assessment  is  made  under  this  section 
or  any  i)erson  directly  interested  may  petition  for  reassessment  within  ,30  davs  after 
service  of  notice  of  the  assessment  ;  provided,  that  an  additional  80  days  for  tlie  filing 
of  a  petition  may  for  good  cause  be  granted  by  the  appeals  board,  if  a  petition  for 
reassessment  is  not  filed  within  the  .30-(lay  perio<l.  or  within  the  additional  period 
granted  by  the  appeals  board,  the  a.ssessment  becomes  final  at  tlie  expiration  of  the 
period.  If  a  petition  is  filed  within  the  time  herein  prescribed,  the  appeals  board  shall 
review  the  assessment  and  if  reciuested  by  the  petitioner  shall,  unless  a  hearing  has 
previously  been  afforded  petitioner  on  the  same  grounds  as  set  forth  in  the  petition 
for  reassessment,  grant  a  hearing  before  the  appeals  board  or  its  duly  authorized 
representatives,  giving  10  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing.

Dear  Senator  Pom'.RR  :  Reference  to  the  histories  elicits  the  fact  that  up  to  the 
conclusion  of  jesterda.v's  business,  we  had  disposed  of  255  Senate  measures,  and  5GS 
Assembly  measures,  for  a  total  of  82.S  to  date. 

We  have  27  days  left,  if  we  do  not  meet  on  Saturdays  or  Sundays.  If  we  are  to  do 
as  much  business  this  session  as  we  did  two  years  ago,  we  have  1,303  measures  yet  to 
act  upon,  which  means  that  we  must  anticipate  an  average  of  49  roll  calls  per  day  upon 
the  passage  of  Senate  and  Assembly  measures.

"PART  1.    INTRODUCTORY  PROVISIONS 
Section  1.    This  act  shall  he  known  and  may  he  cited  as  the  Rural  Power  Dis- 
trict Act. 

Sec.  2.    As  used  in  this  act,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings : 
(a)  "District"  means  any  rural  power  district  organized  or  operating  pursuant  to 
this  act. 

(h)  "Board"  means  the  board  of  directors  of  a  district. 

(c)  "Director"  means  a  member  of  a  district  hoard. 

(d)  "Principal  county"  means  the  county  in  which  all  of  the  district  is  situated,  or 
if  the  district  is  situated  in  more  than  one  county,  the  county  in  which  the  greatest 
portion  of  the  area  of  the  lands  witliin  the  district  is  situated. 

(e)  "Secretary"  means  secretary  of  the  board. 

(f)  "Entity"  includes  any  public  agency,  authority,  board,  bureau,  or  district,  any 
municipality,  city,  county,  city  and  county,  and  municipal  Kirporation  engaged  in 
the  generation,  development,  distribution  or  sale  of  electric  power,  or  any  individual, 
association  of  individuals,  partnership,  company  or  corporation  which  is  a  public  utility 
and  which  is  engaged  in  the  generation,  development,  distribution  or  sale  of  electric 
power. 

PART  2.  FORMATION 

Sec.  0.  Any  area  or  areas  of  land  within  this  State,  whether  contiguous  or  not, 
may  be  formed  into  a  rural  power  district  pursuant  to  this  act. 

Skc.  C.  A  petition  of  formation  of  a  district  must  be  presented  to  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  principal  county  of  the  proposed  district. 

Sec.  7.    A  petition  of  formation  shall : 

(a)  Describe  the  name  and  boundaries  of  the  proposed  district. 

(b)  Contain  a  general  description  of  the  improvements  proposed  to  be  acquired, 
constructed,  operated  or  maintained. 

(c)  Include  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  proposed  improvements,  including  all 
incidental  expenses  in  connection  therewith. 

(d)  Include  a  request  that  an  election  be  called  in  the  proposed  district  fur  the  pur- 
pose of  submitting  to  the  qualified  electors  thereof  the  proposition  of  forming  the  dis- 
trict and  incurring  indebtedness,  by  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  of  such  district,  to  pay  the 
costs  and  expenses  of  the  proposed  improvements. 

(e)  Be  signed  by  the  owners  of  not  less  than  15  percent  of  the  assessed  value  of  all 
taxable  property  within  the  proposed  district,  as  shown  on  the  last  general  tax  rolls 
of  each  county  within  which  the  proposed  district,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  located. 

Skc.  8.  The  petition  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  map  showing  the  extericr  bounda- 
ries of  the  proposed  district,  with  relation  to  the  territory  immediately  contiguous 
thereto,  and  contain  a  general  description  of  the  proposed  iniprox  eniont. 

Sec.  9.  There  shall  also  be  filed  with  the  petition  a  good  and  siiHicient  undertaking, 
to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  in  double  the  amount  of  the  probable  cost 
of  forming  the  district,  conditioned  that  the  sureties  shall  pay  the  cost  in  case  the 
formation  of  the  district  is  not  effected.

If  an  officer,  agent,  or  employee  of  the  district  is  held  liable  for  any  act 
or  omission  in  his  official  capacity,  except  in  case  of  actual  fraud  or  actual  malice,  and 
any  judgment  is  rendered  thereon,  the  district  shall  pay  the  judgment  without  obliga- 
tion for  repayment  by  the  officer,  agent,  or  employee.

The  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  denominations  as  the  board  may 
determine,  except  that  no  bonds  shall  be  of  a  less  denomination  than  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100),  nor  greater  than  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 

Sec.  175.  The  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  and  counter- 
signed by  the  auditor  of  the  principal  county,  and  the  seal  of  the  district  shall  be 
affixed  thereto. 

Sec.  170.  The  interest  coupons  of  the  bonds  shall  be  numbered  consecutively  and 
signe<l  by  the  auditor  of  (he  principal  county  by  his  engrayed  or  lithographed  signature. 

Sec.  177.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  countersignature  appears  on  the 
bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease  to  be  an  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  bonds  to  the 
Durcha.-jer.  the  signature  or  countersignature  shall  be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes 
the  same  as  if  the  officer  remained  in  office  until  the  delivery  of  the  bonds. 

Sec.  17S.  The  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer 
of  the  principal  county  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  payment  of  principal 
and  interest  on  bonds  of  the  county. 

Sec.  179.  The  powers  conferred  on  the  district  board  in  this  article  are,  insofar 
as  they  may  be  necessary  with  respect  to  the  authorization  of  bunds  in  connection 
with  tiie  formation  of  a  district,  conferred  on  the  board  of  superrisors  of  the  county 
in  which  the  district  is  organized. 

Article  2.    Additional  Bond  Issues 

Sec.  185.  Whenever  the  board  deems  it  necessary  for  the  district  to  incur  ■ 
bonded  indebtedness  in  addition  to  that  incurred  at  the  time  of  the  formation  of  the 
district  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  the  district,  the  board  shall,  by  resolution,  so 
declare  and  state  the  proposition  to  be  submitted  to  the  electors,  the  purpose  for 
which  the  proposed  debt  is  to  be  incurred,  the  amount  of  the  debt  to  be  incurred,  the 
maximum  term  the  bonds  proposed  to  be  issued  shall  run  before  maturity,  which  shall 
not  exceed  40  years,  and  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid,  which  shall  not 
exceed  8  percent  per  year,  payable  semiannually. 

Sec.  186.  The  board  shall  then  fix  a  date  upon  which  an  election  shall  be  held 
for  the  purpose  of  authorizing  the  bonded  indebtedness  to  be  incurred,  and  shall  pro- 
ceed with  the  election  in  accordance  with  Part  9  of  this  act. 

Sec.  187.  If  at  the  election  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  are  in  favor  of  the 
incurring  of  the  bonded  indebtedness,  then  the  board  shall  enter  an  order  to  that 
effect  upon  its  minutes,  and  shall  thereupon  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue 
the  bonds  of  said  district  for  the  amount  voted,  payable  out  of  the  funds  of  the  district. 

Sec.  188.  The  provisions  contained  in  Parts  6  and  7  of  this  act,  relating  to  the 
form  of  bonds,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  bonds,  the  validation  thereof,  and  the  levying 
of  a  tax  for  the  principal  and  interest  thereof,  shall  apply  in  like  manner  to  any 
additional  bonds  voted  and  issued  as  provided  in  this  article. 

Article  3.    Refunding  Bonds 

Sec.  195.  The  board  may  issue  refunding  bonds  of  the  district  for  the  purpose 
of  refunding  any  or  all  outstanding  bonds  of  the  district. 

Sec.  196.  The  board  shall  by  resolution  determine  the  amount  of  the  outstand- 
ing bonds  to  be  refunded,  fix  the  maximum  amount  of  refunding  bonds  to  be  issued, 
the  maximum  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid  (which  shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  interest 
on  the  bonds  to  be  refunded),  and  the  number  of  years,  not  exceeding  30.  that  the 
refunding  l)onds  or  any  part  thereof  are  to  run. 

Sec.  197.  In  the  resolution  the  board  shall  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  district  the  question  whether  the  refunding  bonds  should  be 
issued. 

Sec.  198.  The  resolution  shall  fix  the  time  of  the  election,  establish  one  or  more 
voting  precincts,  designate  the  polling  place  or  places,  appoint  an  inspector,  judge, 
and  eierk  for  each  precinct,  and  fix  the  hours  during  the  day  in  which  the  polls  will  be 
open  and  the  manner  of  voting  for  and  against  the  issuance  of  the  refunding  bonds. 

Sec.  199.  In  all  particulars  not  set  forth  in  this  act  the  election  shall  be  held  and 
conducted  as  provided  in  Part  9  of  this  act. 

Sec.  200.  The  resolution  shall  be  published  twice  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circu- 
lation in  the  county  designated  by  the  hoard  for  that  purp'ose,  the  last  publication  to 
be  at  least  one  week  before  the  date  of  the  election.  No  other  notice  of  the  election 
need  be  given. 

Sec.  201.  If  at  the  election  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  are  in  favor  of  the  issuance 
of  the  refunding  bonds,  the  board  shall  be  authorized  to  issue  refunding  bonds  of  the 
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district  not  exceeding  the  niaxiiiium  amount  set  forth  in  the  resolution,  payable  out  of 
the  funds  of  the  district  to  be  provided  as  prescribed  in  Section  206. 

Sec.  202.  The  board  shall,  by  order  entered  in  its  minutes,  prescribe  the  form  of 
the  refunding  bonds  and  of  the  interest  coupons  to  be  attached,  and  fix  the  date  of 
the  refunding  bonds,  the  date  of  maturity,  and  the  rate  or  rates  of  interest  to  be  paid. 
The  bonds  and  the  interest  coupons  thereof  shall  be  signed  as  provided  in  Article  1  of 
this  part. 

Skc.  203.  Ketunding  bonds  may  be  exchanged  at  par  value  for  any  outstanding 
bonds  to  be  refunded  at  tlicir  par  value  or  less,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  board  and  the  holders  of  such  bonds,  subject  to  adjustment  of  accrued  interest 
to  the  date  of  exchange.  Any  moneys  recjuired  for  the  adjustment  of  interest  may  be 
paid  from  any  funds  of  the  district. 

Sec.  204.  In  lieu  of  the  exchange  for  outstanding  bonds,  the  refunding  bonds  may 
be  sold  by  the  board  for  cash  at  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds used  for  the  purchase  or  retirement  of  the  outstanding  bonds  upon  terms  agreed 
upon  by  the  board  and  the  holders  of  the  bonds,  but  not  to  exceed  par  and  accrued 
interest. 

Sec.  205.  Any  bonds  refunded  and  all  interest  coupons  appurtenant  thereto  shall 
be  canceled  immediately  by  the  county  treasurer.  Kxpenses  of  the  refunding  proceefl- 
ings  may  be  paid  from  any  funds  of  the  district. 

Sec.  206.    Taxes  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of  refunding  bonds  shall 
be  levied  on  all  taxable  property  within  the  district  as  provided  in  Part  6  of  this  act. 
Article  4.    Validation  of  Bonds 

Sec.  215.  As  soon  as  the  board  authorizes  the  i.ssuance  and  sale  of  bonds  it,  or  any 
owner  of  property  within  the  district,  may,  in  order  to  determine  that  the  bonds  are  or 
will  be  when  sold,  a  legal  obligation  of  the  district,  institute  a  proceeding  in  the 
superior  court  of  the  principal  county  of  the  district. 

Sec.  216.    The  complaint  shall  set  forth : 

(a)  That  on  a  specified  date,  bonds  of  the  district  were  authorized  by  the  board  to 
be  issued  and  sold. 

(b)  Sufficient  details  to  identify  the  bonds. 

(c)  The  amount  of  the  bonds. 

(d)  A  prayer  that  the  bonds  be  adjudged  a  valid  legal  obligation  of  the  district. 
Sec.  217.    The  summons  in  the  proceeding  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  court  may 

direct  and  shall  be  served  by  publishing  a  copy  thereof  once  a  week  for  four  weeks  in 
some  newspaper  of  geiic>ral  circulation  published  in  the  county. 

Sec.  218.  Within  .30  days  after  the  last  publication  is  completed  and  proof  of 
publication  has  been  filed  with  the  court,  any  person  interested  may  apjiear  and  answer 
the  complaint.  The  answer  shall  set  forth  the  facts  relied  upon  to  show  the  invalidity  of 
the  bonds. 

Sec.  219.  If  no  answer  is  filed  within  the  time,  the  court  shall  render  judgment 
decreeing  the  validity  of  the  district  and  of  the  bonds.  If  an  answer  is  filed  the  court 
shall  proceed  as  in  other  civil  cases. 

Sec.  220.  The  proceeding  is  in  rem  and  the  judgment  rendered  shall  be  conclusive 
against  all  persons  and  against  the  State  of  California.

The  holders  of  title,  or  evidence  of  title,  to  one-half  or  more  of  the  land 
sought  to  be  added  may  file  with  the  board  a  petition  in  writing  praying  that  the  land 
be  added  to  the  district. 

Sec.  233.  The  county  assessment  roll  last  equalized  at  the  time  the  petition  is  filed, 
shall  be  conclusive  evidence  as  to  the  holders  of  title,  or  evidence  of  title,  to  the  land. 

Sec.  234.  The  petition,  which  may  consist  of  any  number  of  separate  instruments, 
shall  set  forth  and  describe  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  addition,  and  pray  that  the 
land  within  the  boundaries  be  added  to  the  district.  It  shall  also  contain  a  general 
description  of  the  improvements  necessary  for  extending  the  existing  power  distribution 
and  transmission  system  of  the  district.

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Stc.  237.  rjjDii  Ulc  liliiiK  of  the  petitiDii,  the  board  shall  scl  a  liiii*'  for  the  hearing 
thereof,  which  shall  lie  not  less  than  15  and  not  more  than  'M  ilajs  from  the  date  the 
petition  is  filed. 

Skc.  238.  Notice  of  the  filing  of  the  petition  shall  he  niveu  hy  the  secretary  hy 
puhlishiuj;  at  least  once  a  week,  for  at  least  two  weeks,  in  a  newsijaper  printed,  puh- 
lislu-d  an(l  circulated  in  the  district  and  in  the  territory  souKht  lo  he  added,  a  notice 
I  hat  the  petition  has  heen  tiled,  uivinft  th<'  lime  set  f<ir  the  hearing,  and  I  hat  the  petition, 
together  with  all  written  protests  tileil  with  the  secretary  prior  to  ihe  time  set  for  the 
hearing,  will  he  heard  and  pa.ssed  upon  at  that  time,  and  that  all  persons  interested 
may  then  appear  and  he  heard.

Kor  the  purposes  of  the  election,  the  board,  in  its  resolution  or  ordinance, 
shall  establish  one  or  more  precincts  within  tlic  l«)U!idaries  of  the  district,  and  one  or 
more  precincts  within  the  boundaries  of  the  territory  sought  to  be  added,  designate  a 
polling  i)lace,  and  appoint  one  inspector,  one  judge  and  one  clerk  for  each  precinct.

"Property"  as  used  in  this  section  and  in  Section  292  includes  electric 
power  transmission  lines,  works,  facilities,  eciuipment,  and  all  other  property  both 
personal  and  real. 

Skc.  292.  The  board  may,  upon  the  dissolution  of  the  district,  sell  or  convey  all 
or  any  portion  of  the  property  of  the  dissolved  district,  or  any  portion  of  the  property 
which  was  acquired  for  the  district,  to  any  entity  or  entities  pursiniiit  to  I'art  T)  of 
this  act. 

PART  9.  ELECTIONS 

Sec.  300.  The  biennial  election  for  the  election  of  directors  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  May  in  each  second  year  after  the  formation  of  the  district.  This 
election  is  the  general  district  election. 

Sec.  301.  The  provisions  of  law  relating  to  the  manner  of  holding  and  conducting 
general  elections  for  the  election  of  state  and  county  officers  and  the  manner  of  nomi- 
nating county  officers,  as  far  as  applicable,  govern  all  district  elections,  except  wheu 
otherwise  provided  in  this  act.

Sec.  .304.  Any  elector  of  the  district  who  believes  that  the  votes  of  any  precinct 
have  not  been  correctly  counted  may  contest  the  election  in  the  manner  and  form  unil 
within  the  time  provided  by  general  law  for  contests  of  stale  and  county  elections.  The 
general  law  relating  to  election  contests  and  the  recounting  of  ballots  cast  at  general 
state  and  county  elections  is  applicable,  so  far  as  practicable,  to  contest  of  district 
elections  and  the  recounting  of  ballots. 

Sec.  30.5.  By  ordinance  the  board  may  provide  that  any  election  in  the  district 
shall  be  conducted  between  1  p.m.  and  C  p.m.  and  may  provide  that  the  election  officers 
shall  be  one  iiis|»eclor,  one  judge,  and  one  clerk.

The  canvass  shall  be  made 
in  public  and  by  opening  the  returns  and  estimating  the  vote,  and  declaring  the  result 
iif  the  election. 

Sec.  .307.  As  soon  as  the  result  is  declared,  the  clerk  shall  enter  in  the  record  of 
the  board  a  statement  of  the  result,  showing  : 

(a)  The  whole  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  district. 

(I))  The  i)roposition  or  the  names  of  the  persons  voted  for. 

(c)  The  offices  voted  for. 

(d)  The  number  of  votes  given  in  each  precinct  to  each  person  or  for  and  against 
any  proposition. 

Sec.  f?OS.  The  board  shall  declare  elected  the  person  having  the  highest  number  of 
votes  given  for  each  office.  The  clerk  shall  immediately  make  out  and  deliver  to  each 
person  elected  a  certificate  of  election,  signed  by  him  and  authenticated  with  the  seal 
of  the  board. 

Sec.  .309.  If  a  district  election  has  been  conducted  fairly  and  in  substantial  con- 
formity with  the  requirements  of  this  division,  it  is  not  invalidated  by  any  informality 
in  its  conduct."

This  bill  appropriates  $26,000  from  the  Postwar  I'nemployment  and  Construction 
Fund  to  be  allocated  to  cities  recently  incorporated,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the 
State's  share  of  the  cost  of  plans,  sites  and  rights  of  way  under  Chapter  47,  Statutes 
1944.  It  carries  an  urgency  clause  reciting  that  these  newly  incorporated  cities  would 
be  benefitted  by  this  act  as  they  are  in  urgent  need  of  public  health  and  sanitation 
facilities.

1.  The  Senate  Interim  Committee  on  a  State-Wide  System  of  Beaches  and  Parks  is 
hereby  created  and  authorized  and  directed  to  ascertain,  study  and  analyze  all  facts 
relating  to  the  establishment,  extension,  development  and  maintenance  of  a  state-wide 
system  of  beaches  and  iiarUs  and  recreational  areas  and  activities,  includin-;  but  not 
limited  to  the  study  of  public  beaches,  public  parks,  and  recreational  areas  and  activ- 
ities, roadside  rest  spots,  riding  and  hiking  trails,  rest  and  comfort  facilities  for 
vacationers  and  travelers,  the  planting  and  maintaining  of  roadside  trees  by  the 
Division  of  Forestry  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  present  holdings  of 
the  Division  of  Beaches  and  Parks,  the  purposes,  policies,  and  operations  of  such 
division  and  of  the  State  Park  Commission  and  the  Recreation  Commission,  and  the 
evaluation  of  the  costs  of  the  present  system  of  beaches  and  parks  and  recreational 
activities  of  such  agencies,  the  projected  exjiansion  of  such  system  and  of  suggested 
changes  therein  and  the  study  and  analysis  of  the  income  and  revenues  received 
from  any  sources  or  activities  available  for  such  purposes,  and  the  use  and  disposition 
thereof,  and  of  such  additional  revenues  which  would  be  required  in  connection  with 
the  financing  of  any  such  state-wide  system  including  but  not  limited  to  the  operation, 
effect,  administration,  enforcement  and  needed  revision  of  any  and  all  laws  in  any  way 
bearing  upon  or  relating  to  the  subject  of  this  resolution,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the 
Senate,  including  in  the  reports  its  recommendations  for  appropriate  legislation. 

2.  The  committee  shall  consist  of  five  Members  of  the  Senate  appointed  by  the  rules 
committee  thereof.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  committee  shall  be 
filled  by  the  appointing  power. 

3.  The  committee  is  authorized  to  act  during  this  session  of  the  Legislature,  includ- 
ing any  recess,  and  after  final  adjournment  until  the  commencement  of  the  1955 
Regular  Session,  with  auihority  to  file  its  final  report  not  later  than  the  fifteenth 
legislative  day  after  the  end  of  the  constitutional  recess  of  that  session. 
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4.  The  committee  and  its  members  shall  have  and  exercise  all  of  the  rights,  duties 
and  powers  conferred  upon  investigating  committees  and  their  members  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Joint  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  and  of  the  Standing  Rules  of 
the  Senate  as  they  are  adopted  and  amended  from  time  to  time  at  this  session,  which 
provisions  are  incorporated  herein  and  made  applicable  to  this  committee  and  its 
members. 

5.  The  committee  has  the  following  aclditional  powers  and  duties  : 

(a)  To  select  a  chairman  and  a  vice-thiiirnian  from  its  membership. 

(b)  To  contract  with  such  other  agencies,  public  or  private,  as  it  deems  necessary  for 
the  rendition  and  affording  of  such  services,  facilities,  studies  and  reports  to  the  com- 
mittee as  will  best  assist  it  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  created. 

(c)  To  cooperate  with  and  secure  the  cooperation  of  county,  city,  city  and  county, 
and  other  local  law  enforcement  agencies  in  investigating  any  matters  within  the  scope 
of  this  resolution  and  to  direct  the  sheriff  of  any  county  to  serve  subpenas,  orders  and 
other  process  issued  by  the  committee. 

(d)  To  report  its  findings  and  reconiniendatious  to  the  Legislature  and  to  the  people 
from  time  to  time  and  at  any  time,  not  later  than  herein  provided. 

(e)  To  travel  or  meet  within  the  United  States  and  Canada  for  the  purpose  of  get- 
ting information  relative  to  the  subject  matter  of  this  resolution. 

(f)  To  do  any  and  all  other  things  necessary  or  convenient  to  enable  it  fully  and 
adequately  to  exercise  its  powers,  perform  its  duties,  and  accomplish  the  objects  and 
purposes  of  this  resolution. 

6.  The  sum  of  twenty  thou.sand  dollars  (?20.(HX))  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary  is  hereby  made  available  from  the  Contingent  Fund  of  the  Senate  for  the 
expenses  of  the  committee  and  its  members  and  for  any  charges,  expenses  or  claims  it 
may  incur  under  this  resolution,  to  be  paid  from  the  said  contingent  fund  and  disbursed, 
after  certificati<m  by  the  chairman  of  the  <  oniniillce,  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  State 
Controller  upon  the  State  Treasurer.

Dear  Senator  Powers  :  We  have  on  the  Senate  File  today  a  total  of  88  measures, 
omittinc  the  Inactive  File.  We  have  remaining  30  calendar  days.  If  we  subtract  Satur- 
days and  Sundays,  we  have  22  days  remaining.  This  is  the  ninety-first  calendar  day. 

Last  session,  from  the  ninetieth  calendar  day  to  the  last  day  of  the  session,  Senate 
coniniittocs  reported  out  for  action  924  measures.  Assuming  that  they  will  report  out 
the  same  number  during  the  remaining  days  of  this  session,  and  adding"the  88  on  today's 
File  means  that  we  have  1,012  measures  to  act  on  in  the  remaining  22  days,  or  an 
average  of  46  roll  calls  per  day  from  now  to  the  end  of  the  session.  In  addition,  there 
will  l)e  roll  calls  on  the  adoption  of  urgency  clauses,  confirmation  of  appointments, 
concurrence  in  amendments,  and  adoption  or  rejection  of  conference  reports.  We  might 
safely  estimate  an  average  of  5.^  roll  calls  per  day  for  the  balance  of  the  session. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  last  session,  Senate  committees  returned  to  the  Senate  1,426 
bills  without  recommendation.  '

MESSAGES  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR

Sacramento,  California 
Greetings  :  1  am  returning  herewith,  without  my  signature, 

Senate  Bill  No.  28,  entitled:  "An  act  to  amend  Sections  117-j,  117-k,  and 
117-/  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  relating  to  appeals  from  small  claims  courts." 
My  objections  to  this  bill  are  as  follows: 

This  bill  gives  the  plaintiff  in  a  small  claims  court  the  right  of  appeal.  Under  exist- 
ing law  only  the  defendant  has  this  right. 

"The  small  claims  court  was  established  many  years  ago  to  provide  an  expeditious, 
simple,  and  economical  court  for  the  determination  of  claims  involving  small  amounts. 
It  was  designed  to  give  litigants  with  limited  means  a  court  where  their  disputes  could 
be  quickly  settled  at  small  expense.  To  do  this  two  principal  changes  from  ordinary 
court  procedure  were  provided  :  the  plaintiff  was  denied  the  right  of  appeal  and  attor- 
neys were  barred  from  rei)resenting  either  party.  This  bill  would  remove  one  of  these 
distinctive  provisions.  To  this  extent  it  would  break  down  the  advantages  and  the  dis- 
tinctive features  of  the  small  claims  court. 

It  is  not  unreasonable,  in  the  interest  of  economical  and  rapid  disposition  of  cases 
to  limit  the  plaintiff  to  the  decision  of  the  trial  court.  He  chooses  this  court  as  he  has 
the  option  to  bring  his  action  under  small  claims  or  ordinary  procedure.  In  choosing  this 
summary  and  cheaper  proceeding  he  waives  the  possibility  of  appeal  if  be  is  not  satisfied 
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with  the  decision  at  the  trial.  This  is  not  true  of  the  defendant  who  has  no  choice  and  is 
brought  into  the  small  claims  court  against  his  will.  It  would  be  considered  unreason- 
able to  deny  him  the  right  of  appeal  as  obviously  he  has  had  no  discretion  and  has 
waived  nothing  to  secure  an  advantage  for  himself. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  to  me  by  the  Chief  Justice  of  our  Supreme  Court  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Administration  of  Justice  of  the  State  Har  that  this 
measure  could  reasonably  be  expected  to  add  greatly  to  the  congestion  of  our  superior 
court  calendars.  A  large  increase  in  appeals  might  result  from  this  bill  thus  taking 
up  a  great  deal  of  the  time  of  our  superior  courts  with  small  claims  matters. 

Our  small  claims  courts  have  for  many  years  met  a  real  need  and  have  been  of  sub- 
stantial benefit  to  our  people.  I  do  not  believe  these  benefits  should  be  even  partially 
nullified.

Dear  Senator  Hatfield  :  "We  have  your  request  asking  us  whether 
Senate  Constitutional  Amendment  27  as  amended  in  Senate  May  7, 
1953,  permits  persons  other  than  the  15  named  in  the  petition  to  file  as 
candidates  for  members  of  a  county  board  of  freeholders  to  formulate 
a  new  charter. 

In  our  opinion  S.C.A.  27  provides  for  the  election  of  county  freeholders 
by  nomination  and  not  by  the  petition  for  the  drafting  of  a  charter. 

The  existing  constitutional  provision  reads : 

"Candidates  for  election  as  members  of  said  board  of  freeholders 
shall  be  nominated  by  petition,  substantially  in  the  same  manner 
as  may  be  provided  by  general  law  for  the  nomination,  by  petition 
of  electors,  of  candidates  for  county  offices,  to  be  voted  for  at  general 
elections. ' ' 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  eliminates  the  provisions  for 
nomination  by  petition  and  provides  that  the  candidates  shall  be  nomi- 
nated substantially  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  general  law  for 
the  nomination  of  candidates  for  county  offices.

tion of  which  should  not  wait  the  linal  enactment  of  the  I'.udget  Hill. 

In  addition  to  the  importance  of  determining  the  economic  feasibility  of  a  barrier, 
or  harriers,  across  San  Francisco  liay,  an  emergency  appropriation  at  this  time  would 
make  possible  a  study  of  the  salinity  problem  in  the  bay  and  delta  areas  during  the  low 
water  season  this  coming  summer. 

I  have  not  had  a  full  opportunity  to  study  the  provisions  of  this  bill  but  I  would 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Water  Project  .\uthority  is  an  agency  of  limited 
and  defined  powers  in  the  field  of  water  conservation.  If  the  proposed  study  is  to 
include  a  study  of  transportation  and  industrial  purposes  it  may  be  necessary  to 
enlarge  the  functions  of  the  authority  to  conform  to  the  duties  intended  to  be  imposed 
on  it.  The  (piestion  of  whether  tliis  can  done  as  an  urgency  mi  asure  poses  a  constitu- 
tional question  which  should  be  considered  by  the  I/Cgislature.  It  is  ray  opinion  that 
these  things  should  be  the  subject  of  inquiry  in  the  proposed  stuily. 

I  therefore  recommend  consideration  of  Assembly  I'ill  Xo.  .")27  as  an  emergency 
measure.

OPINION  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  COUNSEL

Senate  BUI  No.  .558— No.  8425 
Dear  Senator  O'Gara:  With  respect  to  Senate  Bill  Xo.  558  as 
amended  in  the  Senate  April  9,  195.3,  you  ask  the  following  questions: 

1.  Does  the  bill  effectively  provide  for  the  collection  of  tolls? 

2.  Does  it  appropriate  these  tolls  so  as  to  give  any  one  authority  to 
withdraw  them  from  the  State  Treasury  to  pay  interest  and  principal 
on  Golden-Gate  Bridge  Bonds  or  to  pay  expenses  incurred  in  operating 
and  maintaining  the  bridge? 

The  bill  provides,  among  other  things,  that  upon  the  inclusion  of  the 
bridge  in  the  State  Highway  System  the  California  Toll  Bridge  Au- 
thority shall  ex  officio  become  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Golden  Gate 
Bridge  and  Highway  District  and  shall  be  vested  with  the  duties,  powers 
and  responsibilities  of  the  existing  board,  "except  as  modified  by  this 
chapter."  The  duties  thus  imposed  on  the  authority  would  include  the 
duty  to  fix  such  tolls  as  will  pay  the  operating  expenses  of  the  district. 
l)rovide  for  repairs  and  depreciation  of  works,  pay  the  interest  on  bonded 
indebtedness  of  the  district,  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of 
the  principal  of  such  indebtedness  and  provide  an  emergency  fund. 
(S.  &  H.  C.  27281). 
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The  disposition  to  bo  made  of  tlie  tolls  so  collected  is  derived  from 
proposed  Section  .'!1004,  which  provides,  in  part: 

"At  the  same  time  the  authority  shall  assume  control  of  all  prop- 
erties, real  and  personal,  all  monies,  funds  and  other  assets  of  the 
district,  and  all  monies  and  funds  of  the  district  shall  be  transferred 
into  the  State  Treasury,  kept  in  separate  funds,  except  that  any 
fund  required  to  be  kept  in  other  depositaries  by  provision  of  any 
bond  resolution  or  indenture  shall  be  deposited  as  required  there- 
under." 

It  is  plain  from  this  provision  that  all  money  and  funds  of  the  district 
which  are  not  re(|uired  by  provision  of  a  bond  resolution  or  indenture  to 
be  kept  in  some  other  place  shall,  as  of  the  date  the  district  assumes 
control  of  the  bridfje,  be  deposited  in  the  State  Treasury.  Tt  can  then  be 
argued  that  neither  this  provision  nor  any  other  provision  of  the  bill 
covers  revenues  accruinfr  from  tolls  collected  subsefjuent  to  that  date. 

However,  as  previously  mentioned,  the  Toll  Hridp:e  Authority,  upon 
the  inclusion  of  the  bridj^e  into  the  State  Ili'^ihway  System,  will  be  vested 
with  all  duties,  powers,  and  res])onsibilities  of  the  board  including  the 
power  and  duty  to  levy  and  collect  tolls  and  to  set  aside  in  separate 
funds  out  of  the  tolls  a  sufficient  sum  to  accomplish  the  five  matters 
specified  in  subdivisions  (a)  to  (e)  to  Section  27281  of  the  Streets  and 
Iligiiways  Code.  Since  the  provision  requiring  the  transfer  of  di.strict 
money  into  the  State  Treasury  contained  in  proposed  Section  31004 
quoted  above  requires  the  money  to  be  kept  in  .separate  funds  in  the  State 
TrcMsury,  and  since  the  authority  has  the  statutory  duty  to  set  aside  the 
tolls  in  separate  funds  (S.  &  TI.C\  27300),  it  appears  clear  that  the  Legis- 
lature intended  that  special  funds  be  created  in  the  State  Treasury  ana 
that  the  tolls  be  deposited  in  those  funds. 

We  l)eli(>ve  therefore  that  tlie  tolls  collected  by  the  authority  would 
be  re{]uired  to  be  dei^osited  in  separate  funds  in  the  State  Treasury.  Once 
so  d(>))osited  the  money  cannot  be  withdrawn  from  the  treasury  except 
pursuant  to  an  ai)propri;ition  made  by  law  and  ujion  warrants  drawn  by 
the  State  Controller  (Const.,  Sec.  22,  Art.  TV).  The  only  language  in  the 
hill  which  could  conceivably  constitute  an  appropriation  within  the  mean- 
ing of  this  constitutioiuil  provision  is  that  portion  of  proposed  Section 
31002  which  provides: 

"The  cost  of  maintaining  and  operating  the  toll  bridge,  and  the 
approaches  thereto  that  are  not  on  the  effective  date  of  this  section 
in  the  State  Highway  System,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  tolls  and 
revenues  received  from  the  use  and  operation  of  the  bridge." 

While  no  .set  form  of  words  is  essential  for  an  appropriation  (Humbert 
V.  Dunn,  84  Cal.  57),  there  must  be  a  setting  aside  of  a  si)ecified  sum  of 
money  for  a  specified  object  in  such  a  manner  that  specified  officers  are 
authorized  to  use  that  money  and  no  more  for  the  specified  purpose 
{Ryan  v.  Tiiley,  65  Cal.  App.  181) .  We  do  not  believe  the  language  quoted 
above  meets  this  test  since,  as  we  see  it,  the  provision  merely  designates 
the  money  from  which  specified  expenses  shall  be  paid  when,  as  and  if  it 
is  collected,  deposited  in  the  State  Treasury  and  made  available  for  use 
by  valid  future  appropriation. 
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We  therefore  believe  that  if  the  bill  as  amended  in  Senate  April  9,  1953, 
should  become  law,  the  tolls  collected  after  the  bridge  is  included  in  the 
State  Highway  System  could  not  be  used  for  maintaining  or  operating 
a  bridge  or  paying  the  other  expenses  mentioned  in  your  question,  unless 
they  were  appropriated  for  that  purpose  in  a  budget  bill  or  special 
appropriation  bill.  This  conclusion  is  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  the 
amendment  to  the  bill  adopted  in  Senate  April  2,  1953,  deleted  from  pro- 
posed Section  31004  specific  authority  to  expend  the  money  deposited  in 
the  separate  funds  in  the  State  Treasury.

Golden  Gate  Bridge — No.  8456 
Question 

Dear  Senator  0  'Gara  :  You  have  asked,  if  Senate  Bill  No.  558  passed 
in  its  present  form,  what  appropriations  are  available  under  existing 
law  for  maintaining  and  operating  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  its 
approaches;  and  if  such  other  existing  appropriations  are  insufilcient 
to  take  care  of  the  other  purposes  for  which  they  are  available,  plus  the 
bridge  and  approaches,  whether  the  money  for  the  bridge  can  be  obtained 
without  additional  legislation. 

Opinion 

In  our  opinion  money  in  the  State  Highway  Fund  available  for  general 
administration  purposes  and  maintenance  of  state  highways,  pursuant 
to  Section  186  of  the  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  may  be  used  to  meet 
the  initial  expense  of  maintaining  and  operating  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge, 
but  the  bill  requires  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  be  reimbursed 
for  such  expenditures  out  of  the  tolls  and  revenues  received  from  the 
use  and  operation  of  the  bridge.  If  the  maintenance  money  in  the  State 
Highway  Fund  is  insufficient  to  meet  such  expenditures,  money  for  the 
bridge  cannot  be  obtained  without  additional  legislation  (see  our  opinion 
to  you  under  Request  Xo.  8425,  dated  April  9, 1953) . 

Analysis 

S.B.  558,  as  amended  in  Senate  April  2,  1953,  declares  the  Golden 
Gate  Bridge  and  its  approaches  to  be  a  part  of  the  State  Highway  Sys- 
tem, requires  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  maintain  and  operate 
the  bridge  and  approaches,  and  requires  the  cost  of  such  maintenance 
and  operation  to  be  paid  out  of  tolls  and  revenues  (S.  &  H.  C.  31002). 
The  bill,  however,  recognizes  that  the  department  will  be  required  to 
make  expenditures  prior  to  the  receipt  of  tolls,  since,  under  Section 
31005  of  the  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  the  California  Toll  Bridge 
Authority  (which  is  substituted  for  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Golden 
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Gate  Bridpe  and  Highway  District  as  the  governing  body  of  said  dis- 
trict) is  required  to  reimburse  the  department  for  all  expenses  incurred 
by  It,  and  such  reimbursement  is  required  to  be  paid  into  the  State  High- 
way Fund  and  to  be  credited  to  the  portion  of  said  fund  from  which 
such  expenses  were  paid.  The  bill  is  silent  as  to  what  portion  of  the  State 
Highway  Fund  such  expenses  will  be  paid,  but,  since  no  special  pro- 
vision is  made,  and  since  the  bridge  and  approaches  are  made  part  of 
the  State  Highway  System,  we  believe  that  such  expenditures  could 
properly  be  made  from  the  money  available  for  general  administration 
purposes  and  maintenance  of  state  highways  under  Section  186  of  the 
Streets  and  Highways  Code.  Such  expenditures,  of  course,  would  be 
required  to  be  reimbursed  as  soon  as  tolls  and  revenues  from  the  bridge 
are  available  for  that  purpose. 

The  answer  to  the  second  part  of  your  question  is  contained  in  our 
opinion  to  you  under  Request  No.  8425,  dated  April  9,  1953  ;  that  is,  that 
the  bill  itself  does  not  make  any  money  available  for  payment  of  the 
cost  of  maintaining  and  operating  the  bridge  and  approaches.

Dear  Mr.  Berry  :  This  acknowledges  with  tiianks  your  letter  of  April 
11  last,  raising  certain  questions  with  respect  to  Senate  Bill  558  as 
amended  in  the  Senate  on  April  2nd. 

Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  opinion  52/191  dealing  with  the  same  subject 
matter.  In  his  request  for  that  opinion.  Senator  McCarthy  attached  a 
draft  of  proposed  legislation  which  Senate  Bill  558,  as  originally  intro- 
duced, substantially  followed.  We  have  examined  the  bill  as  amended 
in  tlie  Senate  on  April  2  and  find  no  constitutional  objection  to  it. 

You  have  asked  how  the  money  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  High- 
way District  wliieh  is  transferred  to  tlie  State  Treasurer  may  be  released 
for  expenditure.  It  will  be  noted  that  all  of  tlie  funds  of  the  District 
are  not  required  to  be  transferred  to  the  State  Treasury  since  the  bill 
specifically  excepts  tliose  funds  which  are  required  to  be  kept  in  other 
depositaries  under  tlie  provisions  of  the  bond  resolution  or  indenture. 
Section  27185  of  the  Streets  and  Highways  Code  authorizes,  among  other 
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things,  the  board  of  directors  to  deposit  all  or  any  part  of  the  District's 
funds  in  the  State  Treasury,  to  be  paid  out  by  the  State  Treasurer  upon 
warrants  of  the  District.  Moreover,  section  31002  of  the  bill  provides  that 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  maintain  and  operate  the  bridge 
and  that  such  costs  shall  be  paid  out  of  bridge  tolls  and  revenues.  Under 
section  31005  the  Toll  Bridge  Authority,  as  the  directorate  of  the  District, 
would  be  required  to  reimburse  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  all 
expenses  which  the  latter  thus  incurs.  Such  reimbursement  shall  be  paid 
into  the  the  State  Highway  Fund  and  "credited  to  the  portion  of  said 
fund  from  which  said  expenses  were  paid. "  In  other  words,  these  sections 
contemplate  that  the  State  Highway  Fund  may  be  used  by  the  Depart- 
ment to  defray  the  cost  of  maintaining  and  operating  the  bridge  and  the 
State  Highway  Fund  is  to  be  reimbursed  for  such  expense  from  bridge 
tolls  and  revenues  (cf.  Streets  and  Highways  Code  180-206). 

In  the  second  paragraph  of  your  letter  you  ask  if  the  contractual  rights 
of  the  bondholders  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  Highway  District 
would  be  impaired  in  the  event  the  funds  of  the  District  are  impounded 
in  the  State  Treasury.  We  find  nothing  in  the  bill  which  impairs  the  con- 
tractual relationship  between  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  Highway  Dis- 
trict and  the  holders  of  its  bonds.  As  noted  above,  the  bill  specifies  that 
funds  shall  be  deposited  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  bond  resolution 
or  indenture.  It  should  also  be  remembered  that  the  bill  does  not  abolish 
the  District  as  a  legal  entity  merely  because  it  provides  for  a  change  in 
the  personnel  of  the  board  of  directors. 

You  also  inquire  whether  California  by  legislative  act  or  otherwise  has 
ever  acquired  "a  completed  public  project  of  any  political  subdivision  or 
assumed  any  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  and  or  other  financial 
obligations. "  We  are  unaware  of  any  such  statute  or  act  of  the  executive 
branch  of  the  State  in  such  respect.  Although  it  does  not  fall  preci-sely 
within  the  language  of  the  question  you  have  asked,  attention  is  invited  to 
Statutes  of  1919,  Chapter  556,  under  which  the  Legislature  appropriated 
money  in  the  State  Treasury  to  alleviate  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the 
Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  Drainage  District  with  respect  to  the  Sut- 
ter-Butte By-Pass  Assessment  Xo.  6.  This  legislation  is  discussed  and 
was  upheld  in  Sacramento  etc.  Drainage  District  v.  Riley,  199  Cal.  668. 
The  State  has  acquired  the  completed  projects  of  private  corporations 
such  as  the  San  Mateo-IIayward  Bridge,  the  Dumbarton  Bridge  and  the 
Carquinez  Bridge.  In  those  cases  the  acquisitions  were  made  through  the 
sale  of  bonds  of  the  Toll  Bridge  Authority,  the  proceeds  of  which  were 
paid  to  the  private  owners  in  payment  for  the  bridges,  free  and  clear  of 
outstanding  obligations.  The  private  owners  discharged  their  own  obli- 
gations to  their  respective  bondholders. 

If  there  is  any  other  aspect  of  this  matter  on  which  j'ou  desire  to  be 
advised  we  shall  be  glad  to  assist  you  in  every  way  possible.

The  authority, 
immediately  when  this  law  becomes  effective,  shall  petition  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  to  eiiiicl  legislation,  the  effect  of  which  shall  be  to  remove  all  such  restrictions 
in  the  federal  l.'iw  and  which  legislMtioii  will  provide  that  tolls  from  the  existing  toll 
bridge  shall  lie  used  exclusively  for  tlie  construction  of  northern  and  southern  cross- 
ings anil  the  approaches  leading  to  such  crossings  and  the  cost  of  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  existing  toll  bridge,  northern  and  southern  crossings  and  the  ap- 
proaches leading  to  such  bridge  and  northern  and  southern  crossings,  and  which 
legislation  will  further  iirovide  that  the  present  loll  bridge  and  the  northern  and 
southern  crossings  shall  be  toll  free  if  and  when  all  the  interest  and  all  tiie  principal 
of  all  loans  and  revenue  bonds  to  accomplish  the  improvements  described  in  this  article 
and  such  operation  and  maintenance  thereof  shall  have  been  paid  in  full. 

.■!070(!.  In  connection  with  any  new  crossing  the  authority  may  refund  any  out- 
standing bonds  on  the  existing  bridge  and  issue  new  bonds  secured  by  the  revenues 
of  the  existing  bridge  and  any  new  crossing  or  crossings  to  be  constructed.  In  the  event 
all  bonds  on  the  existing  bridge  are  rejiaid  and  retired  before  the  issuance  of  new 
bonds  for  such  inirposes.  the  authority  shall  continue  to  collect  tolls  at  approximately 
the  present  rales,  subject  to  its  power  to  adjust  rates  of  toll  to  correct  inequities 
or  facilitate  operation  of  the  bridge.  Toll  revenues  so  collected  shall  be  accumulated 
in  the  State  Treasury  and.  stibject  to  other  provisions  of  law,  shall  be  available  to 
the  anthority  for  investment  by  it  as  jirovided  by  the  California  Toll  Bridge  Authority 
Act  and  for  the  pl;niiiing  anil  financing  of  such  additional  crossing  or  crossings.  Any 
amounts  accnmul.ited  may  be  pledged  by  the  authority  in  connection  with  the  issuance 
anil  sale  of  any  new  bonds. 

■30707.  Except  as  may  be  in  conflict  with  bonds  outstanding  on  the  effective  date 
hereof,  from  and  after  said  effective  date  the  cost  of  physical  maintenance,  operation 
and  insurance  of  the  existing  bridge  and  any  additional  crossings  shall  be  paid  from 
toll  revenues.  The  Department  of  Public  Works,  however,  shall  return  quarterly  to 
the  funds  into  which  revenues  of  the  existing  bridge  and  any  new  crossings  are  paid 
an  amount  representing  the  fuel  tax  collected  from  vehicles  traversing  the  same,  com- 
puted by  assuming  the  nse  of  one-half  gallon  of  motor  vehicle  fuel  per  vehicle  crossing 
said  bridge  or  additional  crossings.  The  amounts  so  paid  by  the  department  shall  be 
charged  to  expenditures  for  maintenance  of  state  highways. 

30708.  In  the  event  outstanding  bonds  on  the  effective  date  hereof  prohibit  com- 
pliance with  Section  30707,  by  requiring  maintenance  costs  to  be  paid  from  other  than 
i)ridge  revenues,  such  costs  shall  continue  to  be  paid  in  the  manner  required  on  the 
effective  date  of  this  section,  but  adjustments  shall  be  made  at  the  time  any  new, 
additional  or  refunding  lionds  are  issued  to  provide  the  payment  from  toll  revenues 
of  the  amounts  required  by  Section  30707.

parking),  broken  sUin,  and  insect  pests;  and  free  from  appreciable  damage  caused  by 
liml)  rul),  spray  burn,  sun  scald,  russeting.  drought  si)ot,  hail  mark,  frost  injury, 
internal  browning,  apple  scab,  flyspeck  fungus  and  other  diseases,  insect  pests,  sun 
spots,  and  other  defecls. 

(c)  The  "C"  grade  consists  of  properly  matured  apples  of  one  variety  which  are

(b)  Jonatlian  siiol  and/or  Baldwin  spot,  when  affecting  apples  of  the  Newtown 
Pipi)in  and  Bellclleur  varieties  if  no  more  than  2.5  percent,  by  count,  of  such  apples  in 
any  one  cimtainer  or  l)ulk  lot  are  affec'led  by  no  more  than  three  spots  each  of  either 
or  bolli  <>f  such  defects.  .Ton.-itlian  spot  and/or  visible  Baldwin  spot  in  any  extent  are 
serious  in  all  other  varieties  of  apples. 

(c)  Sun  scabi  and  sjiray  burn,  where  there  is  no  blistering  or  cracking  of  the  skin 
or  where  the  flesh  is  not  seriously  di.scolored  or  injured. 

(d)  Hail  marks  or  frost  injury,  where  such  defects  do  not  cover  more  than  an 
aggregate  area  of  one-tenth  of  the  surface  of  the  apple  or  materially  deforms  or 
disfigures  the  fruit. 

(e)  Internal  browning,  which  can  not  be  detected  by  external  examination  or 
pressure. 

(f)  Scab  spots  on  any  one  apple  which  in  the  aggregate  do  not  exceed  one-half  of 
one  inch  in  diameter. 

(g)  Five  well  healed  case  bearer,  codlin  moth,  or  aphid  stings  on  an  apple,  none 
of  which  may  exceed  one-eighth  of  an  inch  in  diameter  exclusive  of  any  encircling 
green  ring.

(c>  Whenever  the  governing  body  of  a  city  or  county  finds,  or  if  prior  to  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  section  it  has  found,  by  resolution  that  one  or  more  uncompleted  public 
housing  projects,  or  that  some  uncompleted  part  of  a  public  housing  project,  located  on

Dear  Senator  I'owers:  Today  is  the  98th  calendar  day  of  this  session.  We  have, 
including  today,  2.'l  calendar  days  left.  Of  these  calendar  days,  there  are  three  Saturdays 
and  three  Sundnys.  Should  we  not  meet  on  any  of  these  days,  we  will  have  to  complete 
our  work  in  17  days. 

After  the  98th  calendar  day  of  the  session  of  1951,  we  met  on  two  Saturdays,  one 
of  them  being  the  last  day  of  the  .session. 

On  the  98lh  day  of  1951,  we  had  on  file  161  measures,  of  which  we  disposed  of  32 
on  that  day.  Today,  which  is  the  9Slh  day  of  this  session,  we  have  only  92  measures 
on  file. 

In  1951,  the  Budget  Bill  was  reported  correctly  enrolled  by  the  A.ssembly  on  June  14, 
and  approved  by  the  (Jovernor  on  the  same  day.  which  was  nine  days  before  adjourn- 
ment. Joint  Hufe  23  of  1951,  as  amended,  provided  that  "No  Senate  bill  shall  be  passed 
by  the  Senate  and  no  Assembly  bill  passed  by  the  Assembly  within  5  days  prior  to 
adjournment  except  by  permission  granted  by  a  three-fourths  vote  and  recommendation 
by  the  Committee  on  Rules"  allowing  4  days  for  passage  of  Senate  appropriation  bills 
after  the  Budget  was  passed.  This  year  Joint  Rule  23  provides  that  no  bill  originating 
in  either  house  shall  be  passed  by  that  house  within  ten  days  prior  to  adjournment. 

As  noted  before,  we  have  only  23  calendar  days  remaining.

In  order  to  extend  the  services  of  licensed  county  adoption  agencies  to  the  maximum 
number  of  counties  practicable  within  the  limits  of  funds  appropriated  therefor  the 
State  Department  of  Social  Welfare  may  license  a  county  adoption  agency  to  operate 
in  such  other  counties  in  the  general  area  of  the  agency  as  it  deems  conducive  to  the 
effective  and  efficient  administration  of  the  adoption  program. 

A  license  issued  to  a  county  agency  pursuant  to  this  section  constitutes  the  holder 
thereof  a  "county  adoption  agency,"  and  the  holder  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  "organiza- 
tion" within  the  meaning  of  this  code  and  of  Chapter  2,  Title  2,  I'art  3,  Division  1,  of 
the  Civil  Code.

Senate  Bill  No.  1711,  entitled.  "An  net  to  amend  Section  11732  of  the  Insur- 
ance (^«lp.  rolatini;  to  premium  rates  of  workmen's  compensation  insurance." 
My  objections  to  this  bill  are  as  follows  : 

For  almost  forty  years  the  State  has  fixed  minimum  premium  rates  for  workmen's 
conipeiisat ii>M  insurance  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  indiscriminate  rate  cutting  that 
wnulil  affect  the  .solvency  of  insurano'  carriers.  There  has  been  no  difficulty  in  admin- 
istering this  law  and  no  great  con\pl;iint  has  been  made  against  it  until  recently  when 
an  ••(fort  has  been  umde  to  include  in  the  minimum  rates  a  provision  for  profits  and 
contingencies.  This  bill  seeks  to  accomplish  that  purpose.  Neither  the  percentage  of 
profit  nor  the  kind  or  character  or  amount  of  contingencies  are  defined  in  the  bill,  nor 
are  standards  established  therein  for  the  guidance  of  the  Commissioner.  It  merely  pro- 
vides "such  premium  rates  shall  include  a  reasonable  margin  for  underwriting  profit 
and  contingencies."  There  can  be  no  (luestion  of  the  present  right  of  the  insurance  car- 
riers to  include  in  their  premium  rates  a  margin  for  both  profits  and  contingencies  as 
the  rates  now  fixed  by  the  Commissioner  are  minimum  rates,  but  there  is  no  sound 
reason  why  the  law  should  compel  them  to  do  so. 

If  this  bill  should  become  law.  it  would  not  only  be  necessary  for  the  Commissioner  to 
determine  what  profits  the  insurance  carriers  are  entitled  to,  but  it  would  subject 
him  to  constant  pressure  from  industry  for  an  increase  in  profits.  The  net  effect  of  the 
bill  would  be  to  raise  the  insurance  rates  for  workmen's  compensation  insurance  by 
several  million  dollars  annually,  not  through  competition  or  free  enterprise  but  by 
mandate  of  the  State.  It  is  argued  that  because  of  the  competitive  nature  of  the  business 
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as  a  practical  matter  the  minimum  rates  established  by  the  Commissioner  have  actually 
become  maximum  rates  in  practice.  This  is  not  convincing  because  the  carriers  have 
the  legal  right  to  include  in  their  rates  any  profits  they  desire.  It  is  also  argued  that 
approximately  thirty  states  in  the  Union  now  include  profits  and  contingencies  in  state 
rate  regulation,  but  I  am  advised  that  all  of  these  states  have  a  form  of  rate  regula- 
tion differing  from  that  in  California.  This  is  the  only  state  that  fixes  minimum  rates. 

Under  the  circumstances  I  am  of  the  opinion  it  is  not  in  furtherance  of  free  enter- 
prise to  fix  minimum  rates  in  this  manner  and  that  if  it  were,  there  are  no  standards  for 
the  guidance  of  the  Commissioner  in  determining  the  measure  of  profits  or  the 
character  or  amount  of  contingencies.

Dkar  Sknatok  Hatfield:  You  have  furnished  tis  with  a  copy  of  a 
doeument  entitled  "Consideration  of  the  Provisions  of  Senate  Bill  1657 
and  Assembly  liill  H(i3  Creatiiifr  a  Department  of  Water  Resources  Which 
Transfer  Functions  of  the  Attorney  (ieneral  to  a  'State  Water  Attor- 
ney' "  submitted  to  certain  legislators  by  Assistant  Attorney  General 
Thomas  V.  Martin. 

Yoti  ask  us  to  comment  on  that  portion  of  the  document  which  argues 
that  the  provisions  of  the  bills  mentioned  above  creating  a  State  Water 
Attorney  rejjresent  an  " uneon.stitutional  encroachment  upon  the  powers 
of  the  Attorney  (Jeneral." 

The  full  argument  of  the  Assistant  Attorney  General  on  this  constitu- 
tional point  is  set  forth  in  two  short  paragraphs  which  read  as  follows: 
"Under  Article  V.  Section  21  of  the  California  Constitution  it  is 
provided  that  'tlir  Attorney  (ieneral  shall  he  the  chief  law  officer  of 
the  Slate.'  The  provisions  of  this  present  bill  to  prohibit  the  Attor- 
ney General  from  representing  the  eomjionent  agencies  and  boards 
of  the  new  department  cuts  directly  across  this  constitutional  pro- 
vision and  takes  away  from  him,  as  the  chief  law  officer,  the  authority 
to  represent  or  to  appear  in  matters  involving  particular  entities  of 
the  State. 

"It  is  my  considered  opinion  that  insofar  as  this  bill  proposes  to 
deprive  the  Attorney  General  of  such  right  of  representation,  it  is 
an  unconstitutional  usurpation  of  his  power  as  Attorney  General." 
( Italics  added. ) 

The  argument  made  by  the  quoted  language  appears  to  be  that  because 
the  Constitution  refers  to  the  Attorney  General  as  the  chief  law  officer  of 
the  State,  the  Legislature  cannot  authorize  a  state  department  to  handle 
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its  legal  affairs  with  its  own  legal  staff  independent  of  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral. We  have  previously  considered  not  only  this  point  but  other  perti- 
nent constitutional  questions  in  our  opinion  to  you  under  the  heading  of 
"Legal  Staffs  of  State  Agencies — Xo.  1908."  We  see  nothing  in  the  argu- 
ment quoted  above  which  would  cause  us  to  change  our  opinion.  The 
pertinent  portion  of  our  previous  opinion,  which  states  our  view,  reads 
as  follows : 

"At  the  outset  we  are  faced  with  a  consideration  of  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  Attorney  General  under  the  Constitution.  Prior 
to  1934  the  Constitution,  although  it  specifically  provided  for  an 
Attorney  General,  did  not  specify  his  powers  or  duties.  The  courts 
of  other  states  whose  constitutions  provide  for  an  attorney  general 
but  fail  to  specify  his  duties  have  differed  over  the  question  of 
whether  the  respective  state  legislatures  could  constitutionally 
provide  that  specified  state  agencies  could  use  counsel  other  than 
the  Attorney  General.^  An  early  California  case  held  that  since  the 
framers  of  our  Constitution  provided  for  an  Attorney  General  they 
intended  him  to  perform  the  duties  customarily  performed  by 
attorneys  general  in  other  states,  and  the  Legi.slature  could  not 
compel  him  to  perform  duties  entirely  foreign  to  his  office.-  Neither 
that  case  nor  any  other  California  case  of  which  we  are  aware  is 
authority  for  the  proposition  that  the  Legislature  cannot  constitu- 
tionally provide  that  the  legal  affairs  of  certain  state  agencies  shall 
be  handled  exclusively  by  attorneys  employed  by,  and  responsible 
to,  the  heads  of  such  agencies.  On  the  contrary,  statements  made 
by  California  courts  indicate  a  conviction  that  the  'inherent'  or 
'common  law'  duties  of  the  Attorney  General  would  not  prevent 
the  Legislature  from  so  providing.' 

"We  are  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  'common  law'  or 
'inherent'  powers  and  duties  of  the  Attorney  General  would  not 
prevent  the  Legislature  from  authorizing  a  state  agency  to  handle 
its  own  legal  affairs  through  its  own  counsel.  Support  for  this 
conclusion  may  be  found  from  the  fact  that  the  published  opinions 
of  the  Attorney  General  dealing  with  this  problem  have  decided 
each  question  on  a  statutory  basis  and  have  not  claimed  broad 
constitutional  powers  to  conduct  all  the  State's  legal  affairs  to  the 
exclusion  of  counsel  employed  by  state  agencies  authorized  by  the 
Legislature  to  employ  counsel.* 

"In  1934  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  was  adopted  whicli 
added  Section  21  to  Article  V  specifying  some  duties  of  the  Attorney 
General  and  referring  to  him  as  'the  chief  law  officer  of  the  State. ' 

"This  constitutional  provision  did  not,  in  our  opinion,  restrict  or 
diminish  the  Legislature's  power  to  provide  that  specified  state 
agencies  might  handle  their  own  legal  affairs  through  their  own  legal 
counsel.  Throughout  Section  21  of  Article  V  the  emphasis  is  on  the 
uniform  enforcement  of  state  laws  at  the  county  level.  This  is  amply

"An  argument  desifrned  to  reach  an  opposite  conclusion  might  be 
based  on  the  clau.se  contained  in  the  first  sentence  of  .Section"21  of 
Article  V  declaring  that  'the  Attorney  General  shall  be  the  chief  law 
officer  of  the  State  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Talifornia  are  uniformly  enforced  in  every  county  of  the 
State'  We  flo  not  believe  such  an  argument  would  be  upheld.  In  the 
first  place  the  quoted  clause  clearly  emphasizes  an  intent  to  insure 
uniform  law  enforcement  at  the  rovniif  Irvrh  Furthermore,  the  ap- 
pellate courts  of  this  State  have  indicated  that  the  mere  designation 
of  the  Attorney  General  as  'chief  law  officer  of  the  State '  confers  no 
Iiroad  general  powers  to  handle  all  the  State's  legal  affairs.""

(1))  Whether,  and  the  extent  to  which,  governmental  limitation  upon  free  enterpri.se 
is  adversely  affecting  the  future  of  the  State  of  California  and  of  its  citizens. 

(c)  Whether,  and  the  extent  to  which,  free  enterprise  has  been  stitled  or  frustrated 
by  governmental  restriction. 
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(<I)  Whether,  nnd  the  extent  to  which,  the  undertaking  of  new  business  ventures 
or  the  carryinic  out  of  difficult  or  untried  business  activities  have  been  discouraged  by 
excessive  taxiition  or  oth<T  governmental  regulations  and  restrictions. 

(e)  Whether,  and  the  extent  to  which,  the  business  and  economic  affairs  of  the 
citizens  of  California  have  been  adversely  affected  by  statutory  and  other  controls, 
interferences  and  restrictions. 

(f)  Whether,  and  the  extent  to  which,  citizens  and  business  organizations  should  be 
freed  from  any  entanglements,  restrictions  or  burdens  imposed  by  governmental  limita- 
tion on  free  enterprise. 

(b)  Whether,  and  the  extent  to  which,  business  plans,  projects  and  undertakings 
iiilvantageous  to  the  citizens  of  California  have  been  hindered,  frustrated  or  abandoned 
because  of  Kf)veriimental  limitations,  direct  or  indirect,  on  free  enterprise. 

(h)  The  effect  of  governmental  restrictions  on  free  enterprise  upon  political  and 
economic  life  of  the  people  of  California. 

(i)  A  comparison  of  the  extent  of  governmental  limitation  upon  free  enterprise 
imposed  by  the  State  of  California  with  that  imposed  by  the  government  of  the  United 
States  of  America  or  the  other  states  therein. 

(j)  Statutory  or  constitutional  enactments  which  would  permit  the  citizens  of  this 
State  to  extricate  or  disentangle  themselves  from  any  undue  or  unwarranted  limita- 
tions upon  free  enterprise.

4.  The  committee  nnd  its  members  sliiiU  have  and  exercise  all  of  the  rights,  duties

members. 

r>.  The  committee  has  the  following  additional  powers  nnd  duties: 

(a)  To  select  a  chairman  and  a  vice  chnirin:iM  from  its  membership,  and  to  employ 
and  fix  the  compensation  of  a  secretary  nnd  such  clerical,  investigative,  expert  and 
technical  assistants  as  it  may  deem  necessary. 

(b)  To  contrncf  nnd  deal  with  such  other  agencies,  public  or  private,  as  it  deems 
necessary  for  the  rendition  nnd  affording  of  s\ich  services,  facilities,  studies  and  reports 
to  the  committee  as  will  best  assist  it  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  created, 
nnd  to  rent  and  mniiitnin  office  nnd  stornge  space  nnd  e(|uipment  for  the  conduct  of  its 
business  nnd  the  mninten;ince  of  its  files  nnd  its  records. 

(r)  To  coopernle  with  and  secure  the  cooperntion  of  county,  city,  city  and  county, 
nnd  other  locnl  law  enforcement  agencies  in  investigating  any  matter  within  the  scope 
of  this  resolution  nnd  to  direct  the  sheriff  of  any  county  to  .serve  .subpenas,  orders  and 
other  iirocess  issued  by  the  committee. 

(d)  To  report  its  findings  nnd  recommendations  to  the  Legislature  and  to  the  people 
from  time  to  time  nnd  at  any  time,  not  Inter  than  herein  provided. 

(e>  To  do  any  nnd  nil  other  things  necessnry  or  convenient  to  enable  it  fully  and 
adequately  to  exercise  its  powers,  perform  its  duties,  and  accomplish  the  objects  and 
purposes  of  this  resolution. 

(f>  The  committee  may  cooperate  with  nnd  meet  with  similar  committees  of  other 
states.  Kxpenses  necessarily  incurred  in  connection  therewith  shall  constitute  a  proper 
charge  ngninst  the  sums  allocated  to  the  committee. 

(g)  To  adopt  nnd  from  time  to  time  nniend  such  rules  governing  its  procedure  (in- 
cluding the  fixing  of  its  own  quorum  and  the  number  of  votes  necessary  to  take  action 
on  nnv  matter)  as  raav  to  it  appear  appropriate. 

(hV  To  hold  public  hearings  at  any  place  in  California,  at  which  the  people  are  to 
have  an  opportunity  to  present  their  views  to  the  committee,  to  hold  private  hearings 
and  to  meet  in  executive  session. 

(i)  To  summon  and  subpena  witnesses,  require  the  production  of  papers,  books, 
accounts,  reports,  documents,  and  records  of  every  kind  and  description,  to  issue 
subpenns  and  to  take  all  necessary  means  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and 
procure  testimonv. 

6.  The  committee,  each  of  its  members,  and  any  representative  of  the  committee 
thereunto  authorized  by  the  committee  or  its  chairman,  is  authorized  and  empowered 
to  administer  oaths. 
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7.  KvtTj-  (h-|)iirtiiifiit,  commission,  hoard,  atteiicy,  oflicer  iiiid  employee  of  the  State 
(Jovernment,  including  the  Lecislative  Counsel,  the  Attorney  General  and  their 
subordinates,  and  of  any  political  subdivision,  county,  city,  or  public  district  of  or  in 
this  State  shall  furnish  the  committee  and  any  subcomniittep,  uiMin  request,  any  and 
all  of  such  assistance,  and  information,  records  and  documents  as  the  committee  or 
subcommittee  deems  proper  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  for  which  the 
committee  is  created. 

H.  The  committee,  or  a  subcommittee  or  the  chairman  when  authorized  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  entire  committee,  may  meet  outside  the  State  with  simUar 
committees  of  ConRre.ss  or  of  the  several  states.

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(d)  "United  States"  nball  meiin  tlie  United  States  of  America  and  all  bureau's 
ooMiiniHsionx,  divwions,  dciMirtments,  lioard.s,  acencies,  and  otficers  of  the  Inited 
Htiite.M  of  Amorifa. 

(e)  "Slate  of  California"  shall  include  the  State  of  California  and  all  bureaus 
fomtiiiHsion'i,  diviHions,  departments,  iKtards,  agencies  and  oflicers  of  the  State  of 
Califoriiin. 

(f)  "Work  or  works"  shall  include  the  storm  drain  structures,  water  courses 
drainace  channels,  and  api.urlenant  struclures  useful  in  the  control,  diversion  and 
IratisdiisMion  of  fbioil  and  storm  waters  and  all  land,  propcrtv,  franchises,  easements, 
ritthts  of  way  and  privileges  necessar.v  or  useful  to  operatc  or  maintain  anv  of  tlie 
foreRoing. 

(It)  "Klector"  shall  mean  any  registered  voter  in  the  district  or  in  a  zone  or 
prfiposed  /.one  affected  or  to  he  affected  by  any  election  held  under  this  act. 

( li )  "F'liiod  and  storm  waters"  shall  mean  waters  in  excess  of  the  seasonal  normal 
flow  of  the  streams  in  which  they  occur  that  are  not  usable  beneficially  as  part  of 
till-  ordinary  flow  of  such  streams. 

(it  "May"  is  permissible,  and  "shall"  is  mandatory. 

Si  r.  4.  Till'  objects  and  jpiirposes  of  this  act  are  "to  provide  for  the  construction, 
installation,  nia inlenance,  ami  uperatinn  of  storm  drains,  water  courses,  drainage 
dilches,  and  all  nther  aiipurlenant  structures. 

Sk<  .  .I.  The  district  is  hereby  declared  to  bo  a  body  corporate  and  politic  and  as 
such  shall  have,  in  additi<m  to  the  other  powers  vested  "in  it  by  this  act,  the  following 
powers  : 

1.  To  have  perpetual  succession. 

2.  To  sue  and  be  sued  in  the  mime  of  said  district  in  all  actions  and  proceedings  in 
all  courts  and  tribunals  of  com|ietent  jurisdiction. 

.'!.  To  adopt  a  seal  and  allrr  it  at  pleasure. 

4.  To  a<'<|uire  by  grant,  purchase,  lease,  gift,  devise,  contract,  condemnation,  con- 
struction, or  otherwise,  and  to  liobl.  use,  enioy.  .sell,  let,  and  dis))ose  of  real  and 
personal  property  of  every  kind,  including  lands,  structures,  buildings,  rights  of  way, 
easements,  and  privileges,  anil  to  cnnsl  nii  I  ion,  maintain,  alter  and  operate  any  aiiil 
.'ill  works  or  improvements,  within  or  without  the  district,  necessary  or  proper  to 
carry  out  :iny  of  (he  objects  or  purimsis  of  this  act  and  necessary  to  the  full  exercise 
iif  its  powers,  and  to  complete,  extend,  iiild  to,  alter,  remove,  repair  or  otherwise 
improve  any  works,  or  improvements,  or  property  acquired  by  it  as  authorized  by 
this  act. 

Ti.  To  install  and  maintain  any  or  all  works  of  or  useful  to  carrying  out  the  purposes 
of  this  act.  Such  installation  or  maintenance  may  include  any  or  all  of  the  following 
work  :  the  placing,  replacing,  install.ition.  cleaning,  repairing,  renewal,  widening, 
straightening,  deepening  or  otherwise  ini|iroving  storm  drain  structures,  water  courses 
or  drainage  channels,  whether  in  existence  or  not.  and  the  installation  of  appurtenant 
stniclures  when  necessary  for  llii'  adequate  functioning  of  such  drainage  facilities. 

ft.  To  carry  nn  technical  and  other  necessary  investigaliims.  maki'  measurements, 
collect  data,  make  analyses,  studies,  and  inspections  pertaining  to  the  installation  or 
maintenance  of  storm  drains,  and  in  all  cases  wlieie  land  may  be  required  for  public 
use  by  said  district,  the  district,  or  its  agents  iti  charge  of  such  use,  shall  have  the  right 
of  access  to  all  properties  within  the  district  and  elsewhere  relating  to  the  installation 
or  maintenance  of  storm  drains  within  the  district  and  may  survey  and  locate  the 
same:  but  such  niu>it  be  located  in  a  manner  which  will  be  most  compatible  with  the 
greatest  public  good  and  the  least  private  injury.  The  district,  or  its  agents  in  charge 
of  such  public  use  may  enti-r  upon  such  lands  and  make  examinations,  surveys,  and 
maps  thereof,  and  such  entry  shall  cnnstitnle  no  cause  of  action  in  favor  of  the  owners 
of  such  land,  except  for  injuries  resulting  from  negligencee.  wantonness,  or  malice. 

7.  To  enter  upon  any  land,  to  make  surveys  and  locate  the  necessary  works  of  im- 
provements and  the  lines  for  channels,  conduit.s.  canals,  pipelines,  roadways  and  other 
rights  of  way  ;  to  acquire  by  purchase,  lease,  contract,  condemnation,  gift,  devise,  or 
other  legal  means  all  lands  and  other  pro|)erty  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  construc- 
tion, use.  sujiply,  maintenance,  repair  and  improvement  of  said  works,  including  works 
constructed  and  being  constructed  by  private  owners,  and  all  necessary  aiqmrtenances ; 
to  enter  into  and  do  any  acts  necessary  or  iiroper  for  the  performance  of  any  agree- 
ment with  the  T'nited  States,  or  any  state,  county,  district  of  any  kind,  public  or  pri- 
vate corporation,  association,  firm  or  individual,  or  any  number  of  tliem.  for  the  joint 
acquisition,  construction,  leasing,  ownership,  disposition,  use.  management,  mainte- 
nance, repair  or  operation  of  any  rights,  works  or  other  iiroperty  of  a  kind  which  might 
be  lawfully  acquired  or  owned  "by  Contra  Costa  County  Storm  Drainage  District :  to 
cooiierale  with,  and  to  act  in  coniunction  with,  the  State  of  California,  or  any  of  its 
engineers.  olTicers.  boards,  commissions,  ileiiartments  or  agencies,  or  with  the  C.overn- 
ment  of  the  United  States,  or  any  of  its  engineers,  officers,  boards,  commissions,  de- 
partments or  agencies,  or  with  any  public  or  private  corporation,  in  the  construction 
of  anv  work  for  use  within  .said  district,  or  in  any  other  work,  acts,  or  purjioses  pro- 
vided for  herein,  and  to  adopt  and  carry  out  any  definite  plan  or  system  of  work  for  any 
such  nurpose. 

8.  To  incur  indebtedness  and  to  issue  bonds  in  the  manner  herein  provided. 
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9.  To  cause  assessments  U>  be  levied  and  collected  fur  the  purpose  of  paying  any 
obligation  of  the  zones  established  hereunder,  and  to  carry  out  any  of  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  in  the  manner  herciiialler  pnniiied. 

10.  To  make  contracts,  and  to  employ  labor,  and  to  do  all  acts  necessary  for  the  full 
exercise  of  all  powers  vested  in  said  district  or  any  of  the  otticers  thereof,  by  this  act. 

Sec.  0.  The  board  shall  have  no  power  to  levy  any  assessments  on  a  district  basis 
and  all  assessments  shall  be  levied  or  imposed  only  on  land  beneliting  from  district 
activities  on  a  zone  basis  in  zones  created  for  specific  benefit.s  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  The  district  shall  have  and  may  exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain  within 
the  district,  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  condemnation  of  private  prop- 
erty for  i)ublic  use,  to  take  any  pro|(crty  neces.-iary  to  carry  out  any  nf  the  objects  or 
purposes  of  this  act,  whether  such  pmperty  be  already  devnled  to  any  public  use  by  any 
district  or  other  public  corporatiun.  or  a;;ency,  or  otherwise;  proviiled,  however, 
that  the  district  in  exercising  such  power  shall  in  addition  |u  the  damage  fur  the  taking, 
injury,  or  destruction  of  jiroprrty,  also  pay  the  cost  of  removal  or  relocation  of  any 
structure,  railways,  mains,  pipes,  conduits,  wires,  cable,  poles,  which  is  reiiuired  to  be 
moved  to  a  new  location  ;  and  provi<led  further,  th;it  notwithstanding  any  other  pro- 
vision of  this  act  or  any  other  law,  no  property  shall  be  taken  uidess  it  is  taken  upon 
a  finding  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  that  the  t;iking  is  for  a  more  necessary 
public  use  tluin  that  to  which  it  has  already  been  appro|)riated.  The  district  shall  also 
have  and  may  e.xercise  the  right  to  condi'mn  any  e.xistiug  works  or  improvements  in 
the  district,  and  it  is  hereby  declared  that  the  use  of  the  propert.\,  lands,  rights  of  way, 
easements,  or  materials  which  may  be  condemned,  t;iken  or  appropriated  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  is  a  pul)lic  use  subject  to  the  regulation  and  control  of  the  State 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

The  power  of  eminent  domain  vested  in  the  district  shall  include  the  power  to  con- 
demn in  the  name  of  the  district  either  the  fee  simple  or  any  les.ser  estate  easement,  or 
interest  in  any  real  property  which  the  board  by  resolution  shall  determine  is  neces- 
sary for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  act.  Such  resolution  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  that  the  taking  of  such  fee  simple  or  any  lesser  estate  or  easement,  or  interest 
as  the  case  may  be,  is  necessary. 

Whenever  real  property  which  is  devoted  to  or  held  for  .some  other  jiublic  or  (luasi- 
public  u.se  is  required  by  the  district  for  its  purposes,  the  district  may  condemn  real 
projjerty  adjacent  thereto  or  in  the  inniiediate  vicinity  thereof  to  be  cxi  hanged  for  the 
real  property  recmircd  by  the  <lislrirt  for  its  purposes. 

Sec.  S.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Contra  Co.sta  County  shall  be  and  is  hereby 
designated  as  and  empowered  to  net  as,  e.x  officio  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  Contra 
Costa  County  Storm  Drainage  District. 

All  ordinances,  resolutions  and  other  legisl.Ttive  acts  for  said  district  shall  be  adopted 
by  said  board,  and  certified  to,  recorded  and  published,  in  the  same  manner,  except 
as  herein  otherwise  expressly  provided,  as  are  ordinances,  resolutions  or  other  legis- 
lative acts  for  the  County  of  Contra  Costa. 

Sec.  0.  The  district  attorney,  county  as.sessor,  county  tax  collector,  county  auditor 
and  county  treasurer  of  the  County  of  Contra  Costa,  and  their  successors  in  office,  and 
all  their  assistants,  deputies,  clerks  and  employees,  and  all  other  officers  of  .said  Contra 
Costa  County,  their  as.sistants,  deputies,  clerks  and  employees,  shall  be  ex  officio 
officers,  assistants,  deputies,  clerks  and  emidoyees  respectively  of  said  Contra  Costa 
County  Storm  Drainage  District  and  shall  respectively  perform,  unless  otherwise 
provided  by  the  board,  the  same  varifuis  duties  for  said  district  as  for  said  Contra 
Co.sta  County,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  The  bo.ird  shall  have  power  to  make  and  enforce  all  needful  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  administration  and  government  of  the  district,  and  to  appoint  and 
employ  all  agents,  superintendents,  engineers,  attorneys,  and  employees  necessary  or 
proper  to  perform  all  other  acts  necessary  or  proper  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of 
this  act.

H.  it.  fore  a  petition  is  circulated,  the  proposed  boundaries  of  the  zone  shall 
lie  siiliiiiilteil  to  the  Coiiiily  rfoiiiiiliir.v  Commission  fur  recommendation  and  report  in 
the  manner  provided  for  in  Chapter  H.  Title  V,  of  the  Government  Cod<'. 

Sw.  l.'i.  Trior  to  the  heariuK  on  the  proposal  by  petition  to  establish  a  zone,  the 
board  shall,  by  resolution,  direct  the  (dlicer  or  employee  of  the  district  charged  with  the 
duty  ol  siiperviMiig  ibe  eiiKiiieeriiiK  affairs  of  the  district  to  make  and  to  file  a  report 
Willi  the  lioiinl  which  shall  show  :

1(1.  \Vitliiii  ;i(l  d!i\s  after  the  receipt  of  the  engineer's  report  on  the  proposal 
by  petition  for  the  establishiiieiil  of  a  zone,  which  report  has  been  approved  by  the 
board,  the  bo.ird  shall  adopt  a  resolution  of  intention  to  establish  a  zone  in  the  form 
and  ill  the  manner  sperilied  in  .""Section  1><  of  this  act. 

Si;c.  17.  The  board  shall  determine  as  to  each  project  or  work  of  improvement, 
either  proposed  by  petition  or  instituted  by  the  board  itself,  that  it  is  either: 

1.  l-,itlier  in  whole  or  in  part  for  the  district  as  a  whole,  and  if  in  i)art  only,  what 
pai t  ;  or

11  leneil  to  lis  part icipat ing  zones,  and  if  in  |iart  only,  what  part;  or 

•"!.  Kit  her  In  whole  or  in  part  for  the  benefit  of  a  single  zone,  and  if  in  part  only, 
what  part. 

Skc.  is.  For  the  purpose  of  aci|iiiring  authority  to  proceed  with  the  establishment 
of  n  zone,  or  any  siicb  project,  as  reiiuested  by  petition,  the  board  shall  adopt  a 
resolution  specif.v  ing  its  intention  to  undertake  such  project,  together  with  the  engineer- 
ing estimates  of  the  <'ost  of  same  to  be  borne  by  the  particular  zones  or  participat- 
ing zones  and  fixing  a  time  and  place  for  public  hearing  of  said  resolution  and 
which  shall  refer  to  a  map  or  maps  showing  the  general  location  and  general 
construction  of  said  project.  Notice  of  such  bearing  shall  be  given  by  publicatiou 
one  a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  prior  to  said  hearing,  the  last  publication  of 
which  notice  must  be  at  least  .seven  (7)  days  before  said  hearing,  in  a  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  designated  by  the  board,  circulated  in  such  zone  or  each  of  said 
participating  zones,  if  there  be  such  newspaper,  ;iiid  if  there  be  no  such  uewspape- 
then  by  posting  notice  for  two  consecutive  weeks  prior  to  said  hearing  in  five  public 
places  designated  by  the  board,  in  such  zone  or  in  each  of  .said  participating  zones.

hearing,  or  said  proceeding  may  be  abandoned  in  the  discretion  of  the  board.  Protests 
may  be  withdrawn  before  the  conclusion  of  the  bearing. 

!Skc.  lit.    The  board  of  supervisors  shall  have  power,  in  any  year  : 

1.  To  levy  assessments  in  each  or  any  of  said  zones  and  participating  zones  to  pay  the 
cost  and  expenses  of  carrying  out.  constructing,  maintaining,  operating,  extending. 
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repairing  or  otherwise  improving  any  or  all  works  or  improvements  established  or  to  be 
estahlislieil  within  or  on  behalf  of  said  respective  zones,  according  to  tlie  benefits 
derived  or  to  he  derivt'd  by  said  respective  zones  by  a  levy  or  assessment  upon  all  real 
property  witliin  a  zone  or  participating  zones,  including  l)oth  land  and  imi>''<J*enients 
thereon.  It  is  declared  that  for  the  purposes  of  any  assessment  levied  under  this  sub- 
division, the  property  so  taxed  or  assessed  within  a  given  zone  is  eijually  benefited.

Sec.  20.  ( 1 )  Whenever  the  board  determines  that  a  bonded  indebteilness  should  be 
incurred  to  pay  the  cost  of  any  work  or  improvement  in  any  zone  or  zones,  the  board 
may  by  resolution,  determine  and  declare  the  respective  amounts  of  bonds  necessary  to 
be  issued  in  each  zone  in  order  to  raise  the  amount  of  money  necessary  for  each  work  or 
improvement  and  the  denomination  and  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  of  said  bonds.

Said  board  shall  call  such  special  bond  election  by  ordinance  and  not  otherwise 
and  submit  to  the  (lualified  electors  of  said  zone  or  participating  zones,  the  proposition 
of  incurring  a  bonded  debt  in  said  zone  or  p:irtici|)atinj^  zones  in  the  amount  and 
for  the  purposes  state<l  in  said  resolution  and  shall  recite  therein  the  objects  and 
purposes  for  which  the  indebtedness  is  prr)posed  to  be  incurred  ;  provided,  that  it 
shall  be  .sufficient  to  give  a  brief,  general  description  of  such  objects  and  purposes, 
and  refer  to  the  recorded  copy  of  such  resolution  .-idopted  by  said  board,  and  on  file 
for  particulars;  and  said  ordinance  .shall  also  state  the  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed 
work  and  improvements,  the  amount  of  the  princijial  of  the  indebtedness  to  be 
incurred  therefor,  and  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid  on  said  indebtedneivS, 
and  shall  fix  the  date  on  which  such  special  election  shall  be  held,  and  the  form  and 
contents  of  the  ballot  to  be  used.

Said  ordinance  calling  for  such  special  bond  election  shall,  prior  to  the  date  set 
for  such  election,  be  ])uiilished  in  a  newspaper,  of  general  circulation  circulated  in 
each  zone  and  participating  zone  affected  for  six  con.secutive  times  it  published  in  a 
daily  newspai)er  of  general  circulation,  or  two  times  if  jiublished  in  a  weekly  news- 
paper of  general  circulation.  The  last  publication  of  such  ordinance  must  be  at  least 
fourteen  (14)  days  before  said  election,  and  if  there  be  no  such  newspaper,  then  such

Any  dffi'Cl  or  irregulurity  in  the  proceedings  prior  to  the  calling  of  such  special 
ImiiiiI  election  xhall  not  affei't  the  validity  of  the  bondH  authorized  by  said  election. 
Where  a  project  alTectM  a  single  zone  only,  if  at  such  election  two-thirds  (S)  of  the 
votes  cast  in  said  zone  on  the  pro|>osition  of  incurring  a  bonded  indebtedness  are  in 
favor  (hereof,  then  bonds  for  such  zone  for  the  amount  stated  in  such  proceedings 
shall  be  issued  and  sold  as  in  this  act  provideil.  Where  the  incurring  of  bonded  in- 
debtedness by  parlicipiitiiig  z<iiies  is  to  be  determined  at  such  election,  no  bonds  for 
any  of  sueli  part  ii  ipa  I  itig  zones  shall  be  issuefl  or  .sold  unless  two-thirds  ( ii )  of  the 
votes  cast  on  the  iirojiosition  in  each  such  participating  zone  are  in  favor  of  incurring 
the  bonded  inrli'bledness  to  be  undertaken  by  such  zone.

The  bonds  of  one  series  may  be 
nnide  payiibli-  at  diffi  rent  times  from  those  of  any  other  series.  The  maturity  of  each 
series  sbnil  comply  with  this  section.  The  board  may  fix  u  date,  not  more  than  two 
years  from  the  dale  of  issuance,  for  the  earliest  maturity  of  each  i.ssiie  or  series  of 
bonds.  Keginning  with  the  date  of  the  earliest  maturity  of  each  issue  or  .series,  not 
less  than  one  fortieth  of  the  indehteilness  of  such  issue  or  series  shall  be  paid  every 
year.  The  final  maturity  date  shall  not  exceed  forty  (-101  years  from  the  time  of  in- 
curring the  indebtedness  eviflenred  by  each  issue  or  series.

Property  used  for  free  public  libraries  and  free  museums,  growing  crops,  property  used 
exclusively  for  public  schools,  and  such  as  may  belong  to  this  State,  or  to  any  county, 
city  and  county,  or  municipal  corporation  within  this  State  shall  be  exempt  from  as.sess- 
ment, except  such  lands  and  the  improvement  thereon  located  outside  of  the  county, 
city  and  county,  or  municipal  ciiri)oralion  owning  the  same  as  were  subject  to  taxation 
at  the  time  of  the  .•ic(|uisitii>n  of  the  same  by  s.iid  county,  city  and  county,  or  munici- 
pal corporation  ;  provided,  that  no  im|)rovements  of  any  character  whatever  constructed 
by  any  coiintv.  city  and  county,  or  municip.il  corpor.ition  shall  be  siib.iect  to  as.M'ssnient. 

Sko.  20.  A  zone  formed  or  i>roposed  to  be  formed  under  this  a<  t,  or  the  accpiisition 
of  !iny  prop<'rty  or  the  construction  of  any  improvement  thereby,  shall  not  be  subject 
to  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  District  Investigation  I,aw  of  \'.y.i'.i. 

Si:c.  27.  The  bonds  issued  for  any  zone  thereof  pursuant  to  this  act.  shall  be  legal 
investments  for  all  trust  funds,  jind  for  the  funds  of  all  insurance  companies,  banks, 
both  commercial  and  savings,  and  trust  companins.  and  for  the  state  school  fund.s,  and 
whenever  any  money  or  funds  may  by  law  now  or  hereafter  enacted  be  invested  in 
bonds  of  cities,  cities  and  counties,  counties,  schoid  districts  or  muni<-ipalities  in  the 
State  of  California,  such  money  or  funds  may  be  invested  in  the  saiil  bonds  issued  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  and  whenever  bonils  of  cities,  cities  and 
counties,  counties,  school  districts  or  municipalities,  may  by  any  law  now  or  hereafter 
enacK'd  be  used  as  security  for  the  performance  of  ;iny  ac-t.  such  bonds  may  be  so  u.sed. 

This  section  of  this  act  is  intended  to  be  ;inil  shall  be  considered  the  latest  enactment 
with  resi)ect  to  the  matters  herein  contained  and  an.v  .•ind  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in 
conflict  with  the  provisions  hereof  are  hereby  repealed. 

Skc.  2K.  All  bonds  issued  vin<ler  the  i>rovisions  of  this  act  shall  be  free  and  exempt 
from  all  taxation  within  the  State  of  California.

Vou  direet  our  attention  to  Section  'JnfiPl  of  the  Government  Code 
which  authorizes  counties  to  file  applications  to  api)roi)riate  water  and 
ask  if  a  county  can  assign  such  an  application. 

Opinion 

It  is  our  oiiinion  tliat  a  county  may  assign  an  application  tn  appropri- 
ate water  under  the  general  provisions  of  law  anthorizinu  counties  to 
dispose  of  property. 

Anahisis 

An  application  to  appropriate  water  constitutes  property.  (ri(/;fl 
Power  Co.  v.  Nevada  Irrigation  District  (1929),  207  Cal.  521.) 
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Section  25363  of  the  Government  Code  authorizes  the  sale  of  property 
belongring  to  the  county  which  is  not  required  for  public  use.  Under  this 
section,  we  believe  that  the  applications  to  appropriate  water  filed  under 
Section  25691  of  the  Government  Code  could  be  assinrned.  The  conditions 
required  for  such  a  sale  would  have  to  be  met,  of  course. 

The  procedure  for  the  assigning  of  applications  to  appropriate  water 
is  prescribed  by  Sections  765,  et  seq.,  of  Title  23  of  the  California  Admin- 
istrative Code. 

With  the  permission  of  the  State  Engineer,  the  point  of  diversion, 
place  of  use,  or  purpose  of  use  may  be  changed  from  that  specified  in  the 
application  (Sec.  1701,  Wat.  C.)  if  the  change  will  not  operate  to  the 
injury  of  any  legal  user  of  the  water  involved  (Sec.  1702,  Wat.  C).
